If you had to name the three biggest 


problems facing homeowners today, 
what would they be? Probably finding 
more space and saving energy and 
money—the very three themes of this 
issue. All of us are eager to uncover 
real-life solutions to our real-life prob- 
lems. Which is why you'll notice that 
the stories in this issue aren’t broad 
generalities—they’re all achievable ex- 
amples of individual creativity. Seeing 
how someone has overcome an obsta- 
cle always convinces me that I can do 
the same. 

One creative decorating solution that 
appeals to me personally is the new 
double-duty dining room. Your first 
clue to this new place for dining may 
have come when you were invited to 
dinners served not in rooms cordoned 
_off for company, but in open inviting 
kitchens, cozy libraries and living 
rooms fitted with tables that fold away 
when the party’s over. Formal dining 
hasn’t gone out of style, but a room 
reserved for dinners only is no longer a 
necessity; it’s a luxury in these space- 
tight times. We want to live in every 


room of the house, every day. If you 
take a moment to consider how many 
times you actually use a dining room 
for sit-down dinners, you'll probably 
find you use it once a month or at most 
once a week. That’s somewhere in the 
vicinity of 12 to 52 times a year, which 
leaves you with more than 300 days in 
which the dining room does little more 
than look attractive and accumulate 
dust. But rethinking your dining room 
so that the space works for you all the 
time couldn’t be easier (as we show you on 
pages 37 to 47). Your dining room might 
just be the place for the home office, 
media room or guest room you've been 
coveting. 

Speaking of rethinking how you live 
in your rooms, Sarina and John Mas- 
cheroni have done that and more— 
they’ve rethought a whole house (see 
pages 66 to 73). When they bought their 
rambling 1800s Connecticut farmhouse 
they were not deterred by the large 
leaky main house that was difficult to 
heat in the winter: They hit upon the 
idea of a house-within-a-house. They 
remodeled a 1927 wing of the farm- 
house as their energy-tight, cozy win- 
ter quarters and saved the airy main 
house for summer living. For those of 
us who love big, rambling old houses 
but grimace at the heating bill, I think 
the Mascheronis’ solution of convert- 
ing part of the house for winter living 
is brilliant. 

The Mascheronis have also devel- 
oped a time- and energy-conscious en- 
tertaining style. Over the years, Sarina 
and John have come to realize that 
their meals center on certain favorites: 
breads, pastas, sauces, fresh fruits and 
vegetables. Since they both love to 
cook, they often end up preparing 
more food than can be eaten immedi- 
ately. Thus they’ve become adept at 


freezing basics—dough for a future 
pizza, berries or pesto for a sauce. 
They’ve also learned how to entertain 
for a weekend almost entirely by de- 
frosting made-ahead meals—the best 
way for hosts to relax and enjoy a 
country weekend themselves. 

Creative planning can save a great 
deal of money, as Marco Polo Stufano 
showed when he solved the problem of 
how to plant a garden that blooms 
from spring to fall, reseeds itself from 
year to year and costs under $20. His 
$16.30 garden (shown on pages 62 to 65) is 
5,400 square feet of pure inspiration. 
I’ve always dreamed of a garden that 
wouldn’t offer its best blooms the mo- 
ment I went on vacation and that 
would miraculously reappear in the 
spring. It will not surprise you, I’m 
sure, if I confess that I’ve ordered a 
new stack of seed catalogs and am 
sending for many of his suggested 
plants right now. 

To me, foresight in planning and or- 
ganization—be it in gardening, cooking 
or decorating—symbolizes how much 
we can make of our lives. I hope you’ve 
noticed that House Beautiful is pre- 
senting more and more of these do- 
able and innovative ideas each month, 
with in-depth explanations of how you 
can make your home and your life the 
best they can possibly be.

osemary Robinson, whose work 

has appeared in decorating and 

design publications for more 
than 20 years, is founder and president 
of R & R Robinson Interiors, Naples, 
Fla. A distinguished professional in both 
residential and commercial interior de- 
sign, she is known for her keen color 
sense. Here she addresses that subject 
and how to capture its mood-elevating 


qualities in your environment, 


Back in 1893, art critic John Rus- 
kin proclaimed that “blue color is 
appointed by the Deity to be a 
source of delight.” Since then, 
reams have been written on the 
psychology of color, the emo- 
tional response it creates and the 
power it holds to manipulate 
your mood. Similarly, analysts 
have investigated both the visual 
effectiveness of color in decorating 
rooms and the suitability of various 
colors to room orientation—a lively 
tone for north exposures and cool, 
calming shades for both south and 
west exposures. 

Abandoning all rules or guidelines 
which bind the imagination, I place my 
faith in the emotional impact of color. 
And although I have concentrated for 
most of my professional life on dispa- 
rate resort colonies (in Florida and the 
lake country of northern Michigan), I 
have used color with a free hand in 
Midwestern and Eastern cities, too, 
where gray days and often bleak exte- 
rior landscapes cry for enlivenment. 

As for Florida, my present home, it is 
a cliché to say that this state is buoyant 
with sun, sea, sky and the flutter of 
palms. The light here is extravagantly 
radiant with that same intensity that 
drew the Impressionists to Provence 
and the Cote d’Azur. We have sunrise-

sunset colors which are not ordinary, 
and we are more likely to have our 
colors in strata of fuchsia and orange 
against blue, watermelon and mango 
with green or lavender. Outrageous, 
challenging colors! Then there is the 
purple-blue of the jacaranda tree, the 
hot flame of poinciana and showers of 
bougainvillea—all pinks, coral or ma- 
genta. You are presented with a smash- 
ing palette that challenges your skill 
for restraint or, going the other way, 
for bold expression. We use color dis- 
creetly against all-white backgrounds 
or sometimes beige, but we also lavish 
color for suitable personalities. 

While I don’t care much for celadon 
or grayed pinks for the South, I do like 
deep leaf-green and deep Chinese- 
blues for backgrounds with quantities 
of egret-white. Cool or intense apple- 
green is a delight. All of the blues, 
tender but light-reflecting peach, apri- 


cot, raspberry mousse, strawber- 
ry and a clear lilac seem to me to 
be wonderfully happy and effec- 
tive decorating colors. Wood is 
also a source of color. For in- 
mahogany, 
stripped pine or pickled oak. I 
relate to what the English plant- 
ers did when they came to the 
Bahamas in the late 18th and 
19th centuries. They brought all 
their dark, heavy wood pieces 
and set them in backgrounds of 
pure white walls, stained wood 
beams and tiled or wood floors. 
To me this is still the ideal for 
that part of the world; however, I 
never hesitate to paint traditional 
wood pieces and am passionately 
devoted to using painted wicker 
and rattan 
spots. Many people associate 
wicker and rattan with all Florida inte- 


stance, walnut,

riors, and to a certain extent that’s true, 
but it is not the exclusive medium. I try 
to confine those materials to the more 
casual rooms in a house, such as bed- 
rooms (for headboards), the loggia or 
library. Sophisticated wicker, produced 
by some of the leading furniture com- 
panies, is ideal in more formal spaces 
like living and dining rooms, particu- 
larly when mixed with antiques. 

My advice for discovering your own 
preferences? Play with color when ap- 
proaching the interior planning of a 
new place or in redoing a present one. 
Experiment. Begin with a pet color, re- 
membering that your choice is not only 
a start but a finish to your plan. Color 
is therefore the major instrument in the 
background or the drama in the final 
strokes. If you are likely to tire of col- 
ors or are unsure of your instincts, use 
monochromatic backgrounds on walls,

These children, however, have not 
made my address book any younger, 
giving line upon lines. Although 
grown, they still seem to be in transit. 

In the last 
three years our younger daughter has 
lived in Colorado, the Virgin Islands 
and now Lake Placid, N.Y. All winter 
gardens for some, but where Beth has 
taught school nobly and with heart.

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Philip Johnson’s new Cleveland Play House

Philip Johnson, 77 and perched 
at the peak of his profession, has 
just tackled two ‘‘firsts’’: his first 
interior design, of his own apart- 
ment in New York, and his first 
project in his hometown, the $10 
million expansion and renovation 
of the Cleveland Play House. 

Of the former he says, ‘‘l usea 
to think that everything was ar- 
chitecture, but it’s not, not if you 
have a box in New York. Interior 
design is terribly difficult and | 
now admire a profession which | 
did not previously.”’ 

Though Johnson left Cleveland 
in his teens for boarding school, 
and then, later, for good, he says 
the Cleveland Play House is a 
“labor of love,’’ adding, ‘‘I cut 
my teeth on theater there with 
O'Neill and Shakespeare—an 
awesome experience.’’ The com- 
plex, which opened in November 
and includes three theaters, a 
dining club and art gallery, takes 
the form of a medieval-looking 
village. Johnson describes it as 
“a little Brunelleschi, a little Ber- 
nini and a little Lutyens—where 
else but in the floor.” 

A more personal complex of 


buildings designed by Philip 


Johnson is also in the news with | 


the recent announcement that he 


intends to leave his New Canaan, 


Conn., property to the National | 


Trust for Historic Preservation. 
Since the completion in 1949 of 
the Glass House, the best-known 
modern house in this country, the 


estate has been a magnet for 





anyone interested in architecture, 
though not open to the public. 
“This will finally quell their curios- 
ity,”’ says Johnson, “‘or at least 
keep them from climbing over the 
walls.’’ Besides the Glass House 
there is a guesthouse, a garden 
pavilion, an underground art gal- 
lery, a sculpture gallery and a 
nearly glassless library-study— 
they comprise a kind of three- 
dimensional sketch pad on which 
Johnson has tested his ideas. 
“They are a series of experiments 
for my other work,” he says. ‘‘l 
did them just to please myself. 
And |'m a very good client to 
work with ... | don’t pay any 
attention to budget.”

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AT HOME WITH ART 


“Art galleries are open classrooms for which there is 
ne ‘uition, no homework and no examination”

he ‘gallery scene,” as it is 
known affectionately in the 
art world, is a lively part of 
the cultural activity of most 
cities in America, spilling 
over with frenetic energy to summer 
colonies throughout the country. We 
have all heard about the areas in which 
galleries are clustered—Soho, Madison 
Avenue and 57th Street in New York 
City; Newbury Street in Boston; On- 
tario and Superior in Chicago; and 
Grant Avenue in San Francisco. In fact, 
we often visit the boutiques, specialty 
shops and restaurants that congregate 
around these districts. But despite our 
curiosity about what’s happening in- 
side the galleries, we usually pass by 
and think, “Some other time.” 

The truth is, only a small number of 
people who profess interest in the vi- 
sual arts regularly visit galleries. Some 
of us fear we'll be buttonholed by a 
dealer or, worse, be ignored. We tend 
to think that even if we like something 
we won't be able to afford it. 

Galleries are quite different from 
What one would gather from the re- 
sponses they elicit. The attitude of 
dealers and their staff in a professional 
operation is to make the gallery as in- 
viting and interesting as possible. 
These are public places—no invitations 
required—and the more people who 
troop through, the greater the potential 
for a sellout show, critical acclaim for 
artist and gallery and for building a 
bigger audience for the space. Even the 
occasional ‘“‘drop-in’’ could pass the 
word along to a friend or colleague. 

Galleries rise and fall on whether or 
not they can interest their public in the 
art objects they offer. They are purvey- 
ors of talent, present and past. Even the 
greatest and snootiest establishments 
are temples of commerce. They do, on 


occasion, present an exhibition for 
purely intellectual and educational illu- 
mination, but for the most part what 
they show they also sell. 

Besides being commercial enter- 
prises, galleries are amazing places— 
hotbeds of activity. Each one assembles 
at least 10 and sometimes 12 or more 
exhibitions a year. These exhibitions 
usually stay up three or four weeks and 
are scheduled back to back. One show 
comes down after the close of business 
on Saturday and another is up for an 
opening the following Tuesday. Some- 
times openings and closings happen 
even faster. Ardent gallery-goers like 
myself breathe a sigh of relief in June. 
Not because galleries close for a month 
or so during the summer as they used 
to, but because they hold over their last 
shows through the summer so the 
viewing public at least can have a vaca- 
tion. The pace of the exhibition sched- 
ule is absolutely exhilirating. 

Though galleries are serious spaces 
in which important aesthetic and fi- 
nancial decisions are being made, it is 
important to keep in mind that they are 
also terrific fun. Unlike museums, the- 
ater and almost every other cultural 
activity, galleries are free. Even if you 
don’t like what you see, you won't feel 
cheated for having paid a hefty sum to 
purchase a ticket. You can come and go 
as you please and as often as you 
please. The object is to look and com- 
pare and enjoy liking what you see—or 
even enjoy not liking what you see. 

There is a gallery for every taste, art 
in every price range and in every con- 
ceivable size and medium. Picassos, 
Rembrandts, period furniture, Orienta- 
lia, botanical drawings and Currier and 
Ives prints ail float around in this mar- 
ket. Even the galleries that focus pri- 
marily on contemporary art—art being 
made now or in the last two decades— 


offer a range of mind-boggling choices. 

Recently, in a single month, galleries 
in Chicago exhibited Indian textiles, 
vintage 1920s and 1930s photographs, 
Oceanic art, American folk art and 
American quilts. In one month Los An- 
geles managed to show 20th-century 
Mexican masters, 18th- through 20th- 
century theater and opera set designs, 
African sculpture and Greek, Roman 
and Egyptian antiquities. 

Galleries of all persuasions do con- 
gregate where there is a diverse, sizable 
and affluent audience, but a glimpse at 
any gallery listing published in this 
country will tell you there are galleries 
in Naples, Fla., as well as Miami; 
Scottsdale, Ariz., as well as Phoenix; 
Boulder, Colo., as well as Denver. 
There are over 400 galleries in New 
York City and nearly 100 in Chicago— 
our two major art centers. Even outside 
of urban areas, many communities 
have a commercial or a nonprofit gal- 
lery that exhibits and sells work by 
artists working in the surrounding 
county or state. These spaces are often 
focal points for travelers and visitors, 
but are overlooked by local residents. 

Galleries perform a great service to 
the public whatever an individual’s in- 
terests might be. Tom Meyer, a dealer 
in San Francisco whose Grapestake 
Gallery has a strong commitment to 
developing young talent, advises the 
fledgling collector to seek out someone 
at a gallery who can answer questions 
and supply information: ‘Galleries rec- 
ognize that this could be your first step 
toward jumping into the art market.” 

Whether dealing in new art or art 
from earlier periods, galleries give us 
historical context in digestible doses, 
something that museums simply can- 
not afford to do. Spaces in even the 
largest galleries are small by museum

One of today’s most influential architects, who coined the phrase 
“Less is a bore,” talks about his new furniture designs, his own house 


and the current state of architecture 


The architectural firm of Venturi, 
Rauch and Scott Brown is known for 
designing buildings that are sometimes 
quirky, often echo regional architecture 
or use historical shapes and elements in 
new ways. The buildings are always 
difficult to pigeonhole because no two ever 
look alike. Robert Venturi is famous in 
the world of architecture for his 1966 
book, Complexity and Contradic- 
tion in Architecture, which was 
written at a time when Mies van der 
Rohe paradoxical “less is more’ was 
taken as gospel by most modern archi- 
tects. In it Mr. Venturi wrote, ““Archi- 
fects can no longer afford to be intimidat- 
ed by the puritanically moral language 
of orthodox modern architecture.’ Con- 
sidered heretical at the time, the book has 
become a major influence in the post-

modern movement. 


esigning furniture is an old and 
honored tradition for archi- 
tects—Robert Adam, Charles 
Rennie Mackintosh and Frank Lloyd 
Wright come immediately to mind— 
and the firm of Venturi, Rauch and 
Scott Brown will soon become part of 
it with designs for Knoll International. 
“It’s been a very slow process—five 
years now,” says Robert Venturi, “but 
we hope the furniture will be coming 
out in April. What the pieces look like 
is, of course, not for publication, but 
the line will include a sofa, tables and 
eight or nine chairs. We love furniture, 
and we love interiors, although we 
don’t get into designing them as much 
as we want to. When designing interi- 
ors we've been eclectic, as in the New 
England house that we designed with 
Dian Boone (House Beautiful, May 
1983). The furniture looks a little as if 
it were picked up at thrift shops. But, it 
was very carefully assembled to look 





room. “An architect’s house is a 
workshop,” says Mr. Venturi, 
explaining the stenciling project 
that took a team of junior de- 
signers from the firm five years 
to complete. ‘“We used our house 
as an experiment, a place to learn 
about ornament and pattern— 
things which are still relatively 
new to architects. I don’t mean 
that pattern ever disappeared al- 
together, because decorators nev- 
er stopped using it, but it disap- 
peared from modern architecture. 
Architects who were trained in 
the modern tradition don’t know 
about ornament. We have to 
learn all over again. Working on 
my own house was a way of 
learning.”

eclectic and easy and not designed.” 

Robert Venturi and Denise Scott 
Brown’s own house has been described 
as “ultra-eclectic,”” which is hardly sur- 
prising considering that in his book 
Mr. Venturi wrote: “I am for messy 
vitality over obvious unity. I am for 
richness of meaning rather than clarity 
of meaning.” The house itself, built in 
1910 for a newly arrived German cou- 
ple, combines German Art Nouveau 
(Jugendstil) with English Arts and Crafts 
Movement influences. The furniture is 
even more eclectic: Art Nouveau, Art 
Deco, 18th- and 19th-century Ameri- 
can antiques, some very good Stickley 
pieces and items from the Traymore 
Hotel in Atlantic City. There is also a 
collection of chairs. “I love chairs,” 
says Mr. Venturi. “We have more than 
70 of our own, although few of them 
would be considered valuable.” 

Even more eclectic are the elaborate 
stencil patterns in each downstairs 


Here’s how Mr. Venturi de- 
scribes the stenciling: ‘“The pat- 
terns generally refer to something his- 
torical, but of course are never explicit 
copies. In the dining room the stencil- 
ing below the picture molding contains 
a kind of English Arts and Crafts motif, 
reminiscent of Mackintosh. But the 
whiplash Art Nouveau pattern above is 
something Mackintosh would not have 
been caught dead using—it would have 
been too Continental for him. The soft 
pattern of flowers in the living room 
doesn’t have too much historical asso- 
ciation, and in the entrance hall the 
pattern is rather Art Deco and geomet- 
ric. The combination of stencils in the 
library is truly eclectic. Below the pic- 
ture molding Gustav Klimt flowers and 
trees are stenciled on top of an 18th- 
century Adam kind of ornament; above 
the molding is a pattern of stars.” 
Mr. Venturi continues, “All this pat- 
tern and ornament is an example of 
what I call the aesthetic of richness and

Rosette Arons, 
who works at home in her New York 
City apartment, shares this office (right) 
with her husband, designer Alvin 
Schechter, when he needs study space.

Lighting behind these sculp- 
tures (above), downlights in the window 
recesses, and indirect lighting in the 
coved ceiling are all on rheostats and

esigner Mario Buatta often refers 
to his rooms as ‘indoor gardens,”’ 
and few phrases better describe 
the sunny clarity of his colors 
and the freshness of his decorating sensibil- 
ity. In the sun room (right) of Diane Fertit- 
ta’s Houston house, for example, the walls 
are glazed so their luminous yellow positively 
glows; furniture is covered with splashes of 
botanical and patterned chintzes that appear 
throughout the room like beds of bright flow- 
ers.

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hen a new garden was planned for Wave Hill, 
a 28-acre public garden in the Bronx, N.Y., the director of 
horticulture decided not to create the usual botanical-garden 
display of impossible opulence. Instead, Marco Polo Stufano 
chose to create a do-able planting so that visitors could glean 
ideas for their own home gardens. The result is a spectacular 
60-by-90-foot garden (opposite) that was created from only 
$16.30 worth of seeds. This month, as seed catalogs arrive in 
the mail, you can share in Wave Hill's success and find 
inspiration for planning your own spring garden. 

Mr. Stufano found his inspiration during a visit to Nook 
Farm, a literary community and Mark Twain's Connecticut 
residence, where a charming little garden in the Victorian style 
blooms with a cheerful assortment of old-fashioned annuals. 
Those selected for Wave Hill aren't fussy at all and will grow 
just about anywhere. They produce masses of flowers bloom- 
ing continuously from late spring until well into fall. Only 
conscientious watering and a bit of grooming and weeding 
are needed. 


The plot is divided into eight rectangular beds delineated

by grass paths. The plants are arranged by color and orga- 
nized by height, but this only hints at the extent of this 
patchwork's rich color and texture. Masses of all-of-a-kind 
plants create firm footings for the beds. Varieties repeated in 
the outer points form solid cornerstones. Used this way, even 
the delicate trumpet-shaped blossoms of the fragrant nicotia- 
na mass to look like clusters of stars reflected on the crests of 
soft green waves. 

In addition to flowers, some plants are included for their 
foliar effects. Opal basil is an herb with metallic burgundy 
foliage, and dusty miller has silver leaves. The giant-leafed 
castor bean has a tropical appearance and soars to an 
incredible 8 feet in its single season. 

And many of these annuals self-sow to return the following 
year, making the initial investment even more attractive. By the 
second spring, new seedlings of the fragrant alyssum will be in 
bloom, and cleome and salvia in bud. If the second year in this 
garden is like the first, there will still be flowers in December 
when in some regions the first snowfall brings the garden's 


season to a close. >

The secret to success in a garden of annuals, especially one 
of Wave Hill's scope, is planning. Adapt the plan on page 
63 to your space or develop your own. Making a rough 


sketch will be helpful. You can arrange and rearrange plants 


On paper so you can order exactly what you'll need. 
Start by deciding on a color scheme. Wave Hill's scheme is 
a free-form melange of color that relies for its structure on 


repetition and contrast. Next, you should study the catalogs 
and note the annuals that flower in your chosen colors. Bear 
in mind that some fussy annuals have to be dead-headed 
constantly—that is, h their faded flowers plucked off—or 
they will advance to d-producing cycle and cease to 


bloom. However the resented here (opposite) will 


bloom continuously with just a bit of careful grooming. 

When you prepare your- order, remember that many seed 
packets contain a hundred seeds—more plants than you'll 
need. Rather than discard the surplus, ask a few friends to join 
in your purchase and create gardens of their own. 

Seeds can be sown in flats indoors to give them a jump on 
the season, but all the plants we list can be sown directly in 
any average garden soil (see Garden Guide for tips on 
planning your spring garden). \f you decide to start seeds 
indoors, follow instructions on seed packets for early sowing.

John and Sarina Mascheroni to spend weekends in on those 
rare occasions they have to themselves.

he house in my head, the one I'd always dreamed 


of having, isn’t anything like the one we ended up with,"’ says 


‘ Sarina Mascheroni. ‘‘I had thought an 18th-century saltbox 


would be wonderful to restore. Instead, we have this old- 
fashioned 19th-century farmhouse—and we love the changes 
we've made, changes that might not have been possible in a 
more formal style of house. For example, the 1830s charm of 
this building hasn't been altered. But the 1830s hodgepodge 
inside has been completely rethought to meet our 1980s 
needs: energy efficiency and my husband's and my passion 
for entertaining. (More about that on pages 83 to 87.) Now 
that the wing is finished, the warren of rooms in the rest of the 
house is charming instead of inconvenient.

I am sure this is a French chair, but the periods of 
French decorating styles are very confusing. How 
old is this type of chair? 
—S.I., Arlington, Tex. 
A. Your chair is called a lyre 
back chair. It is a style that 
was popular in France at the 
end of the 18th century and is 
part of what is called Louis 
XVI style. It may help you to 
remember the old furniture 
collector’s joke that “Louis 
the XV was curly, but Louis 
the XVI was straight.” This 
refers to the shape of the legs 
and the overall contour of the 
furniture that was popular 
during the reign of these two 
kings. The lyre back chair was 
probably inspired by the rediscovery of the decorative styles 
of Pompeii. Your chair was sometimes called a chaise a | anglaise 
(the English chair) in French catalogs because it resembled the 
pierced-back chairs that were originally popular in England. 
Your chair should:sell from $1,500 to $2,000. Later copies of 
his style of chair are worth about $500. 






























What can you tell me about my painted chair? 
—R.L.J., Corpus Christi, Tex. 
A. Your chair appears to be English in the Regency style. The 
Regency period in England lasted from about 1790 to 1840; 
during this time George 
was Regent and became 
King George IV. Regency 
designs included the 
work of Thomas Shera- 
ton and others. Chairs 
and tables were often 
moved from the side of 
the room where they 
were normally placed in 
appropriate seating 
groups for tea or meals or 
social events. Designers 
made the furniture light 
in weight and sturdy.

The value of a chair 
ke yours, in fairly good condition, is about $500. 


What can you tell me about this mahogany chair? 

—D.L., Dunwoody, Ga. 

A. Your chair has the spade feet that are often found on 
English furniture. Some American 
chairs also had this style of leg. 
What you have is a late-18th-cen- 
tury Hepplewhite shield back 
chair. Some chairs of this type were 
made with decorative brass tacks 
holding the fabric to the frame; 
others had the front seat rail show- 
ing. The shield back chair is still 
being made in England and Ameri- 
ca. The best way to date such a 
chair is from the inside construc- 
tion features that often cannot be 
seen unless the upholstery is re- 
moved. A chair of this type, made 
before 1810, is worth about $2,500. 





We found this in our basement. Is it safe to use it 
out of doors or will it be destroyed in our snowy 
winter climate? 
—M.L., Lansing, Mich. 
A. Cast iron furniture was made for use in the garden. Your 
chair resembles a pattern by J.L. Mott made by the North 
American Iron Works of New York in the 1880s. Look for 
traces of paint layers on the chair. Most 19th-century pieces 
were painted in dark colors while the more recent pieces are 
painted white. Chairs can be used outdoors but should be 
covered with paint to avoid rust. Protect it with a cover if it 
must remain in the snow. It would be better to keep it inside 
until spring. Yours would sell for about $500.

Italians love sparkling wines of all 
types and drink them on all manner of 
occasions—certainly more frequently 
and more casually than most Ameri- 
cans. We tend to think of the best 
sparkling wines as dry, to be enjoyed 
as an aperitif, and primarily for special 
celebrations. But dryness isn’t every- 
thing. Italy produces one of the world’s 
most delightful fruity-sweet sparkling 
wines from the fragrant muscat 
grape—Asti Spumante. It’s unmatched 
as a festive dessert wine and for casual 
afternoon or evening sipping with 
_friends and family. 

Asti Spumantes have a delicate, 
fruity aroma and a light, fresh flavor 
with an appealing sweetness. They are 
also low in alcohol. Best of all, they’re 
modest in price. Serve them, as the Ital- 
ians do, with fruit—particularly ber- 
ries—and with pastries and cookies. 

Recently I tried a number of exam- 

ples and particularly recommend five: 
Gancia, Fontanafredda, Martini & Ros- 
si (all about $8), Bonardi ($6) and Cella 
(also about $6).

Two buying hints: @ Look for bottles 
labeled Asti Spumante, as spumante alone 
is a general term for both dry and 
sweet sparkling wine. @ Asti Spumante 
is not appealing when it is too old or 
has been badly stored, so buy from a 
retailer with a good turnover. 


GOOD VALUES: 
THE WINES 
OF OLARRA 


Spain’s best known red wine region, 
Rioja, is home to a number of fine 
producers. Wineries—called bodegas 
there—are famous for their dry, stylish 
reds aged in oak barrels. This gives the 
best reds an attractive, cedary, almost 
vanilla-like nuance. 

Recently I’ve been particularly im- 
pressed with the excellent, reasonably 
priced wines from Bodegas Olarra, a 
relatively new, decade-old enterprise. 
The whites are fresher in style than 
most examples from Rioja and well 
worth their price. Look for the ’78 and 
‘79 Olarra Banco Secco and the lighter, 
fruitier 1981 Reciente (all are about $4). 

Among the reds I’ve enjoyed the 
light but flavorful ’76 Tinto (about $4), 
the mature, scented 1970 Tinto ‘Gran 
Reserva” and the even richer, deeper, 
more complex 1970 Cerro Anon ‘Gran 
Reserva” (both about $9). 

Serve with rich, Spanish dishes such 
as braised quail or rabbit and with 
Spanish cheeses such as Manchego.

This past fall and winter, wine shop 
advertisements and catalogs have been 
promoting ’82 Bordeaux wine futures. 
What they’re offering customers is the

chance to buy red Bordeaux wines 
from that vintage a year or more before 
they are shipped to this country. In 
fact, these wines haven’t even been 
bottled yet. “Hurry,” the ads urge, “to 
reserve your share of the best vintage 
since 1961 at very low prices.” The im- 
plication is that when the wines arrive 
in 1985 they will cost much more, and 
you will save by buying now. 

It’s true that the 1982 vintage seems 
to be a magnificent year for Bordeaux. 
Many are convinced that ’82 is superla- 
tive and will be legendary. But before 
you rush out to snap up case lots of 
your favorite Bordeaux chateau, consid- 
er some facts: Contrary to what the ads 
imply, you may end up saving little, if 
any money, by buying ahead. A case in 
point: Because of a favorable dollar to 
franc ratio, some 1981 Bordeaux cost 
no more now than when first offered 
as futures two years ago. Since buyers 
paid in advance and their money was 
tied up without interest for two years, 
they actually lost money. Another rea- 
son wine lovers are urged to buy fu- 
tures is to get their share of scarce 
wines from certain chateaux. But that 
makes sense only for passionate collec- 
tors who insist on certain labels. 

I believe the average wine lover is 
better off buying wines from earlier

[_] At this point, take remaining flour 
and sift it to remove any small bits of 
dough until it becomes stiff by gradu- 
ally incorporating remaining flour. Due 
to varying size of eggs and moisture 
content of flour there will be some left 
over. Practice will eventually develop 
your feel for the proper consistency of 
dough. 

[_] The dough is now ready for rolling 





through the pasta machine. Set ma- 
chine on largest opening, flatten dough 
and roll through. Fold in thirds and 
press down with fingertips. Note that 
dough may tear. If this occurs flour 
both sides and roll through again. Con- 
tinue process, adding flour as needed, 
at least 5 to 8 times at largest setting 
until dough is smooth and elastic.

any people think of the 

greening lawn and the 

robin’s song as the first 

signs of spring, but to me 

the earliest sign of spring 
comes now, in January, with the arrival 
of the garden catalogs. I can plan my 
1984 garden while nature sleeps be- 
neath a blanket of snow. The catalogs 
are dream books that make armchair 
gardening one of winter’s most delight- 
ful pastimes. 


Getting a jump on spring 

Spring officially begins in the North- 
ern Hemisphere on March 21 with the 
vernal equinox. But gardeners think of 
spring as a growing season. It begins at 


_ different times*depending on the local 


climate. In northern Florida and on the 
coast of Oregon, spring starts in mid- 
January and lasts until April. In north- 
central Maine spring begins in April. I 
think of spring as a relative term. I 
rarely fix a specific date, such as April 
1; instead, I say early spring. After all, 
an Australian might think of early 
spring as the last week in September. 

I think of spring as beginning with 
the first of the daffodil flowers and 
ending with the last of the peonies. 
The spring growing season starts as 


' soon as the ground has thawed and can 


_ be worked. This is the time for sowing 


seeds of cold-tolerant vegetables such 
as peas, and planting your dormant 


stock of perennials, trees and shrubs. 


Old-timers had a way of judging 
when the danger of frost had past. 





They believed apple blos- 
soms were the sign that the 
weather had settled. Vege- 
table and flower seeds or 
started plants can be safely 
planted about two weeks af- 
ter this date. 

After you’ve made your order 
and received your seeds, you'll be 
ready for the first major activity of the 
growing season: starting seeds indoors. 
All plants get a head start on the season 
from an early sowing, but some long- 
season ones, like tomatoes and gerani- 
ums, have to be started indoors. (See 
chart on page 112 for starting times.) The 
annuals in the garden on pages 62 to 65 
benefited from an early start. 

Place the young seedlings in the gar- 
den at the appropriate time, but for a 
week prior to this date, they will have 
to be hardened off—a process that ac- 
climatizes them to wind, sun and cool 
nights. Place the seedlings outdoors in 
a protected spot for one hour the first 
day, two the next, then four, six, eight, 
ten hours until the end of the week 
when they can be left out overnight 
and finally planted in the ground. If 
plants aren’t hardened off, they may 
die or at least suffer serious setbacks. 


Step-by-step seed sowing indoors 

@ Seeds can be sown in quantity in 
flats, in large shallow pots called pans, 
or in recycled containers, such as butter 
tubs. They can also be sown one or two 
to a peat pot filled with a medium, in 
compressed peat pellets or in soil 
blocks (see note, page 112). Make sure 
flats and pots are clean. Make drainage 
holes in recycled containers with a nail. 
@ For mass planting use a sterile seed- 
starting medium such as milled sphag- 
num moss or commercial sowing mix. 
Damping off, a fungus disease, makes 
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seedlings 
wilt. Good air 
circulation and a

Extra seeds can be stored .? 
in packets, taped shut and 
placed in closed jars in the refrigerator. 
@ Sow seeds at about 1-inch intervals 
and use twice as many seeds as you 
need plants. To determine the number, 
consider the space you have for each 
plant—plants will be spaced in the gar- 
den at a distance that equals their ap- 
proximate height at maturity. 

@ Sow seeds to a depth that equals 
their thickness—a Y,-inch-thick seed 
should be buried a '/, inch below the 
surface. Tiny seeds can be sown on the 
surface with just a sprinkling of medi- 
um above them. To make distribution 
of extremely small seeds easier, mix 
50/50 with sand and then sow. 

@ The medium must be kept moist. If 
it dries after the seeds have sprouted 
the plants will die. Water from below 
by setting containers in trays of water 
for an hour; don’t dislodge seeds. 

@ Seeds germinate best at termpera- 
tures between 75° and 80°. A soil-heat- 
ing cable, available from seed suppliers, 
is best. For a free heat source, place the 
flats

ambiguity. I think there are two main 
directions that art or aesthetics can 
take—this is an oversimplification but 
not too much of one: One aesthetic 
promotes the ideal of purity, clarity 
and unity; the other has as its ideal 
richness and ambiguity. Modern archi- 
tecture, with its white walls, lack of 
clutter and simple austerity belonged 
to the first as did rococo interiors in the 
18th century. Although highly ornate, 
they were unified by the rocaille motif, 
which brought together all of these ele- 
ments—andirons, sconces, furniture 
and fabric. A hundred years later, on 
the other hand, an eclectic Victorian 
interior combined many kinds of pat- 
terns and great clutter: Its power came 
not from unity but from rich combina- 
tions of diverse elements. 

“ think we are entering a time when 
this richness of effect in art means 
more to us than that of the pure and 
unified art of the recent past. I think 
this is a period when people are inter- 
ested in what I once called ‘messy vi- 
tality.’ A love of plurality and diversity 
is everything—not just in art and ar- 
chitecture. Of course there must be a 
balance between unity and diversity, 
but there will always be a tilt toward 
one side or the other. Right now I think 
the tilt is toward diversity. 

“As an architectural firm we don’t 
have a universal approach. We feel 
strongly that there isn’t just one way to 
do things: Sometimes our clients want 
us to tell them what they want, but we 
think it is much better if clients and 
architects work together, and then 
we—as experts—give them what they 
want and do it well. All our buildings 
look different because we don’t have 
one universal way of working. 

“Ours is an approach that says let’s 
not try to clean up everything and find 
the universal. Let’s try to include ev- 
erything, and look at all the diversity 
of life and experience. We’re saying 
‘Yes, we like Beethoven and the Beatles. 
We like the Parthenon, but we also en- 
joy a plain country town that has false- 
front buildings and gas stations—it too 
has a quality and beauty of its

and good humor with an almost father- 
ly concern for his guests. Margaret, 
whose job is to keep their home ship- 
shape for themselves and their guests, 
is the steady center of the family. Their 
19-year-old daughter, Susan, speaks 
four languages, is a proficient sailor, 
crew member and hostess who plans to 
leave the boat soon. When she comes 
back to visit she is likely to find her 
home moored in any one of a dozen 
places from the coast of Turkey and 
the Greek islands to St. Martin and the 
Virgin Islands in the Caribbean. 

The real difference and the most at- 
tractive one between home on the sea 
and on the land is that life and charted 
courses can be changed on a whim or a 
moment’s notice. One can dive for 
conch or fish for that night’s supper, 
add new ports of call or arrange to 
rendezvous with friends without much 
prior planning. That’s the charm and 
magic of a floating home. 

As for our vacation cruise and the 
pleasure of a brief time ‘“at home” with 
John and Margaret, it began for the 
early risers (of which I was one) with 
fresh coffee on deck at sunrise and a 


swim off the boat in crystal-clear wa- 
ters, followed by a full English break- 
fast or an American one if preferred. 
Our days were filled with short and 
long sails depending on our course and 
agreement among the guests. Our sail 
began at the start of the famed Antigua 
race week when hundreds of avid sail- 
ors gather to race in a variety of classes. 
We relished the spectacle and all the 
excitement of that first day’s activity. 

But our wish for a lonely sail and a 
quiet anchorage led us to leave the next 
morning and follow a course which 
each day took us farther north. Every 
anchorage provided us with a totally 
different setting—as varied as a desert- 
ed beach off the small island of Barbu- 
da to the charm of the little French port 
town of Gustavia on Saint Bart’s, to the 
full-blown romance of a full-moon 
beach barbecue. Some of the pleasant 
pursuits of island hopping included ex- 
ploring an uninhabited island or check- 
ing out the local color. I remember one 
particular afternoon we’d gone walking 
through the island markets and shops 
looking for a particular kind of fish for 
dinner when we came upon a woman 
filleting just the ones we wanted. She 
was more than happy to sell them to us 
on the spot. That kind of spontaneity 
was the best fun of all. 

The late afternoon anchorage always 
included a choice of snorkeling, wind 
surfing or waterskiing—Sea Star had 
all the necessary equipment aboard as 
well as a willing crew. The weather and 
views were so extraordinary we always 
requested cocktails to be served on 
deck where a concession to dressing for 
dinner meant slacks instead of shorts 
and where each evening brought an- 
other glorious sunset. 

Dinners were prepared by an inno- 
vative Scottish chef and were by no 
means ordinary fare. Four courses that 
were never duplicated our whole time 
on aboard included canard a | orange, 
roast beef with Yorkshire pudding, 
fresh king mackerel, fresh vegetables 
and mouth-watering desserts like 
strawberry mousse. Everything was ac- 
companied by an excellent variety of 
French wines, and for those who were 
so inclined, brandy or port with fine 
cheeses.

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standards, and as a result they often 
give sharp focus to a theme or artist or 
period. Curt Marcus, director of the 
Borgenicht Gallery in New York, 
which exhibits both modern and con- 
temporary talent, perceives that within 
their limited spaces galleries are be- 
coming more like museums. Galleries 
now recognize a curatorial responsibil- 
ity to the public and will borrow works 
from collectors and institutions when 
mounting a show that requires an in- 
terpretive or historical framework. 
They also produce catalogs for their 
shows and provide the kind of quality 
installation and lighting usually associ- 
ated with museums. An idea espoused 
by Mr. Marcus and seconded by other 
dealers is that this sophisticated ap- 
proach to exhibition is justified by the 
fact that “galleries are as much public 
institutions as museums.” 

The art historian in me somewhat 
guiltily admits to having only limited 
tolerance for museums. The museum 
idea is immensely appealing and | 
would be bereft at the thought that I 
couldn’t, if I wished, be surrounded by 
treasures from my favorite period of 
art. But I like to put my nose close to 
the surface of a painting. I like brief 
but intimate encounters with an object. 
Galleries offer this kind of experience. 

To most of us, galleries are the ulti- 
mate Ivy League college. While it’s true 
there is a limited number of earnest 
collectors, that number is limited only 
by our inhibitions about the fine arts. 
This is of great concern to dealers who 
are very much aware that many of us 
are intimidated by art. Yet we don’t 
refuse to take a course about some- 
thing that interests us. Look at it this 
way: Galleries are open classrooms for 
which there is no tuition, no home- 
work and no examination. The course 
continues ad infinitum. You study only 
what interests you and at your own 
pace. For this you enter a world of 
stimulating ideas, of visual experience 
and, yes, even social excitement. Can 
you think of a better deal?

flooring, entries or large upholstered 
pieces. For smaller areas and easily 
changed objects, take a risk with more 
capricious color. One word of caution: 
Light can both bleach and intensify 
color depending on the time of day. 
Study your wall and fabric samples un- 
der both natural and artificial light. I 
was faced with this challenge recently 
when designing a room with great ex- 
panses of windows for a showcase 
house in Naples. Because the sun is 
fiendish, I used blue—the coolest color 
there is—and white-painted furniture. 
In working out similar design chal- 
lenges with clients, I take my cue from 
both the environment and the person- 
ality. While color is a design tool, it is 
after all a very personal choice on your 
part. If you’re looking for a tried-and- 
true method of dealing with color, I 
recommend gradations of one appeal- 
ing shade. Study paint chips to deter- 
mine what you favor, so that, as Rus- 
kin said, your color will be a “source of 
delight.” Even if it’s not blue. @

ow do we spot a House Beautiful room? The same way you'd choose a 


friend—on the basis of personality, warmth, charm and wit.”’ 





The question I’m most frequently 
asked as | travel around the country is 
“How do you choose the rooms that go 


into House Beautiful?” 

To put it simply, we select them the 
way you probably choose friends—on 
the basis of personality, warmth, 
charm, wit and individual character. 
Some rooms, like people, project an 
imaginative attitude about life; they ra- 
diate ideas and inspiration ... they are 
interesting. These are the rooms we’re 
looking for. There are no formulas, no 
fly-by-night chic. You will, of course, 
find rooms by the best designers and 
architects in House Beautiful, but not 
because we're impressed by “labels” or 
“who’s who.” What counts, quite sim- 
ply, is whether the rooms project a cre- 
ative personality and offer tangible 
ideas that are just right for the way you 
want to live. 

We know that decorating can be an 
overwhelming task and that you come 
to us for help. So we search for rooms 
that invite you to “try on” their deco- 
rating ideas—we want you to really be 
able to imagine what a diagonal sofa 





arrangement would be like, to see how 
a kitchen with an island counter really 
saves steps, to visualize what a wash of 
aqua would do for your bedroom. Our 
aim is for you to find House Beautiful 
as valuable as a monthly tour of the 
kind of rooms you love. 

In addition to usable ideas, we want 
to communicate the very special feel- 
ings the owners have for their houses. 
These creative people have been able to 
take essential furnishings—sofas, 
chairs, lamps—and turn them into per- 
sonal, comfortable and beautiful ex- 
pressions. Sometimes they’ve recruited 
the help of a professional eye, but al- 
ways they’ve spent a lot of time edu- 
cating themselves and analyzing what 
colors, prints and styles make them 
happy—translating their inner spirit 
into decorating. 

To help you get a better glimpse of 
the owner’s point of view, we try to 
shoot our pictures at eye level, so you'll 
feel as if you're sitting right in the 
room. We feel it’s important for you to 
be able to get up close and see how the 
welting is done on sofas, the ruching 
on pillows, the dressmaker details on 
curtains. The purpose, after all, is to 
take a picture that gives you a good look 
at the ideas it offers. 

One fine photographer we work 
with has a special system for helping 
readers feel like a part of the photo- 
graph. Before he so much as unzips a 
camera case, he finds out where the 
owner likes to sit. Then he spends a 
few minutes there, taking in the de- 
tails. By knowing what is most cher- 
ished, he feels he can best capture the 
room’s personality on film. 

Sometimes letting that personality 
shine through means making a few 
changes for photography’s sake. For in- 
stance, in one house, we removed two 


big lamps in the living room, not be- 
cause we didn’t like them, but because 
they blocked a view into the dining 
room. Several readers wrote, pointing 
out that the owners would never be 
able to see after dark. We hope you 
realize that sometimes we make trade- 
offs—sacrificing literalism for a more 
essential goal. For example, some 
rooms that are tiny, cozy and invitingly 
cluttered in person are just too busy to 
tell a story in a photograph. They need 
to be pared down. By the same token, 
some rooms that are serenely spacious 
can seem cavernous and bleak in a pic- 
ture. Those we warm up with flowers, 
plants and personal accessories. That’s 
where our decorating editors’ art comes 
in—it’s their job to work with the pho- 
tographer and translate a room into a 
photograph that’s vibrant and alive. 

A reader recently wrote that ‘a great 
magazine doesn’t just happen. There 
has to be caring, concerned people do- 
ing their best.” She added that “your 
House Beautiful ‘family’ seems to be 
doing just that!’’ I was struck by the 
letter because we do feel like a family, 
a family passionate about “home” and 
everything in it. When we choose a 
room for the magazine and work to 
photograph it perfectly, it’s because we 
love it and want to share its joy and 
spirit. If a room has given us a new idea 
or a fresh point of view we want to 
spread its inspiration. When we hear

Gorgeous light and intense natural col- 
or—these are the elements around which 
the famed California Style has evolved. 
But what if you don t live there? Learn 
from these seven designers working in 
California that the same materials avail- 
able throughout the country—sun, sea, 
sky, fresh air and space—can be put to 
use with energy, wit and strong personal 
decorating statements.

alifornia Style—that open, 

airy and refreshing look— 

began in the early ‘50s, 
partly in reaction to Michael 
Taylor’s taking a new look at the 
bland beiges and sea-greens of 
that era. He stripped rooms of 
their carpeting and upholstery, 
bleached the floors and painted 
walls and ceilings white. It was 
his reaction to the natural beauty 
outdoors and to the generally larger 
dimensions of rooms in California that 
led to the way these rooms look to- 
day—uncluttered. In order that space 
appears comfortably complete, he de- 
signed fewer but more versatile pieces 
on a large scale. That way rooms ap- 
pear open. He took wicker, pulled it 
out of its seaside cottage mode and 
made it an important, integral part of a 
sophisticated interior by plumping it 
with fresh blue and white ticking 
stripes or nubby, white Haitian cotton. 
Also, in some ways more far-reaching 
in effect, Mr. Taylor focused on design 
elements almost anyone could afford: 
bamboo blinds, wicker furniture, cot- 
ton and muslin. 

It is very hard to find the right words 
to describe the California Style. For 
Waldo Fernandez, the California Style 
lies in its use of materials—he’s famous 
for his designs with wood and stone. 
Karin Blake has created a ‘‘California 


country” look, selecting 19th-century

furnishings from Ireland, England, 
Canada and early America. She sus- 
pects her inspiration is flavored by her 
Quaker rearing in Bucks County. So 
her large pine harvest stable and un- 
matched Windsor chairs in her dining 
room appear as clean-lined and spare 
as a chrome and glass interior of the 
‘60s. 

Perhaps it’s a good idea to point out 
some of the contrasts between urban 
living in the East and its West Coast 
equivalent as these decorators see it. 

“You know, of course, that we’re de- 
signing for clients in all parts of the 
country,’ says Stephen Chase. ‘People 
in the East are often housebound be- 
cause of bad weather. Thus, interior 
space takes on extreme importance. A 
New Yorker in a high-rise apartment 
might spend $25,000 having his bath- 
room designed right down to the de- 
tails of the molding and the bolts for 
the fixtures. Here, however, I might 
feel a bathroom was ‘done’ with 12 


rolls of wallcovering because the 
bath has a view of a pretty gar- 
den. That garden turns out to be 
a fairly important cultural 
difference!” 

Architecture is a particularly 
dynamic element of the Califor- 
nia idiom. Stephen Chase’s new 
home in Palm Springs, built 
against a mountain overlooking 
the desert floor, is an extreme 
example of moving the outdoor 
environment inside. Using “as 
much glass as the law would al- 
low,” Mr. Chase worked a cruci-

purples of the mountains behind 
it. Mr. Chase can stand at the 
back of the house and look down 
its length (a distance of some 300 
feet) across the pool and through the 
guesthouse at the other end to the de- 
sert floor below. Michael Taylor and 
Waldo Fernandez share the idea that 
good architecture both provokes and 
supplies the interior designer with 
form and line. In fact, Michael Taylor 
was the first to create a light-colored 
synthetic stone (similar to travertine) 
that could be formed into sculptural 
shapes as furniture, complete with 
cushions and pillows, in an attempt to 
bond with architecture. 

Mr. Chase believes many of his cli- 
ents will reveal their sense of fantasy in 
the design of a second home at the 
beach or in the desert. That’s where 
they'll risk unconventional color 
schemes or unusual furniture styles be- 
cause it’s here they’re more able to re- 
lax in an environment away from work. 

Ron Wilson, who has decorated all 
11 of singer-actress Cher’s houses in- 
cluding her newest “Cleopatra” digs,

suggests that it is, in fact, the designer 
who projects his or her fantasy to each 
client. So far, with each of his clients, 
once he begins an installation, he bars 
his clients from appearing until it’s 
completed. Then, on the appointed 
evening, Mr. Wilson fills the house 
with flowers, lights the candles and his 
clients enter their fantasy for the first 
time. “It certainly does give them a 
wonderful moment surrounded by an 
entirely new dimension,” he says. 

When, for example, one of Michael 
Taylor’s clients moves from a large 
house into a smallish condominium, he 
finds that they force themselves to 
choose very carefully from their acqui- 
sitions those things that have the most 
value to them. 

But even when people still want to 
live with their period furnishings they 
want the ambience to be Californian. 
John Cottrell was recently asked to re- 
design the interior of a contemporary 
home in order to accommodate its Eu- 
ropean owner's magnificent collection 
of antique furniture, which apparently 
didn’t work within an airy interior. Mr. 
Cottrell solved the problem by cover- 
ing some of the antique pieces in white 
muslin, others in a bright lipstick-red, 
striped moiré taffeta. As to his “viola- 
tion” of the more correct brocades and 
silks, Cottrell simply replies, ““We’re 
not living then.” 

Most clients are so willing to try new 
things that design becomes one contin- 
uous adventure, says Bobi Leonard. 
And Karin Blake adds, “So many peo- 
ple I see now are more definite about 
what they want than they were even 
four or five years ago.” Artful retailers 
here also help make a variety of design 
styles affordable to customers who 
decorate without professionals. 

First space, then the weather—that 
ubiquitous sun.

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WEAVING PAST WITH PRESENT 


It's once again the heyday for a 
certain leisure chair born in 1917 
and awarded fashionable status 
in seaside resorts from England to 
France. The graceful Lloyd Loom 
chair is fast regaining its stylish 
posture, according to purveyors 
of both the original and newer 
renditions.

love gardening, and I love seeing 
magnificent flower and fruit 
prints exhibited at places like the 
Morgan Library,” says Oriel Kriz, 
a spirited collector in Palisades, 
N.Y., “but it never occurred to me that 
regular people could acquire such 
things. I thought they were only avail- 
able to museums.” 

Joan Theobald, a collector living near 
San Francisco, discovered the power of 
botanical prints at a Stanford Universi- 
ty rummage sale. “I came across an im- 
age of a water lily and another of a 
yellow gentian. I had no idea who did 
them. They cost just $20 each.” 

Leila Lyons gave up her career teach- 
ing educational psychology at Stanford 
so she could pursue botanical prints 
full-time. “My husband, Charles, and I 
collected these prints for years,” she 
says, “and we were startled to hear that 
friends were paying more for reproduc- 
tions than for the originals. We began 
steering them to originals, and it blos- 
somed into a service.” 

Botanical prints appeal to collectors 
not just because of their exquisite 
beauty, but also because they reflect 
the ceaseless quest to learn more about 
the world around us. It began with the 
Renaissance when artists such as Leo- 
nardo da Vinci and Albrecht Durer cre- 
ated evocative images of plants from 
direct observation. 

The earliest botanical prints you'll 
find today are 16th-century woodcuts 
of medicinal herbs. These woodcuts 
have opaque primary colors—reds, yel- 
lows and greens. While many herbal 
prints are small, some German exam- 
ples range up to 11 by 14 inches. They 
can be had for $500 to $1,000. 

In the 17th century people became 
fascinated with the beauty of plants, 
and a new type of book appeared.

THE SINGULAR JOYS

Originally published in a book, these 19th- 
century English prints have been elegantly 
mounted and handsomely framed. 





Called a florilegium—flower book—it 
consisted almost entirely of illustra- 
tions. Joan Theobald favors prints by 
Nicolas Robert, a Frenchman whose 
images reflect great delicacy. They are 
available for several hundred dollars 
apiece. Ms. Lyons has filled her walls 
with images by a German artist, Johann 
Weinmann (late 17th-early 18th centu- 
ries), whose work conveys delicate, oc- 
casionally whimsical qualities. Wein- 


mann prints measure about 12 by 15 
inches, and sell for $100 to $300. 

By the 18th century interest in me- 
dicinal herbs had flagged. Instead peo- 
ple became more interested in plants 
they had never seen before. 

“Perhaps my greatest find,” Ms. Ly- 
ons recalls, “was a complete Plantae Se- 
lectae, the masterpiece by George Dio- 
nysius Ehret, which turned up in the 
estate of a friend’s mother. It was quite 


, 


a surprise.” A self-taught German 
painter during the mid-18th century, 
Ehret displayed remarkable artistry. He 
created some of the most magnificent 
guavas, bananas, pawpaws and pineap- 
ples you'll ever see. The images are 
more realistic than those that came be- 
fore. Plantae Selectae was fashioned for 
the carriage trade, with titles printed in 
gold leaf. Each is about 114%, by 17 
inches and sells for $325 to $850; larger 
images with greater impact command 
higher prices. Sooner or later, almost 
everybody who enjoys botanical prints 
craves an example by Pierre-Joseph 
Redouté (late 18th-early 19th centu- 
ries), flower artist to the French monar- 
chy. He is most famous for his dainty, 
brilliantly colored roses and lilies. Re- 
doute’s images measure about 8//, by 
11 inches and sell for $400 to $800. 
Bigger ones—about 10 by 14 inches— 
are rare. They may run to $2,000. 

Oriel Kriz’s greatest find? Eighteen 
melodramatic prints by the Englishman 
Robert John Thornton. In his Jemple of 
Flora, he published 32 large 18-by-23- 
inch plates depicting flamboyant flow- 
ers against landscape backgrounds such 
as craggy mountains, lush jungles, 
stormy skies or ancient Roman archi 
tecture. Thornton’s prints sell for 
$1,500 to $4,000.

His 
images are bold, sometimes accented 
with sinuous leaves and flowers. He 
did perhaps the first color printing— 
mezzotints—of botanical subjects. 
They’re about 18 by 23 inches. Prices 
are $700 to $2,000. 

Knowledge continued to advance 
during the 19th century, but few at- 
tractive botanical prints were pub- 
lished. An intriguing exception are the 
more than 9,600 images printed semi- 
annually in Botanical Magazine, pub- 
lished in London beginning in 1887. 
Ms. Lyons considers the best work to 
be the early-19th-century engravings 
by Curtis and Flowerby. Incredibly, Bo- 
tanical Magazine images were meticu- 
lously drawn and hand-colored until 
1948. Fine 19th-century examples sell 
for $20 to $50; later ones are less. 

While most collectors favor classic 
flower and fruit prints, some contem- 
porary artists are creating splendid im- 
ages. For instance, Joan Theobald en- 
joys work by the late Henry Mockel, 
an artist who lived in a California de-

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Quilts and rural wisdom, collected by a new resident 


In the 1970s, quilts from the Pennsylvania 
Amish were collected avidly, but those from the 
Indiana Amish were still owned mainly by the 
original families, a situation that afforded an- 
tigues dealer David Pottinger the rare opportu- 
nity to compile a quilt collection documenting an 
untapped region. Just donated to the Museum of 
American Folk Art, NYC, his collection is 
also depicted in his book, Quilts from the 
Indiana Amish /E.P. Dutton). In 1977 Mr. 
Pottinger was invited to move to the Amish 
community where he now runs the Honeyville 
General Store and continues to collect quilts. 


Q: You ve said you bought some quilts for their 
story. Can you give an example? 

A: 1 found one of my favorite quilts out 
in Millie Raber’s garden where she was 
using it to protect the celery from frost. 
It had wonderful irregular fading and a 
hole chewed by a mouse. Millie, who 
tailors men’s suits, had made the quilt 
20 years ago from scraps of silk lining, 
which explained the unusual faded 
copper and silver colors. Would she sell 
the quilt? Certainly, but how much was 
the question, Here was something that 
she had thought so little of that she 
had put it in the garden almost like a 
rag. We talked a little and arrived at a 
price we both thought was fair. 

Q: Js your collection really a portrait of the 
community you live in? 

A: Yes. I’m different from many buy- 
ers. I'll purchase quilts in poor condi- 
tion if they’re unique, like Millie 
Raber’s, or if they’re a prototype of a 
quilt made by the next generation 
(very often mothers and daughters 
used the same templates and patterns). 
I just bought a somewhat shredded 
quilt that had been used on the bed 
springs, something the Amish do to 
prevent a mattress from rubbing on the 
coils and creating dust. The quilt was 
important to me because it was the 
prototype of the only quilt in my col-

lection with appliqued details. 

Q: Why would a beautiful old quilt end up 
under a mattress? 

A: The Amish, almost without excep- 
tion, don’t like old, dark quilts. Today, 
they only use pastels. Even women in 
their 60s to 80s who were a part of the 
old quilting tradition consider the 
quilts inferior—they aren’t warm, 
they’re too small for today’s beds and, 
moreover, are ugly. That’s the word the 
Amish will use. They'll say, ‘““You want 
to buy that old, ugly, dark quilt?” 

Q: What accounts for the change in colors? 

A: A shift in clothing fabrics, for one. 
In the store we sell a lot of polyesters 
and double knits. To understand why 
the Amish have switched from cottons 
even in quilts, all you have to do is to 
spend one day with an Amish woman. 
If she can live within the rules and 
reduce her work load by the smallest 
bit, she’s going to do it. If she can avoid 
ironing by using synthetic, soil-resis-

tant fabrics, she’s going to do it. The 
outside market also influences Amish 
quilting because so much work is done 
for sale. The women follow popular 
patterns and colors even in quilts for 
themselves. 
Q: Was it difficult to be invited by the Amish 
to see what was in their blanket chests? 
A: Yes. I was fortunate to be befriend- 
ed by a wonderful Amish couple, 
Amos and Bertha Bontrager. I had been 
visiting the Indiana Amish area be- 
cause of clients for my Michigan plas- 
tics business. Since I was also an an- 
tiques dealer, I tried door-knocking, 
with limited success. Then Bertha, who 
was sort of a broker for the Amish 
women making quilts for sale, began to 
leave word for the “man from Michi- 
gan” to contact her. What ensued was 
a deep friendship and an entrée into 
many Amish homes. 
Q: Did you buy many quilts at auction? 
A: Yes. The Amish have a very inter- 
esting way of dispersing personal prop- 
erty. They hold auctions, either for rel- 
atives only or for the public, too. In the 
latter case, the family will be intro- 
duced so everyone will know when a 
relative is bidding—and the Amish are 
very tough competitors, especially the 
younger generation. Since they have 
little money, they will go tooth and 
nail after a special item of Grandma’s. 
Q: Is quilting the only great art to come out of 
the Amish community? What about furniture? 
A: All the early furniture seems to have 
been disposed of long ago. Once in a 
while you find a red and green painted 
blanket chest, but most pieces are 
functional—cupboards and secretaries 
crafted in the ‘30s to ‘50s. The Amish 
are basically non-materialistic and are 
not interested in creating art. A wood- 
shop, for example, would not use ex- 
pensive walnuts or curly maples when

good oak is growing all around them. 
Q: What has it been like to move to a commu- 
nity with such a different lifestyle? 

A: There is much about the Amish that 
I like. I appreciate their rural life, hav- 
ing lived in the Detroit area. Here, 
there’s a serious awareness of nature— 
the right amount of rain is crucial. Each 
week has its work or leisure geared tc 
the seasons, like clockwork. It’s hard 
work making a living on 100 acres of 
ground with a horse as the only real 
form of power, but everyone has a job 
to do from youth to extreme old age. 
Q. What has helped the Amish accept you? 
A: Partly, I suppose it was the intro- 
duction by Amos and Bertha. After 
that, the store and my hot-air balloon. 
Q: Your balloon? 

A: I bought it three years ago in Cali- 
fornia. The Amish love it because it’s 
big. It’s something most of them have 
never seen before, and it’s an accept- 
able sport, if you will. They all want tc 
take a ride in it and many have. It’s 
been a wonderful contact with the 
community. 

Q: Your store has also been a welcome additior 
to Honeyville. 

A: Yes, before I bought the store, 
which had been closed for 13 years, the 
Amish had to ride six miles in a buggy 
for groceries and supplies. Even though 
I knew the store was needed I was 
apprehensive about opening it, trying 
to guess what the Amish would want 
and need. I had spent the summer find- 
ing old shelving and fixtures to restore 
it exactly as a turn-of-the-century 
store.

papier-macheé trays in the 
gay colors and shapes of 
tropical fish and shells plus 
other kitchen and house- 
hold discoveries. Around 
the corner at 340 Presidio is 
Bloomers Flowers, for fab- 
ulous flowers, baskets and 
vases at moderate prices. 
For good quality, pure cot- 
ton pillowcases, tablecloths, 
napkins or handkerchiefs, 
go to Regina Linens at 3542 
Sacramento. As you head 
toward Spruce Street, an- 
tiques shops and galleries 
predominate: Proctor Jones 
for kilim carpets, Ronald 
James for glass and china, 
Dillingham and Company 
Antiques, Bill Pearson 





The best shopping areas 
are quite separate from each other, re- 
flecting the city’s total ethnic jumble: 
the latin Mission District, Italian North 
Beach, Chinatown, Japan Town, the 
formerly hippie, now refrouve, Haight. 
As for satisfactions, I found the answer 
to my life on Clement Street, just to 
the north of Golden Gate Park, in a 
shop called The Lazy Susan. It was 
something more than an address book, 
being instead a “life organizer.” It cost 
$42 and, while I didn’t buy it on the 
spot, I did resolve to get it on my next 
trip. I won’t mind going back to Clem- 
ent Street. I’ll take a longer time to 
wander its route between First and 
Eighth Avenues, take a quick nip into 
Haig’s Delicacies for more phyllo, 
spices and nuts. The Fook Restaurant 
needs to be tried as well as The Toy 
Boat Dessert Cafe. 

At one end of Jackson Square in the 
huge shopping complex called The Em- 
barcadero is the antiques center of San 
Francisco. If you’ve found La Ville Du 
Soleil on Sutter, you'll want to see its 


branch store here. Both are havens for 
those who love French country an- 
tiques. I might add that Sutter is also 
home to this city’s famous cooks’ and 
chefs’ paradise, Williams-Sonoma, 
whose mail-order catalog remains one 
of life’s great treats. 

Because of its location San Francisco 
functions as a gateway for the flow of 
goods from the Orient and Indonesia. 
Stores here have traditionally featured 
good-quality merchandise from The 
Philippines, China, Japan and Korea. 
Gump’s is justly famous for its Orien- 
tal department. Recently, though, some 
store owners have broadened their own 
shopping routes to take them to Eu- 
rope, Africa and old-time America. 

One of those owners, Sue Fisher 
King at 3075 Sacramento (see HB, Septem- 
ber 1983) fills her shop with Tuscan 
terra-cotta planters, hand-painted Ital- 
ian pottery and linen pillow covers. 

As Sacramento Street is fairly flat it 
should be walked from Divisadero to 
Spruce. Forrest Jones has big baskets, 


Primitive Art, West of the 
Moon at 3464, Latitude 38°/Edo Japa- 
nese Antiques at 3470, Koryo Oriental 
Antiques at 3625. 

Should you have time to plan ahead, 
you can take advantage of several ‘‘ap- 
pointment-only” shops and perhaps an 
unusual tour: Barbara Tropp, author of 
The Modern Art of Chinese Cooking (Mor- 
row), gives cooks’ and people-watch- 
ers’ tours of Chinatown. She includes 
the equipment suppliers and dry goods 
stores with produce and fish markets 
plus dim sum at her favorite teahouse. 
(Barbara Tropp, 2142 Filbert St., San 
Francisco, CA 94123; phone: 415-922- 
4789; $35 inclusive). Shelley Handler, 
who teaches at Cordon Rouge Cooking 
School in San Raphael, gives China- 
town tours her perspective as a western 
cook. (Shelley Handler, 2942 Franklin, 
Suite 8, San Francisco, CA 94123; 
phone: [415] 474-5188.) 

Richard Gervais imported large bas- 
kets from Southeast Asia.

This 
is the place where decorators and cli- 
ents come for inspiration. So can any- 
one who calls or writes ahead: The 
Richard Gervais Collection, 1547 Cali- 
fornia St., San Francisco, CA 94109;

The 
reason for this, other than stopping for 
a gelato or an espresso, is to visit Sing- 
er & Foy Fine Wines at 1821 Powell, 
which carries Kermit Lynch’s line of 
imports. If you like French and Italian 
wines this shop is as tempting as a 
chocolate shop (more about that later). 

Japan Center on Post and Buchanan 
dominates the surrounding neighbor- 
hood. Its bookstore has beautiful art 
and garden books. And the shop carries 
old kimonos, which make perfect eve- 
ning clothes in California now. There 
are tatami mats, inexpensive Japanese 
dishes, 
tansu. Across the street from the Cul- 
tural Center is Soko Hardware, which 
stocks individual-sized cast iron pots

A walk across Polk from Sutter to 
Filbert is important because Freed, 
Teller & Freed is at 1326.

and lobsters in season. A jog up Cali- 
fornia Street to 1549 and Michael An- 
thony Associates could yield some 
good ideas. This very pretty shop is 
chockablock with pillows, umbrellas, 
lamps, baskets, chairs and comfortable 
white (the California color!) sofas. 

Close to the intersection of Polk and 
Pacific streets is the Oakville Grocery 
Co. at 1555 Pacific. ‘“Grocery” is an 
understatement. It’s a three-star store 
with a good selection of California 
wines, courtesy of the franchise of 
Crane and Kelley Fine Wine and 
Cheese. 

Walk along Fillmore Street, because 
there are two restaurants any visitor to 
San Francisco must try: Vivandi’s at 
2125 (the lemon tart!) and Balboa Cafe 
at 3199 (wait till you hear the specials). 
The Museum Shop at 3119 Fillmore 
has Columbian pottery, rugs, antique 
bead necklaces, ivory and tortoiseshell 
shoehorns, mirrors, brushes and combs, 
and enchanting wood carvings by Rob- 
ert Strobridge, a Wisconsin woodcut- 
ter. If you make it all the way to Lom- 
bard on Fillmore, cross and find 
Cocolat at 3324 Steiner Street. You can 
give a gift certificate of one truffle per 
week to some lucky San Franciscan 
who may have showed you around 
town one day. 

A good Sunday shopping tour begins 
at Tower Records at 2525 Jones Street. 
This is a monstrous store with every 
kind of music on records and tapes and 
at great prices. Walk past Cost Plus 
toward the water to find Fisherman’s 
Wharf. Walk up along Jefferson to The 
Cannery, a red brick complex of shops 
and look in at Pinestreet Papery, 
Made in U.S.A., Made in China and 
Bazaar Candia, which has lots of min- 
iature doll furniture. Continue on up to 
Ghirardelli Square and The Mandarin 
Restaurant or Modesto Lanzone’s. 

And I’ve not mentioned a walk on 
Union Street between Gough and Bu- 
chanan Streets. Nor have I ventured 
across the bridge to Berkeley’s restau- 
rant mecca with its Santa Fe Bar and 
Grill, Narsai’s, Chez Panisse, and the 
Fourth Street Grill. There are so many 
reasons to come back and put on walk- 
ing shoes again!

A PUBLIC MATTER 


The crying need for quality child care services affects 


families at every income level 


f you are a working mother with a 

child under the age of six, your sit- 

uation is close to the hearts of near- 
ly nine million American women: how 
to give youngsters a nurturing environ- 
ment in your absence. If current pro- 
jections hold true, by 1990 three out of 
four preschoolers will have working 
mothers. That there has been no con- 
comitant increase in child care services 
is cause for public alarm, thus an action 
committee has been formed to stimu- 
late the growth of quality day care. 

Elinor Guggenheimer, president of 
the Child Care Action Campaign, notes 
that more than 5 million “latchkey” 
children care for themselves while their 
parents work, leaving parents anxious 
and unproductive when they do not 
have a stable child care arrangement. 

Ms. Guggenheimer emphasizes the 
need for contributions and support to 
“develop policies so that working par- 
ents at all income levels can find a 
choice of arrangements at a price they 
can afford.” 

Joining the campaign is former Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford, who, as honorary 
chairman, encourages the participation 
of civic-minded Kiwanis, Lions and 
Rotary clubs as well as men’s religious 
organizations. He recommends having 
their state legislatures, local councils 
and federal representatives “adopt new 
or more generous tax incentive provi- 
sions for businesses that support local 
child care facilities.” 

Citing tax credit as the largest source 
of support, Helen Blank, director of 
child care for the Children’s Defense 
Fund, maintains that it must be better 
targeted to lower income families. Urg- 
ing public support of several bills now 
before Congress, she points to a victory 
last year—the restoration of funds to 
the Title XX Social Services Block 
Grant. Because of a 21 percent cut in 


1981, funds to states for social services 
were drastically reduced. However, 
when over 80 organizations joined in a 
lobbying blitz, Congress included a 
$200 million increase. As the largest 
direct source of federal support for 
child care, Title XX is a vital link as are 
these bills pending: Expansion of the 
Dependent Care Tax Credit, Improve- 
ments in Child Nutrition (already 
passed by the House of Representa- 
tives), School-age Child Care Informa- 
tion and Referral Programs. For details

Applied design for all ages

In the design world, some things 
never change. A room as blissful as this 
one (opposite)—with canopied bed and 
flowered wallpaper, frilly pillows and 
pleated lampshades—is, for the right 
young person, as appealing now as it was 
at the turn of the century. When it is 
carefully designed, with input from its 
small, very feminine occupant, such a 
room can endure, with only minor varia- 
tions, right up to teen years and beyond. 


Although most parents hope to offer 
their children a space that will serve 
through many stages of growing up, not 
all of us are privileged to have a princess 
for a daughter. Many of us have two prin- 
cesses who have to share one room. Oth- 
ers have a prince and a princess who, 
sooner or later, require separate rooms. 
Still others among us have children who 
bear no resemblance to princesses or 
princes but are, instead, crack athletes 
with the appropriate gear, or rock music 
enthusiasts with a penchant for displaying 
elaborate posters and programs. Almost 
all of us have children with greater elec- 
tronic expertise than we ever had and, 
consequently, greater need for the accom- 


panying gadgetry. 


According to most of the experts we 
polled recently, electronics are what's 
really new in kids’ rooms.

video equipment and computers along 
with the traditional stereo. Marilyn Beth- 
any, home design editor of The New York 
Times Magazine and mother of Maisie (age 
three) and Nell (an infant), reports that 
her older child is reasonably adept at us- 
ing a word processor. It’s part of the basic 
equipment in her house because both her 
mother and father are journalists. Though 
Ms. Bethany recognizes that Maisie may

BACK ‘TO LIFE 


Monticello, Thomas Jefferson's historic home, lies at 


the foot of the Blue Ridge Mountains, a place he 


called ““The Eden of the United States.’ Statesman, 


architect, inventor, Jefferson was also a gardener. At 
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age 67, after two terms as president, he retired, plan- 


ning to pursue his love of horticulture. “If heaven 
had given me a choice of my position and calling,” he 
wrote, “it should have been on a rich spot of earth.” 

When the Thomas Jefferson Memorial Foundation 
began renovating Monticello, no trace of the original 
gardens existed. In the late 1970s historians were 
enlisted to uncover clues to the design of the original 
gardens (see drawing, page 84 ), hoping to reconstruct 
the orchard (/), the vineyard (2), the 80-by-1,000- 
foot “kitchen garden” (3) and the grove (4). 

The restored kitchen garden (shown here) reflects 
his contribution to practical and experimental horti- 
culture. To extend the growing season, he made 
beds adjacent to the garden’s heat-storing stone re- 
taining walls. He also collected over 250 varieties 


of vegetables and herbs from all over the world.» 
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“No occupation 1s so delightful to me as the 
culture of the earth,and no culture comparable 
to that of the garden. Though Iam an 
old man, lam a young gardener.” 


Though dedicated to experimentation, Jefferson’s 
gardens (drawing above) were also ornamental. Vining 
edibles such as scarlet runner bean’ scramble up 
rough-hewn trellises (above /eft), and the cutting gar- 
dens (above right) bloom as they once did. 

It was in 1976 that historical and horticultural pres- 
ervationists began studying the Monticello garden 
notes. Jefferson was a compulsive chronicler, but he 
confused future scholars by recording multiple op- 
tions for every situation. Archaeologists joined the 
research team to help determine the precise locations 
of the planting beds, fruit trees, arbors and fences. 
Carefully stripping away the Virginia clay—some- 
times in slices so thin as to be nearly translucent— 
they discovered subtle discolorations left from Jeffer- 
son’s enrichment of the soil with organic matter. 
Even trees long since gone left their marks: 320 


84 


of them, half of which by now have been replanted. 

According to Peter Hatch, Monticello’s resident 
horticulturist, the hardest research job was decipher- 
ing the anuque nomenclature,and Jefferson seems to 
have made up some names as well. 

Jefferson believed that every American had _ the 
wherewithal to have a superb garden. “We have 
merely to cut away the superabundant plants,” he 
wrote. ‘Prune the trees as high as their constitution 
will allow. Cut out stumps and undergrowth.” Fol- 
lowing his own advice, Jefferson created a magnifi- 
cent grove (opposite). Its vistas, thickets and glades, 
garden benches and low plantings of fragrant natuve 
vines are a living example of the master’s hand. 
Painstakingly restored, it contributes to making the 
gardens of Monticello among the most accurate res- 


torations in America. (Continued on page 125)

I know my clock is valuable, but my problem is 
how to adjust the pendulum so the clock will keep 
time. 
—J.G., Fort Rock, Ore. 
A. Your clock is valuable. It 
is an English long case clock 
dating from about 1780. If 
the works are original, it 
could sell for at least $7,500. 
Your clock cannot keep 
time unless it is installed 
properly. The base must be 
leveled on the floor and the 
back should be against a 
wall. When the pendulum is 
at rest it should hang directly 
in the case’s middle. You 
should hire an expert clock 
person to secure the clock to 
the wall. The pendulum must 
be aligned with the other 
working parts, and the pen- 
dulum bob must be moved 
up or down to compensate 
for a clock that might be 
gaining or losing time. All of 
the parts should also be 
cleaned and oiled. 





How old is this wood mirror with gold leaf finish? 
—P.G., Jackson, Miss. 
A. Your mirror is in 
the Federal or Shera- 
ton style. It was popu- 
lar from the 1790s to 
about 1820. It was 
called a “tabernacle” 
or “looking glass.” 
The ball trim at the 
top was popular. Its 
size does not help to 
date the glass, despite 
the old saying that the 
smaller the ball, the 
older the

What is the age and value of this tooth carved with 
a picture of Washington on one side and Lafayette 
on the other? 
—E.K., Pikesville, Md. 
A. You own a carved whale’s 
tooth. The sailors of the 18th and 
19th centuries often carved on 
teeth or bones. Their work was 
called scrimshaw. Yours is a copy 
of a known 18th-century engrav- 
ing. It is difficult to date scrim- 
shaw; each piece is unique. This 
type of scrimshaw was out of styie 
by the 1890s. Your tooth is worth 
about $1,500. 





My settee is made of a gray-brown wood that my 
friends say is walnut. The piece has a history dating 
it to the 18th century in England. What is it worth? 
—R.G., Hammond, Ind. 
A. Fine English antiques are becoming very popular in the 
United States. Prices have gone up by 30 percent during the 
past year and the trend seems to be continuing. Your English 
chair is typical of the Queen Anne style. Walnut was the 
most fashionable wood for the style. Mahogany was not 
imported from the West Indies until about 1720—the end of 
the Queen Anne period. The cabriole legs, shell-carved 
knees, shaped back splat and overall shape of the back of the 
settee are typical of the Queen Anne style. Your piece, if it is 
in good original condition, is worth over $8,000 today. A 
double settee form in the Queen Anne style is very rare.

dna Lewis came to cook at The 
Fearrington House Restaurant 
as a guest chef, intending to stay 
for a few weeks or so. That was 
in January of 1983. One year 
later she finds herself still en- 
thralled with the beauty of this 
North Carolina country where she says she can walk to work 
and hear the birds chirping every step of the way. Ms. Lewis is 
an institution of truly great American cooking. Her books, 
articles and recipes reflect a lifetime of striving for and achiey- 
ing excellence. So why is the former chef of the Café Nicholson 
in New York City and teacher of countless students tucked 
away in a rural paradise? Perhaps because she’s come full circle, 
back to her roots, back to the place and spirit where she first 
learned her craft. The Fearrington House offered her a chance 
to reflect on what’s real and lasting in American cooking today. 
Their kitchen is her laboratory. Her search is for those elements 
of “country nourishment” that inspire the best cooking with 
what is immediately at hand. Everything in her menus is fresh 
and local—from the breads and biscuits baked in the restau- 
rant’s ovens to the tarragon she steps outside to cut, from the 
chickens she orders fresh-killed to the fish that abound in the 
streams. Staples not available locally are shipped from all over 
the country. Her menus translate easily to the home kitchen, 
although she actually cooks for about 120 people a day. “‘In the 
country I can avoid the rush and the shortcuts that often spoil 
the best of what fresh foods offer,” she says of her work.

never dreamed of going back to restaurant 
cooking because I never thought I’d be able 
to cook what I wanted instead of what the 
public wanted. So when this guest residency 
was offered to me, I thought it would be a 
marvelous opportunity to use the restaurant 





as a laboratory for all the marvelous dishes 
I'd experienced in my youth,” says Edna Lewis. “My aim is to 
do my very best with what there is and not copy or stay in the 
same patterns of cooking traditions that went before but, in 
fact, to improve on those traditions by a more thorough under- 
standing of the chemistry of cooking itself—how things work 
with each other. Cooking is a world of sight—there is always 
something happening. Now I have the chance to study all the 
steps in sequence. We are really involved in exploration here. 
We're going back to what we know was the old way of doing 
things and then bringing to bear our new knowledge in order to 
create a stronger American point of view. Just because some- 
thing is a ‘Southern’ dish doesn’t mean it deserves to be served. 
Rather, we look at the whole range of Southern cooking— 
Black, English, Creole and Indian—and we create a new per- 
spective on how these dishes ought to be. Blacks were in many 
instances the only cooks producing daily meals. Their contribu- 
tion to the literature and tradition here is enormous. I’m always 
scribbling down some detail or note when no one is around. I 
write sometimes very early in the morning, well before my 7:30 
cooking day begins or, as is often the case, I wake in the middle 
of the night with some new aspect that seems clear. Hopefully 
these will add up to a more reasoned, more connected kind of 
cooking that combines tradition with our modern needs. For 
example, what-goes-with-what is an essential part of a flair for 
cooking. It’s something I’m particularly fond of experimenting 
with. Using a tradition of cooking such as we find in the South 
lets us make new combinations and allows for changes we 
might not have thought of béfore. I don’t know if this is what 
the owners, Jenny Fitch, and her husband, R.B. Fitch, had in 
mind when they invited me to come cook here, but this is 
certainly the course the work has taken. All I can say is that 
you’re going to have to book at this restaurant at least two

MATCHING WINE 
AND CHICKEN 


hicken, as any cook knows, is 

amazingly versatile: Dishes range 

from simple to elaborate, delicate 
to rich, bland to spicy. Choosing a wine 
to serve with a particular chicken reci- 
pe is a matter of knowing how intense- 
ly flavored the dish will be and match- 
ing an appropriate wine to those 
flavors. For the most part, truly hearty 
reds aren’t in order. I generally stick to 
lighter reds and whites. Here are some 
of my favorite combinations: 
@ With spicy dishes like chicken cac- 
ciatore I serve a Chianti such as 1978 
Ruffino Riserva Ducale (about $7.50). 
@® Barbecued chicken is wonderful 
with light California Zinfandels such 
as the 1981 Simi (about $6). 
@ With fried chicken and other simple 
dishes I like a chilled Beaujolais such as 
the ’83 Jadot (about $6). 
® With rich, elegant, heavily sauced 
dishes, such as chicken paprikash or 
supremes de volaille in cream, I serve a 
rich, full-bodied, dry white—per- 
haps a California Chardonnay such 
as the ‘81 Franciscan Alexander Val- 
ley (about $8). 
@ With mild or slightly sweet 
Chinese chicken and vegeta- 
ble dishes I choose a light, 
just off-dry white such as 
California Chenin Blanc— 
try the 1982 Grand Cru 
Vineyards (about $7).

© you ever wonder what wine 
enthusiasts mean when they 
prattle about a wine’s being 
“flowery” or “oaky” or “acid?” The 
dimensions of taste and characteristic 
odors and flavor of certain wines don’t 
seem mysterious once they’re pointed 
out. You can’t always have an expert 
friend along when drinking wine to 
help put your impressions into words, 
but an hour or so spent with the 
Winealyzer kit starts you on your way.

CLASSIC DRINKS: 
THE MARTINI 


he martini is the world’s most 


popular cocktail, and no wonder: 

It’s dry, stylish, savory and simple 
to make. Invented in the 19th century, 
its recipe has changed with the fashion 
of the times. It didn’t start out dry, for 
example. Once it was gin mixed with 
sweet vermouth. Then in the early 20th 
century someone had the idea of mix- 
ing half gin with half dry vermouth to 
make the first dry martini. Just before 
Prohibition it had evolved to two parts 
gin to one part vermouth with a dash 
of bitters. The fashion for “drier” mar- 
tinis (less and less vermouth) finally 
led to the “naked martini’—plain gin 
on the rocks. 

Today the trend is back toward the 
classic mix of the great cocktail age of 
the late 1930s: Four parts gin to one 
part dry vermouth stirred in a mixing 
glass with ice, served in a cocktail glass 
with a twist of lemon peel. A common 
variation: serve it on the rocks (that 
came in during the ’50s) garnished with 
a tiny olive. 

Hints: Always use a good gin (I like 
Boodles or Beefeaters) and fresh dry 
vermouth. (Buy vermouth in half bot- 
tles and keep refrigerated.)

The tang, an exten- 
sion of the blade into the handle, runs the full length of the handle in high-quality 
knives and is secured by three rivets.

Saffron-broiled chicken and fennel salad spark a late winter supper 





The fresh pea soup in this menu is simple and delicious. I 
often offer it cold, with a spoonful of créme fraiche and a 
fresh.mint leaf as garnish. The broiled chicken is one of 
my family’s favorite chicken recipes. Nothing could be 
simpler than broiled chicken, but the sprinkling of saf- 
fron and the subtle taste of lemon make this very special. 


Fresh Pea Soup With Croutons

[_] Take large bowl; sift into it mea- 
sured flour, salt, soda and baking pow- 
der. Add lard; blend with pastry blend- 
er or your fingertips until mixture has 
texture of cornmeal. Add milk all at 
once, scattering over dough. Stir vigor- 
ously with wooden tablespoon. Dough 
will be soft at first but will stiffen 


in 2 or 3 minutes. Continue to stir a few minutes longer. 

[_] After dough has stiffened, scrape from sides of bow] into 
ball and spoon onto lightly floured surface for rolling. Dust 
over lightly with about 1 tablespoon of flour as dough will 
be a bit sticky. Flatten dough out gently with your hands 
into a thick, round cake, and knead for a minute by folding 
outer edge of dough into center of circle, giving a light knead 
as you fold sides in, overlapping each other. Turn folded 
side face down and dust lightly if needed. Don’t use too 
much flour; it will cause dough to become too stiff. 

[| Dust rolling pin and rolling surface well. Roll dough out 
evenly to 1/2-inch thickness or less. Pierce surface of dough 
with table fork (piercing dough releases air while baking). 
Dust biscuit cutter in flour first; this will prevent dough 
sticking to cutter and ruining shape of biscuit. Dust cutter as 
often as needed. (Note: An added feature to your light, tender 
biscuits will be their straight sides. This can be achieved by 
not wiggling cutter. Press cutter into dough and lift up with 
sharp quickness without a wiggle.) Cut biscuits very close 
together to avoid having big pieces of dough left between 
each biscuit. Trying to piece together and reroll leftover 
dough will change texture of biscuits. 

[_] Place biscuits 1/2 inch or more apart on heavy cookie 
sheet or baking pan, preferably one with a bright surface. 
(Biscuits brown more beautifully on bright, shining pan than 
on a dull one, and a thick bottom helps to keep them from 
browning too much on bottom.) Set to bake in preheated 
450° oven for 13 minutes. Remove from oven and let them 
rest 3 to 4 minutes. Serve hot. Makes about 18 biscuits. 


RASPBERRY JAM 


1 pound unwashed fresh raspberries 
1 pound sugar 
2to3 sterilized 1-pint canning jars 


|_| Mix together berries and sugar in large bowl until berries 
begin to bleed. Fill jars with raspberry-sugar mixture up to 
shoulder of jar.

[| Put shrimp, lemon slice, bay leaf, parsley and thyme into 
large saucepan with just enough water to cover.

Pro- 
cess shrimp with butter, lemon juice, Tabasco and salt. Chill. 
.{_] Have water boiling. Add salt and slowly stir in grits. 
Cover and turn to low heat. Set in double boiler; cook 25 to 
30 minutes. Serve hot with shrimp paste, which has been cut 
cut out into shapes with cookie cutters.

ance. Her rule of thumb is to combine 
beautiful old things with well-designed 
new ones to achieve a comfortable, 
tasteful appearance that meets contem- 
porary needs. 

A design-minded couple who live on 
Manhattan’s Upper West Side cannot 
speak highly enough of the value of 
the Big Closet. “It is, metaphorically, a 
rug that you can sweep things under,” 
says Paul Goldberger, architecture crit- 
ic of The New York Times. His wife, Susan 
Solomon, an attorney and mother of 
Adam (age 14) and Benjamin (one 
year), goes further, expressing her wish 
that their closet had rubber walls that 
could be stretched to accommodate the 
paraphernalia that fills their lives. 

Benjamin Goldberger’s nursery is 
furnished with white wicker furniture 
and a white crib. The background is 
periwinkle-blue pinstriped wallpaper 
that the Goldbergers feel will provide 
an appropriate background for future 
transformations of the room. Older 
brother Adam’s room is “like a studio 
apartment,” his mother says, with a 
rubber-tiled cart for his Walkman and 
plenty of space for his own TV, tele- 
phone and video-game machine. 

Mr. Goldberger feels that “the secret 
in designing a room for a child is to 
design it enough so that it is practical 
and comfortable, yet not so much that 


it becomes an exercise in adult taste. 


You have to recognize that children 
naturally tend to create chaos. Then 
you try to strike a balance between 
what they do and what you want to 
live with.” The Goldbergers’ most re- 
cent plan is to phase out their formal 
dining room so the space can be used as 
a family room, furnished with an En- 
glish drop-leaf table, a sideboard, old 
couch and walls lined with books. ‘“We 
need to have a place,” says Susan Solo- 
mon, “where we can all sit around to- 
gether as a family.” 

Togetherness is not the design theme 
in the home of Barbara Ross of Dexter 
Design and her husband Barry. Their 
children are teenagers; the 19-year-old 
son, Lee, is already living happily on 
his own in Paris. Reflecting on the pro- 
gram for her daughter’s room, Mrs. 
Ross says unabashedly, “The room I 
did for Jenifer, our 15-year-old, looks

Long-lasting roses 
and hardy tomatoes 
head a list of new 
plants for 1984 


By KEN DRUSE 

Every year around this time, gardeners 
start planning the new growing season. 
We compile lists of old favorites—trea- 
sured annuals, delicious vegetables— 
and then we ask, ‘What's new?” Hi- 
bridizers have some stunning answers 
for 1984. I feel fortunate to have tried 
out some exceptional entries in the test 
garden last summer. Here’s the story of 
one such arrival. 

Last April, I received a box of dor- 
mant bare-root roses from Jackson & 
Perkins. The plants had no names, only 
numbers and a one-word description of 
color. One plant was labeled “orange,” 
a hard color to place jin the garden, so it 
was relegated to the rear where it could 
be observed for a season. First mahoga- 
ny-colored leaves sprouted on a perfect 
mound-shaped floribunda. Soon, about 
30 scarlet buds formed, and I inspected 
the plant daily. The buds opened to 
reveal coral to cerise flowers that 
bloomed right into October. 

I don’t spray unless it’s absolutely 
necessary, partly for safety reasons but 
also to test plants’ resistance to insects 
and disease. The long-blooming mys- 
tery rose seemed to have no enemies, 
and so, ‘Impatient,’ an All America 
Rose Selection award winner, joined 
my list of the best new introductions. 

Another new rose, ‘Olympiad,’ is the 
official rose of the 1984 Olympics. 
Armstrong Nurseries is donating 25,000 
of these red hybrid teas to public gar- 
dens and parks across the country. 
Much of the proceeds from home gar- 
deners’ purchases will go towards 
funding the Olympics. 

Marigolds vie for first place along 





with roses as America’s favorite flow- 
ers. This year ‘Inca Gold,’ from Park’s 
was added to the wonderful ‘Inca’ se- 
ries, and I think it’s the best of all. 
Orderly plants form huge pompon 
flowers; each lasts over a month. 

Also from Park’s is the rare Li- 
sianthus russellianus, prairie gentian, 
(above). Buds resemble those of roses, 
and finish in a hibiscus form. They 
make long-lasting, cut flowers. Colors 
are white or pink or violet. 

‘Border Beauty Rose’ hybrid zinnia is 
this year’s Ail America Selections 
award winner. Its 31-inch, Dahlia- 
type flowers are born from early sum- 
mer to fall on shrubby 20-inch-tall 
plants. Seeds are from Burpee. 

Another red flower that’s making 
news is ‘Scarlet Sophia’ marigold from 
Stokes Seeds. It’s a 10-inch dwarf with 
large blooms. The last new floral entry 
is available as dormant stock from 
Wayside Gardens. It’s daylily ‘Eenie 
Weenie.’ Light yellow flowers grow on 
miniature 10-inch plants.

Every year, a contest was held in old 
Virginia to see who could have the first 
pea harvest. Jefferson usually won. On 
February 20, 1767, he wrote in his jour- 
nal, “sowed a bed of Forward peas and 
a bed of Middling peas.’ Jefferson 
grew hundreds of vegetables; peas were 
his favorites. These two early kinds 
were among the 20 varieties, mostly 
English, that he grew; and the earlier 
the harvest, the longer the season. 
Jefferson used all his scientific and 
horticultural knowledge to extend the 
growing, season. He sited the kitchen 
garden so that it ran east to west and 
benefited from southern exposure 
along its entire length. It was supported 
in the hillside by a stone retaining wall. 
Jefferson took advantage of its thermal

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mass by making warming beds, used 
early and late in the season, above the 

wall. Vegetables such as kale, endive 
and lettuce were grown in the fall and 
on into the winter in hotbeds and 
frames. The northern perimeter was 
enclosed by a stone and earth wall that 
insulated the garden and protected it 
from winter winds. 

Jefferson was among the first gar- 
deners to grow tomatoes, considered 
poisonous by many, even in this centu- 
ry. The simple, flat and deeply ridged 
fruit grown at Monticello today un- 
doubtedly resembles the Central 
American kind he grew. 

Jefferson collected many fruits and 
vegetables from all over the world. 
Quarantines restrict trade of plant ma- 
terial today, but some old varieties 
have been found and soon will be 
planted in the new garden. European 
apples, ‘Cavalle Blanche’ and ‘Esopus 
Spitzenburg’ are on their way to join 
Early Harvest,’ ‘Albemarle Pippin’ and 


‘Roxbury Russet,’ an apple still grown 
commercially. 

About 37 peach varieties grew in the 
orchard. But peach trees are short-lived 
and many varieties are long gone. 
However, 12 have been found and now 
grow just about where they did nearly 
200 years ago. 

In their time the gardens of Monti- 
cello displayed the best of the Old 
World and the New. They represented 
state-of-the-art gardening in Jeffer- 
son’s day, and now will remain as a 
reminder of a time in the horticultural 
history of a country that became great 


because of its land and the people who 
farmed it.@ —KEN DRUSE

I've got some noticeable 
scratches on my walnut cof- 
fee table and | don’t want to 
spend the money to refinish it. 


What do | do? 


Wax sticks, made especially 
for concealing minor scratches, 
are available in a variety of 


woodtone colors at most hardware 
stores. For a light scratch on dark wood 
like walnut or mahogany, you can also 
try covering it with a brown liquid shoe 
polish (the more you put on, the darker 
it will be) or use one of your children’s 
brown crayons. 


My beautiful mahogany 


dining table gets sun from my 
picture window every after- 
noon. Is this harmful? 

Yes! Ultraviolet rays from the 
sun will fade the wood and 
break down the-finish over 

time. Direct heat can also dry out the 
finish causing it to become brittle and 
crack. During the day, close the drapes 
or use a table pad that covers the entire 
surface. Also, keep wood furniture 
away from furnace vents, and avoid 
placing hot objects on wood for long 
periods of time. 


Is spray wax a good way 
to dust and clean wood 
furniture?

There’s a lot to be said for having great 
expectations, for believing that some of 
your cherished ideals are achievable. 
Dreams and hopes are an important 


part of living. And believing you can 
make things happen can add an extra 
dimension to the way you feel about 
yourself. 

I think we all set goals. Most of the 
time they sit tucked away like jewels in 
a secret box as we go about our daily 
routines. For some of us, dreams are 
only taken as seriously as fleeting 
wishes made when we're holding our 
side of the wishbone. But for others, 
and this includes a number of people I 
know, a little portion of every day— 
sometimes an almost unconscious por- 
tion, spent perhaps while driving in the 
car or walking to work—is devoted to 
building toward that ultimate goal. My 
friend Nancy Clark Reynolds is such a

For most of her life, Nancy has 
dreamed of the kind of house that 
would make her happy. Born and bred 
in the Idaho Rocky Mountains, she al- 


ways maintained that some day she 
would live in a sheep wagon and, fail- 
ing that, in a log cabin. When she 
moved to Washington, D.C., some 
years ago to pursue a career as a lobby- 
ist, that dream seemed farther from 
fulfillment than ever. Nancy contented 
herself with a town house in Old 
Town, Alexandria, Va., filling it with 
reminders of her cherished roots—In- 
dian and Western collectibles. But she 
kept talking about her dream to friends 
and kept looking out of the corner of 
her eye for possible sites. She convinced 
everyone in her world of her serious 
persuit. One day recently, a friend 
called and said, “Nancy, I’ve found a log 
cabin for sale, right outside the District, 
and it’s got your name on it.” 

Indeed it did have. Now as Nancy 
puts it, “To be able to come into my 
driveway every night and see this cab- 
in is a dream come true.” That kind of 
good fortune may seem amazing, but to 
those who know Nancy Reynolds, it 
comes as no surprise. Success and 
achievement seem to happen regularly 
to people who focus on a goal, even 
when that goal appears to be laughable 
or impossible. I guess I get to know 
quite a few such people because the 
homes of these determined and inde- 
pendent thinkers tend to make the best 
stories for House Beautiful. 

Two other stories of people who 
have set goals for themselves and 
achieved them by sheer persistence are 
also in this issue. One is about Beverly 
Ray, a California antiques dealer who 
grew up in New England loving early 
Americana. Transplanted to the West 
Coast, she filled her house with Early 
American collectibles but continued to 
yearn for the real thing, a New England 
saltbox that looked out on woods and 


rolling farmland, far from freeways. 


Beverly made frequent buying trips to 
New England to fill her California an- 
tiques shop, and the success of that 
business venture finally gave her the 
resources and the excuse to purchase a 
Connecticut farmhouse that has _ be- 
come “home” for vacations and buying 
trips. Beverly now lives out her dream 
at least part of the year. 

Ruth and Jim Levitan also had an 
unconventional vision. They wanted a 
garden that would offer a 21-gun sa- 
lute to spring, a celebration they knew 
they would love far more than a garden 
that peaked while they were off on 
summer vacations. So they searched 
and researched, sought out early 
blooming plants and eventually fine- 
tuned their garden (shown on pages 106 to 
109) so that every species bursts into 
glorious color in the spring. What an 
achievement ... what a lovely dream 
become reality. 

Through the years, writers and poets 
have romanticized dreamers, even 
when they looked a bit foolish. Don 
Quixote, who “dreams the impossible 
dream” in Man of La Mancha, is a good 
example. And though making dreams 
come true has a romantic connotation, 
it usually comes about in more undra- 
matic and practical ways... with plan- 
ning, with persistence, with faith in 
oneself ... and sometimes, I must add, 
with a little luck.

FOUR DECORATORS ANALYZE THE WAY THEY USED THEIR 
ART TO CREATE HB’S DECORATING SCRAPBOOK 


ecorating is a challenge. 

There just isn’t any other 

way to describe the feeling 
you get when faced with a room 
whose nakedness demands that 
you dress it. Your way. Coordina- 
tion is an important part of the 
decorating experience—what- 
goes-with-what and where-can- 
we-find-it? That’s one part of 
the choreography. The other is 
the timing: How long will it be 
until this fabric order can be de- 
livered to the upholsterer and 
how long before the piece can be 
installed? That involves coordi- 
nating all the people who are be- 
hind the scenes making the deco- 
rating magic happen. Decorators 
use universal tools—color, scale, 
texture, pattern and detail. The 
exciting individuality of how 
those tools are used is what

makes this art thrilling. To prove 
our point, House Beautiful had four 
designers isolate their “ingredients,” if 
you will, to pinpoint the elements they 
feel have the most effective influence 
on their work (see pages 98 to 105). 

John F. Saladino designed the living 
room of a young businessman who 
needed the space to serve as a comfort- 
able, elegant place for entertaining cli- 
ents but would still feel youthful and 
homelike (pages 98 and 99). Mr. Sala- 
dino’s firm, John F. Saladino, Inc., is 
well known for its ability to create se- 
rene color, clean, spare lines and subtle, 
harmonious lighting. Coordinator Ren- 
dell Fernandez executed the room un- 
der the direction of Mr. Saladino. 

“About the pink floor,” says Mr. Sa- 
ladino, “Fred Hochberg understood in- 
stantly what a transparent wash of 
light-reflecting, skin-flattering pink 
would do to the room. It automatically 
warms everything. Then, when we'd 


decided on a banquette seating plan, a 
second shade of pink—this time in a 
velour texture—would play down the 
fragility of the pink floor. Mr. Hoch- 
berg wanted it to feel as though it were 
always summer in this room.” So color 
is the tool Mr. Saladino used to guide 
the shaping of the living room space. 
The sofa opposite the banquette is cov- 
ered with a classic ribbed cotton in a 
pale pink that functions as a neutral. 
The curtains are fitted, sliding panels 
of pure white nylon parachute cloth 
that may be adjusted throughout the 
day. They are stark and ethereal in the 
otherwise warm, Mediterranean colors 
of the living room. For some added 
punch, pillows of turquoise and mari- 
gold give the room its finish. 

Mariette Himes Gomez likes to bal- 
ance texture, color and scale when she 
approaches a design project. Her sense 
of balance is achieved through the kind 


of contrasts so ably demonstrat- 
ed by the country sitting room 
we show (pages 100 and 101). Only 
two materials have been used in 
the whole room: wood and cot- 
ton. They bring to the room a 
surprisingly wide variety of ef- 
fects: Contrasts of rough and 
smooth, color and no-color, large 
and small, flat and nubby—these 
are the sensual effects Mrs. Go- 
mez enjoys creating. ‘““You can do 
this when you look at a potential 
fabric or building material, be it 
wood, stone or clay. You play it 
off against itself. This is a tech- 
nique that yields rich, rewarding 
solutions.” 

Mariette Himes Gomez has her 
own firm, but she has trained 
with Mrs. Henry Parish of Par- 
ish-Hadley Associates, one of 
America’s most prestigious deco- 
rating houses. She feels that her 
biggest shift in the past five years has 
been to bring even more of a sense of 
the hand-worked object into the room. 
This is consistent with her affinity for 
visual textures. 

The living room (pages 102 and 103) 
glows with a harmony of pattern that 
Friederike Kemp Biggs strives for in 
every room she designs. Color provides 
the anchor for a mix of patterns, she 
says. But the mix of the patterns them- 
selves reflects your sense of what- 
works-with-what probably more dis- 
tinctively than anything else. The color 
Mrs. Biggs used, a warm peach, was 
chosen on the basis of a treasured pair 
of Spode plates she’d loved for years. 
After that fundamental decision was 
made, she selected the chintz first. Us- 
ing the color in that pattern, she found 
the stripe; after the stripe, the carpet; 
after the carpet, the picture.

nce you've seen a bluebird, 
you never forget. Once 
you've heard its song, you 
always remember. It’s a 
streak of blue lightning at 

the end of March, a blue badge of 

courage telling you that spring is really 
coming. And this is my second blue- 
bird spring. 

In any spring, Thornhill is alive with 
birds. Maybe it’s the safe nesting in the 
hedgerows that trim the meadows, 
border the pastures. Or perhaps the 
woodlands behind the barn are their 
seasonal retreats. Whatever, we usually 
wake to the rhythm of an energetic 
woodpecker and go to bed with the 
evening song of a bobwhite, a quail 
that certainly knows its own name. 

These birds, however, volunteer to 
share our lives and trees. To have blue- 
birds I had to offer them the sanctuary 
of a home. So to attract them I put up 
two rectangular gray birdhouses high 
on metal poles. 

Years ago the bluebirds nested in 
cavities of trees, wove tidy grass cups 
in old fence posts. But then two im- 
ports, the English sparrow and the ag- 
gressive starling, invaded the bluebird 
world, taking over their nests, even 
puncturing their eggs. These predators 
almost caused the demise of the mild- 
mannered bluebird, a bird found oniy 
in North America. 

A neighbor, Catharine Ballich, de- 
cided to try to help a vanishing flock, 
as well as campaign for proper housing. 
Now, 10 years later, she has settled 
almost 300 bluebird houses in our 
countryside. The small hole of the box 





can’t be entered by starlings; the small 
| floor plan is meant to discourage spar-

rows while the metal post is too slip- 
pery for climbing raccoons. 

We are the proud and anxious own- 
ers of two Catharine-constructed bird- 
houses. And it is anxious as bluebirds 
don’t always pick up your lease. That 
first September we put one birdhouse 
by the peach trees, a short flight from 
the raspberry patch. 

The other house is nearer some apple 
trees with a convenient telephone line 
overhead, a stage for warbling. In late 
March the male bluebird starts estab- 
lishing his territory, looks the field 
over, chooses a house. He sings vi- 
brantly, hoping to entice his lady love. 
Once accepted, it is the female who 
makes the nest in April. 

Last year we felt as if we had found 
the golden egg—we had a bluebird 
family in each house! The excitement 
was intense. And I peeked, counting 
six fledglings in each nest. Over the 
summer three broods were hatched. 
Early the next fall I noticed two blue- 
birds deep in the raspberries. I like to 
think of it as their last autumn picnic. 

Now I’ve seen a bluebird again. It’s 
time. As families of bluebirds often re- 
turn to the same house, this could be 
my original tenant. I do feel like a 
landlady, putting up two more houses. 
And | also feel very close to these love- 
ly birds. I too came to Thornhill in 
April, came to a house found solely by 
my husband, made even more appeal- 
ing by his concern for our children’s 
lives. He came first, but it is I, the mate 
seduced by his song, who has been 
feathering the nest ever since.

ecoupage is painting 

with scissors, an easy 

and expressive meth- 
od of cutting, assembling 
and pasting paper on sur- 
faces to create original 
works of art. A craft that 
flourished in France at the 
court of Marie Antoinette, 
decoupage was created by 
well-mannered women 
who cut up exquisite en- 
gravings by Watteau, Bou- 
cher, Fragonard and Pille- 
ment to decorate boxes, 
fans and screens. By the 
18th century the craft had become pop- 
ular in England; it flourished later in 
America as 19th-century women took 
up decoupage with a burst of creativity 
never since equaled. 

The fun of decoupage today is being 
able to design with the almost limitless 
availability of beautiful artworks 
printed on high-quality paper. And 
there are as many possible decoupage 
designs as there are useful, interesting- 
ly shaped itéms to decorate. Crafts 
shops sell raw wood objects and prints 
made especially for decoupaging, as do 
many art supply stores. Books, maga- 
zines and museum publications are all 
excellent sources of pictorial matter to 
cut out and work with. 

What’s exciting about decoupage is 
the fact that even the simplest object (a 
wooden box, a tray, picture frame, 
lamp base or child’s stool) can be trans- 
formed into something special by using 
your own talents for composition, color 
and design. The decoupaged screen 
pictured on page 86 is a truly superb 
example. 

In order to master the technique of 
decoupage and to insure professional 
results, you will need to know the ba- 
sic steps, plus the right tools and mate- 


; rials to be used. Dee Davis, who is an

expert teacher in New York, offers a 
catalog listing all the necessary prod- 
ucts that will make it easier for you to 
learn decoupage. The supplies listed 
cover everything from the basic func- 
tional forms to be decoupaged to the 
finest embossed paper cutouts and the 
sharpest scissors. The following are 
Ms. Davis’s guidelines for anyone just 
beginning decoupage: 

1. Lightly sand the item to be decou- 
paged with 220 garnet paper until 
smooth. Wipe with a tack cloth, then 
seal with wood decoupage sealer. 

2. For the background color apply 
three coats of an acrylic paint from a 
jar. Let dry thoroughly and sand lightly 
with 220 paper between the second and 
third coats. Finish with another coat of 
decoupage sealer. You are now ready to 
apply the paper cutouts to the surface. 

3. To cut paper, use narrow-bladed, 
curved cuticle scissors; employing only 
the points, cut away from the paper. 
(This method is designed to allow the 
right hand to open and close the scis- 
sors while the left hand turns and 
feeds the paper into the blades. If you 
are left-handed, simply reverse the 
procedure.) 

4. To make a pleasant composition 
of the cutouts, start placing the largest 


pieces first, then fill in 
with the smaller ones. Col- 
ors should run throughout, 
with repeats of shades and 
tones so there is no heavy 
concentration of any one 
color in the design. 

5. Arrange your cutouts 
into a composition on 
whatever form or object 
you are decoupaging: Use 
“Holdit,” a plastic adhe- 
sive that rolls up into little 
balls like chewing gum, al- 
lowing you to arrange and 
rearrange each individual 
piece until you achieve the exact effect 
you are trying for. 

6. Glue cutouts with any white glue. 
Use colored chalk to outline exactly 
where you have placed them. Be sure 
to glue the entire surface; place cutout 
into position, put a damp cloth over it 
and roll smooth with a round object to 
remove excess glue or air bubbles. (If 
any glue remains around the edges, use 
a cotton swab dipped in hot water to 
take it off.) 

7. For a porcelain, matlike look 
brush on “VoLair,” an instant water- 
based finish that will not change the 
color of your cutouts. For the more 
traditional, yellowed antique look, use 
varnish. (Nofe: Small sponge brushes 
are easier to work with than those with 
bristles.) Apply six to 10 coats of what- 
ever finish you have chosen—the more 
coats you use, the more satiny your 
finish will be. 

8. Dip sandpaper into sudsy water. 
Gently sand entire surface in direction 
of grain. Remove soap, then rub further 
with the very finest (#000) dry steel 
wool. The more coats and the more 
sanding you provide, the more depth 
and patina your object will have. A dab 
of white wax will protect your decou-

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WHAT MAKES A HOUSE 
FEEL GOOD? 


It could be the touch of hand-picked hardware, the satisfying simplicity of a plain 
white wall—whatever “lifts your spirit and gratifies your sense of well-being” 


have this friend, an architect and 

something of a perfectionist, who 

was unhappy with his house. It was 
actually a condominium, a second 
home in the city; the place he and his 
wife truly loved was a cabin he de- 
signed and built on a lake shore 200 
miles away. 

One day he came home staggering 
under the weight of a huge cardboard 
box. It contained an electric drill and 
countless little boxes filled with door- 
knobs, drawer pulls, hinges, hasps and 
screws: many hundreds of dollars’ 
worth of new hardware. 

It seems that for years, whenever my 
friend opened a door or a drawer, his 
sensibilities had been offended. 
“Builders’ hardware,” he would say to 
himself in disgust. Inasmuch as he was 
always opening doors and drawers, his 
state of agitation remained at an unac- 
ceptable level. 

So he changed all of the hardware. It 
took many evenings. But nowadays, 
whenever he opens a door, he savors 
the feel of an exemplary doorknob. At 
last, he feels much better about the 
condominium he now calls home. 

We often hear experts chitchatting 
on TV with Diane Sawyer or Jane Pau- 
ley about the psychological signifi- 
cance of our houses. We are told that 
our houses are extensions of ourselves. 
Everything about us—our bodies and 
brains, our ethnic, cultural and sexual 
“orientation” —finds expression in the 
process of buying, furnishing and liv- 
ing in a house. 

Well, of course. Who doesn’t know 
all that? To me, it seems far more to the 
point to consider, not how precisely a 
house may suit its owners, but rather 
how exceptionally it can enrich them in 
ways that go beyond floor plans, fix- 
tures and furnishings. From such a per- 


spective, I find it easier to understand 
what makes a house feel good. 

First, | would say, you put yourself, 
your values and resources into a house. 
Then the house gives back something 
that is apt to be both immeasurable 
and intangible. But to the extent that it 
lifts your spirit and gratifies your sense 
of well-being, it is very real. Regardless 
of the form it may take, you’ve no 
trouble recognizing such a return on 
your personal and material investment 
for what it is—a special delight. 

Almost always, a special delight is 
prized, no matter its dollar value, for its 
intrinsic worth. Expensive as my archi- 
tect friend’s hardware may be, it is im- 
portant to him because it gives him 
visual and tactile pleasure, but it also 
does something else: It makes the 
house feel good as an environment. 

Ultimately, the ability of a house to 
make us feel good can be reduced to 
how well it functions as a repository 
for whatever we hold dear. Some of the 
things we hold dear are often taken for 
granted: light, for example, and priva- 
cy; also sociability, orderliness and the 
everyday sensory pleasures we get 
from living with exhilarating color, 
texture, pattern and form. And even (as 
I am sometimes reminded by the other 
full-time occupant of my house) by the 
way a house is sited. “Isn’t it good,” 
she rhetorically asks, ‘to return from a 
trip and feel, when your house comes 
into view, that it’s your house and no- 
body else’s, and that it is sitting exactly 
where it’s supposed to be?” (For a dis- 
ussion of rooms you love to come home 
to, please turn to page 65.) 

As a repository of things that mat- 
ter—or do not matter, as can also be 
the case—the house reflects an aston- 
ishing range of human attitudes. It can 
be glacially austere or as busy as a

Scotch plaid. I think of a fairly famous 
architect who designed for himself the 
whitest, purist house imaginable. But 
having lived in it awhile, he allowed 
himself to entertain the idea of adding 
something, he wasn’t sure what, to 
make the place feel a little more conge- 
nial.

The six month party will 
be an expanded Mardi Gras full of flair 
and pizzazz. It is billed as an exposi- 
tion, but for New Orleans it is just 
another reason to show the nation their 
undaunted Southern hospitality. 

The exposition is scheduled for May 
12 to November 11, 1984. The theme 
will be “The World of Rivers ... Fresh 
Water as a Source of Life.” The loca- 
tion? Where else but the warehouse 
district in downtown New Orleans on 
the banks of Old Man River—the 
mighty Mississippi. 

A riverboat trip is a must for getting 
into the proper mood to attend this 
magnificent party. Whether you are 
looking for adventure, excitement or 
romance you can find it while cruising 
down the Southern waterways on a 
classic steamboat. 

It may surprise you to discover that 
there are over 40 paddle-wheelers still 
in operation in the 11 Southern states. 
Not all the paddle wheels are function- 
al (some are just for decoration), nor 
are all of them originals from the pack- 
et boat era. Most are replicas but they 
all afford the tourist a look at river

history from a very good perspective, 
that of the river itself! 

The Louisiana World Exposition will 
supply you with a good reason to come 
south in 1984. An excursion on an old 
riverboat can be your ticket to view the 
area of our country that invented hos- 
pitality ... Dixieland. 


ALABAMA: The froth of white foam 
from the churning red paddle wheel 
bubbles like water boiling in a pot. The 
wheel sends spray skyward like a 
morning mist. The river’s current 
pushes a cypress log up against a his- 
toric shore, while a nearby trout line 
goes taut with the weight of catfish. 
On board the sweet melody of a calli- 
ope and the bellowing smoke from a 
red, flared smokestack bring back 
memories of a forgotten age of river- 
boat travel. 

Take heart. All is not lost from yes- 
teryear. The packet boat era is alive 
and well. That spellbinding magic of 
gamblers, whiskey drummers, dance 
hall queens and banjo players is still 
floating down the rivers of the South. 

The General Richard Montgomery 


made its maiden voy- 
age in May 1976, on 
the Alabama River out 
of Montgomery, Ala. 
It is a replica of a 
19th-century stern- 
Wheeler, and named 
after the first Ameri- 
can general killed at 
the start of the Ameri- 
can Revolution in 
TTS: 

The boat is docked 
at Riverfront Park, 
right in the heart of 
the city. To get there, 
the tourist takes a 
short walk through a 
historic tunnel that 
was built in the 1800s. The tunnel was 
used by the slaves to carry bales of 
cotton to the steamboats that were 
heading downriver to Mobile. 

Since the founding of Montgomery 
in 1819 the river has played a very 
important part in the city’s rich econo- 
my. In the 1800s cotton was exported 
and sugar, salt, coffee, gunpowder, 
silks and satins were imported into the 
city from the coast. 

The first steamboat, the Harriet, 
from Mobile, arrived in Montgomery 
on October 22, 1821. Other famous 
boats made regular stops at the city. In 
1823 the city council allowed a local 
company to build a wharf at the steam- 
boat landing. The company made so 
much profit from the boat traffic that 
after 10 years the city took the wharf 
back, and city revenues jumped to 
$50,000 per year. 

The riverboats in that era were more 
than just freight carriers, many famous 
visitors used them to visit Montgom- 
ery, the capital of the state. The Mar- 
quis de Lafayette, Henry Clay, Martin 
Van Buren and Millard Fillmore came

to the city in this romantic fashion. 


ARKANSAS: For almost 40 years the 
Mary Wood II was on the Mississippi 
and White rivers. She was one of the 
last surviving steamers used as a work- 
horse to tow freight. She had outlived 
the dozens of Arkansas stern-wheelers 
that crossed the state’s frontier on the 
White, Quachita, Red, Black, St. Fran- 
cis and Arkansas rivers between the 
years of 1820 to 1900. She had hauled 
logs and cargo with the best of them, 
but in 1967 the Mary Wood II was 
retired. Today she rests at dock on the 
White River in Jacksonport State Park 
as a memorial to steamboating. 

The Mary Wood II is decorated with 
old Victorian gingerbread, ornate rail- 
ings, twin smokestacks and a nine-foot 
maple pilot’s wheel. She now serves as 
a museum. 

As the visitor boards by walking the 
gangplank, guides explain the massive 
power that was required to drive the 
16-foot stern wheel. The engine room 
has been kept as it was during the time 
the boat was actually operating. 

The interior of the vessel is adorned 
with authentic period items purchased 
from similar boats in New Orleans— 
1880s settee and side chairs, a set of 
Limoges Game China, oil paintings, 
gold leaf mirrors and several Currier 
and Ives prints.

Cap’n Sam, the 
flagship of the fleet and the more deco- 
rative of the three boats, is a beautiful 
paddle-wheeler three 
decks—one deck for dining, one with a 
cocktail lounge and the third with an 
open observation deck.

The Scarlett O’Hara is a 175-passen- 
ger side-wheeler that cruises daily. 
Sites of interest along this body of wa- 
ter are a 19th-century covered bridge, 
732-bell carillon and a Confederate 
memorial carving. For an unusual 
group outing, the Henry W. Grady can 
be chartered for 300 passengers. It pro- 
vides a wonderful atmosphere for 
cocktail parties or dinner dances.

The paddle- 
wheeler is a replica of the river packets 
that navigated the western rivers in the 
19th century. 

During the cruise the Dixie Belle 
passes under historic High Bridge, 
which spans the river gorge. The Dixie 
Belle operates from May through Oc- 
tober with daily excursions leaving ev- 
ery hour and a half. The boat departs 
from Shaker Landing at Pleasant Hill 
outside of Harrodsburg, Ky. 

If you desire a bit of the unusual 
then take the River Hop out of Cov- 
ington, Ky. The Huck Finn, Betty 
Blake and Becky Thatcher riverboats 
participate in this multi-day adventure 
held on the Ohio River. 

The tour starts on a Friday evening 
with a banquet on The Islands, an en- 
tertainment complex on the river. The 
next day there is a visit to Hillforest 
mansion. From there one moves down- 
river to an early community named 
Rising Sun, and a tour of its 19th-cen- 
tury homes. A boat transports the trav- 
eler to Rabbit Hash where banjo play- 
ers and fiddlers greet the visitor. Early 
river settlements with historic antebel- 
lum homes along with a quaint Ger- 
man village with antique shops—all are 
included in the River Hop. 


FLORIDA: Unquestionably one of the 
finest cruise boats in this state is the 
beautiful Paddlewheel Queen in Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla., owned and operated 
by a mother-son team, Capt. Lucile de 
Tar Colyer and Capt. Bruce H. Colyer. 

The Paddlewheel Queen cruises the 
Ft. Lauderdale Intracoastal Waterway, 
an area known as the “Venice of Amer- 
ica.” In a panorama of glittering lights, 
sizzling charcoal steaks are served by 
romantic candlelight during the Star- 


light Dinner Cruise. The riverboat’s 
band entertains with Mississippi 
steamboat music. The vessel also fea- 
tures day cruises that serve lunch while 
touring many attractions. 

The Paddlewheel Queen runs year- 
round out of her own landing, one 
block south of Oakland Park Beach 
Bridge, two blocks west of highway 
AIA in Ft. Lauderdale. 

The Belle of St. Petersburg has four 
scheduled Tampa Bay tours each day. 
If eating is as important to you as 
sight-seeing, then this old steamboat 
replica will surprise your palate with 
roast suckling pig, king crab gumbo, 
almond chicken, sweet and sour fish 
and other delights. You can enjoy all 
these delicacies at the buffet held on 
Wednesday, Friday and Saturday eve- 
nings from 7 pm. to 10 pm. _The Belle of 
St. Petersburg operates year-round out 
of Vinoy Basin. 

If you find yourself in Sarasota then 
a cruise on the beautifully appointed 
new double-decked stern-wheeler, 
Marina Jack II, is in order. It has both a 
luncheon and a dinner cruise. 

The Jungle Queen, in the Ft. Lau- 
derdale area, was ranked in 1979 by 
Restaurant Hospitality Magazine, as the 51st 
largest grossing independently owned 
restaurant operation in the United 
States. The Jungle Queen, a 19th-cen- 
tury replica, is the oldest operating din- 
ner-cruise ship in Florida. 


MISSISSIPPI: Some 70 miles south of 
Natchez on the Mississippi River sits 
one of the treasures of the land of cot- 
ton: Vicksburg. 

A genuine two-deck paddle-wheeler, 
appropriately named the Spirit of 
Vicksburg, gives the tourist the oppor- 
tunity to view the city from the same 
vantage point that the Union gunboats 
had on the afternoon of July 4, 1863. 

The Spirit of Vicksburg provides a 
narrative cruise along the Mississippi 
and Yazoo rivers, taking the visitor 
along the attack routes used by the 
Union gunboats. 

On a lighter side, the Spirit has a two 
and a half hour dinner cruise on Satur- 


day evenings featuring a barbecue buf- 


fet dinner with entertainment. The | 
boat is docked at the foot of Clay | 


Street on the Yazoo canal.

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NORTH CAROLINA: Chandlers 
Wharf in Wilmington, N.C., provides a 
maritime heritage of this historic wa- 
terfront between 1870 and 1900. The 
Captain J.N. Maffitt tours the Cape 
Fear River and the Wilmington harbor 
six months out of the year. 

The Maffitt, during a 30-minute 
cruise, takes the visitor past the notable 
two-masted schooner the Harry W. 
Adams, Wilmington’s own tall ship. 

In October the river and the historic 
city is saluted with the Riverfest cele- 
bration. It is two days of reliving Wil- 
mington’s glorious past along with the 
river's romantic history. 

Several other points of interest are 
described on the Capt. J.N. Maffitt: 
Governor Dudley’s mansion, the home 
of the first elected governor of North 
Carolina, the Cotton Exchange and the 
battleship USS North Carolina. 

The Maffitt operates from May 
through November at Chandler’s 
Wharf at Two Ann Street. 


SOUTH CAROLINA: The green moss 
on the old live oaks is draped like wid- 
ow’s lace across the Waccamaw and 
Pee Dee rivers as the Island Queen II 
cruises coastal South Carolina. 

The Island Queen II, out of Murrells 
Inlet, provides a unique historical river 
tour. The three and a half hour adven- 
ture relates the history and legends of 
the many plantations that once operat- 
ed along the banks of these waterways. 
Isolated Sandy Island, with its high 
bluffs, remains the home of some 22 
black families that are descendants of 
slaves who toiled in the fields of the 
surrounding plantations. 

Island Queen II is located at Wacca 
Wache Marina, 15 miles south of Myr- 
tle Beach and 75 miles north of 
Charleston. The vessel operates from 
mid-March through October. 

One cannot write about South Caro- 
lina and neglect the opportunity to 
touch on historic Charleston and the 


rivers that surround her. This is a city | 


where you can have as much enjoy- 
ment just strolling the river banks as 

actually cruising the rivers. 
Although the city, with all its water-

historic river banks in our country. 


TENNESSEE: The Volunteer State has 
three navigable rivers—Tennessee, 
Cumberland and Mississippi. To the 
tourist’s delight, all three bodies of wa- 
ter can be cruised by riverboat. 

On the excursion boat Sea Witch, 
you can cruise through the beautiful 
Grand Canyon of the Tennessee River 
to Tennessee Valley Authority’s Shell- 
mound Recreation Area 39 miles 
downstream from Chattanooga. The 
festival takes place at this recreational 
area and includes a ‘pickin’ and banjo 
fiddlin’ ’’ contest, music, square danc- 
ing, clogging, artists and craftsmen. 

Besides the Fall Color Cruise, the Sea 
Witch operates year-round out of 
Ross’s Landing Park in Chattanooga. It 
features both a luncheon and dinner 
cruise. 

If you travel through Nashville, 
Tenn., on your way to the New Or- 
leans World Fair, then a trip down the 
Cumberland River is in order. Today, 
the Belle Carol Riverboat Company 
keeps the memories of yesteryear’s 
paddle-wheelers alive in Music City. 
The company has a fleet of three boats, 
the Captain Ann, the Nashville 
Showboat and the Belle Carol. 

The Captain Ann is a twin stern- 
wheeler. The Belle Carol, 59 years old, 
was the first stern-wheeler to dock in 
Nashville in 50 years. The Nashville 
Showboat is pushed by another boat, 
in the tradition of all showboats. The 
first showboat was built on the Cum- 
berland River by Noah Ludlow in 1818. 

In commemoration of the forthcom- 
ing New Orleans World Fair, the Belle 
Carol Riverboat Company will launch 
the Music City Queen in early 1984. 
The Music City Queen will be able to 
entertain 400 passengers with dancing, 
music and superb dining on her two 
spacious enclosed decks. 

The Belle Carol Riverboat Company 
cruises depart from Nashville’s original 
steamboat wharf located in the heart of 
the city near Riverfront Park. The com-

14 miles round trip from downtown to 
Opryland and back. 

The boat company brings in the 
spring and the fall with Maytime 
Champagne Entertainment Brunches, 
and October Fall Foliage Champagne 
Entertainment Brunches. During De- 
cember Santa comes aboard for fun- 
filled cruises down the Cumberland 
River. For the romantic—in February 
they offer a very special Love Boat 
Cruise to honor St. Valentine. 

Before leaving the Nashville area, a 
cruise on the Cumberland Princess 
might strike your fancy. This riverboat 
is owned by the Heather Lines in Hen- 
dersonville, Tenn. It tours Old Hickory 
Lake, which is a dammed-up portion of 
the Cumberland River. The delightful 
dinner cruise features views of the 
homes of country music greats. 

Along the western boundary of Ten- 
nessee snakes the Mississippi River. 
For two centuries the “Bluff City,” 
Memphis, has played host to river traf- 
fic. Today the Memphis Queen Line, 
founded by Tom Meanley in 1960, 
gives tourists a glimpse of the historic 
river. 

The Memphis Queen Line has a fleet 
of four vessels. Memphis Queen II, 
built back in the 1950s, with her two 
decks, was one of the first all-steel pas- 
senger paddle-wheelers. 

Her sister ship, the Memphis Queen 
Ill, is a triple-decked vessel decorated 
with gingerbread like the old packets 
that used to ply the river. 

The Belle Carol (not to be confused 
with the boat by the same name in 
Nashville) is a single-decked, 65-pas- 
senger. true stern-wheeler. 

What is a river without a showboat? 
The Memphis Showboat is a 599-pas- 
senger party barge chartered for large 
dinner parties and dances. 

In 1984, the Island Queen will be 
added to their fleet. She will be 85 feet 
long with a beam of 26 feet, and will 
consist of three decks decorated in the 
true ornamental fashion. The Island 
Queen will cruise from Mud Island, the 
fantastic new Mississippi river park.

The Memphis 
Queen Line operates March through 
December and the Island Queen Line 
operates April through October. Sight- 
seeing cruises last one to two hours and 
include a commentary about the local 
river history by the captain. 


VIRGINIA: If the romance of the river 
and the thrill of a splashing stern wheel 
appeal to you—but you are looking for 
more comfort and luxury than what 
you imagine an old steamboat can of- 
fer—then get ready for a big surprise. 

The First Lady is the perfect floating 
palace. It is 110 feet long with a 34-foot 
beam. She cruises the Potomac River 
and is the first stern-wheeler in many 
years that has graced this flowing body 
of water. The First Lady is a magnifi- 
cent replica of the 19th-century Missis- 
sippi steamboats. Repeating lion and 
floral patterns have been pressed into 
tin tile ceilings and floors. The beveled 
glass on the windows and bars are an- 
tique designs from Bourbon Street in 
New Orleans. The period light sconces 
with Lalique shades are from France. 
The rug in the First Lady Salon was 
loomed in Ireland. She is air-condi- 
tioned and heated for year-round com- 
fort. The entire interior was created by 
the famous designer, Paul Enten. 

The vessel cruises on the historic Po- 
tomac route where Revolutionary and 
Civil War generals left their mark on 
the nation. 

The guest of the First Lady will visit, 
via waiter, historic Alexandria, Va., and 
old Ford Plant, Titanic Memorial, Na- 
tional War Memorial and Haines Point, 
the home of George Washington. 

The riverboat operates 10 months 
out of the year with January and Feb- 
ruary as the off-months. 

The Carrie B has been in service for 
25 years as a tour vessel cruising the 
inner Norfolk Harbor on the Elizabeth 
River. This stern-wheeler navigates 
one of the world’s finest natural har- 
bors and includes a complete commen- 
tary on the Norfolk Naval Shipyard. 

The Carrie B, like the First Lady, is 


an old steamboat replica—98 feet long, 
22 feet wide. The boat carries approxi- 
mately: 300 passengers, and operates 
from mid-April through October from 
Dunmore Docks in Norfolk. 

The most regal paddle-wheelers in 
our country today are the Delta Queen 
and the Mississippi Queen. They are 
the nation’s river royalty, with plush 
carpets, elegant staterooms, top enter- 
tainment and gourmet meals. The Del- 
ta Queen and the Mississippi Queen 
move along the great rivers at eight 
miles per hour, visiting cotton and sug- 
ar plantations situated between such 
famous southern ports as Memphis, 
Vicksburg, Natchez, St. Francisville, 
Baton Rouge and New Orleans. 

The Mississippi Queen is 384 feet 
long and carries 424 passengers. The 
legendary Delta Queen is 285 feet long 
and caters to 180 guests. These are the 
only two steamboats operating today 
that provide overnight accommoda- 
tions. They leave from New Orleans, 
Memphis, St. Louis, St. Paul, Cincin- 
nati and Pittsburgh on two- to eleven- 
night cruises. The paddle-wheelers sail 
the length of the Mississippi and Ohio 
Rivers with special emphasis in 1984 
on the Louisiana World Exposition. 

Special highlights of a trip on these 
vessels are stops along the way at such 
notable plantation estates as Rosedown 
(1835), Oak Alley (1839), Bocage (1801) 
and Nottoway (1859). 

They have Fall Foliage cruises that 
sail the Mississippi and Ohio between 
St. Louis, St. Paul, Cincinnati and Pitts- 
burgh. During Thanksgiving and 
Christmas there are Old Fashioned 
Holiday cruises. The Mardi Gras on the 
Mississippi cruises supply fun and the 
excitement of balls, costumes and festi- 
val decorations all without the crowds. 
Spring brings about the Pilgrimage 
cruises. Natchez, Vicksburg and St. 
Francisville invite lovers of history and 
of romantic traditions to step into the 
past for an enchanted visit through an- 
tebellum mansions of these cities. 

Of course, the festival of festivals in 
1984 will be the Louisiana World’s Ex- 
position. Four special cruises will be 
offered by the steamboats for this 
event, but the biggest spectacle will be 
the parade of ships to be held during 
the last week of May.

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LOUISIANA: Streaks of brillant red 
break over the west side of the mighty 
Mississippi. The morning is dawning 
and instinct tells us that the sun does 
not rise in the west; but in the Crescent 
City of New Orleans it does. It is at 
this point that the river makes a large 
crescent turn causing nature to reverse 
itself. Here boats plow upriver to the 
north to get to the Gulf of Mexico. The 
sun rises on the west bank of the river 
and sets in the east. 

Anticipation and excitement await 
you as you board the beautiful Natch- 
ez IX. A haunting tune is played upon 
the keys of a steaming calliope. A pen- 
etrating antique whistle breaks the 
heavy morning air.

Passengers will board at the Toulouse 
Street Wharf at 8 A.M. and cruise the 
Mississippi while enjoying a light 
breakfast, champagne and the sweet 
sounds of a Dixieland Jazz Band. The 
glamorous lady will land and disem- 
bark at the fair site at 10 a.m. 

Next to the Natchez is berthed the

If it’s dancing you like, then the riv- 
erboat S.S. President will be the one to 
cruise. The vessel boasts five decks, a 
capacity of 3,500 passengers and the 
largest dance floor on the Mississippi 
River for that “big band” sound. 

On September 11, 1983 New Orleans 
Paddlewheels, Inc. christened the Cre- 
ole Queen. This stern-wheeler is beau- 
ty in motion with gingerbread iron- 
work, Louisiana cypress woodwork, 
plush red carpet, elegant draperies and 
a Victorian bar. The Creole Queen is 
authentic both in interior and exterior. 
She is docked at the 1984 Louisiana 
World’s Exposition and will cruise 20 
miles up the Mississippi. The cruise 
takes you past Jackson Square, St. Lou- 
is Cathedral and the famous Café du 
Monde and French Market. 

All of these vessels will operate dur- 
ing the 1984 Louisiana World Exposi- 
tion and its 82-acre wonderland of fact 
and fantasy on the banks of the Mis- 
sissippi River.

AS RECENTLY AS 16 YEARS AGO THE IDEA OF COLLECTING 
PHOTOGRAPHS AS ART OBJECTS WAS ALMOST UNKNOWN 


Lee D. Witkin, whose New York gallery is 
devoted exclusively to photographic art, is 
superbly well-versed on the subject. With 
Barbara London he has written The Pho- 
tograph Collector’s Guide (New York 
Graphic Society, $20). Prior to the opening 
of his gallery in 1969, he was both a writer 
and professional photographer. 


The general acceptance of photogra- 
phy as collectible art, as something 
to hang on the walls, is a phenome- 
non of the last 15 years or so, and no 
one has been in a better position to 
observe this than Lee D. Witkin of: 
New York City. When Mr. Witkin 
opened his midtown gallery—one of 
the very first in the country devoted 
solely to photography—few people 
thought it would succeed. Even Mr. 
Witkin was not sure. “It was a ven- 
ture I figured I would try for about a 
year until I went broke—just some- 
thing I wanted to do because I 
thought that these beautiful photo- 
graphs were as much of a pleasure and 
an enrichment as an etching or paint-

ing. But every year kept passing and I 
kept meeting my bills.” 

Q. Which photographers did you show in the 
beginning? 

A. That first year everybody was 
available. All of the great living pho- 
tographers were actually flattered that I 
wanted to show them in this little 
walk-up gallery on 60th Street, and 
that included Edward Steichen, Marga- 
ret Bourke-White, Ansel Adams and 
Imogen Cunningham. Later on we had 
Brassai, Lartigue and Bill Brandt—just 
everybody. 

Q. Not only has your own gallery flourished, 
but there are now approximately 180 photo- 
graph galleries all across the country? Can you 
explain this? 

A. Yes. It has to do with the way our

society functions. We live in a time of a 
great consumer market. In the past, the 
collection of the arts was limited to the 
very wealthy or the very eccentric. 
Nowadays middle-class people want to 
collect things for investment or for sta- 
tus, and many of them have the money 
to do so—especially in America. Al-

most everybody wants some “art” in 
his house. 

Q. And they consider photography art? 

A. Well, it isn’t art, you know, it’s an 
“art form,” just as oil paint on canvas is 
an art form and watercolor is an art 
form. But, at this point people do seri- 
ously accept someone working in the 
medium of photography as an artist— 
or a great artist, as in the case of André 
Kertész who is one of the master image 
makers of the 20th century. Or people 
like Imogen Cunningham, Edward 
Weston, Berenice Abbott—they were 





all artists who chose to express 
themselves with a camera. 
Q. Do many people come to your gallery 
looking for investments? 
A. Yes, because a lot of people 
nowadays are “psyched-out” to 
buy—to collect for investment pur- 
poses. I sometimes annoy these po- 
tential clients when I refer them to 
books and other time-consuming 
things. They really don’t want to 
read books about photography. 
They really don’t want to under- 
stand what a photograph is and why 
a photographic print is different 
from an etching—why there is no 
limited edition. What they really 
want is for me to say, “Yes, buy this 
photograph, and I can guarantee 
that in two years it will be worth 
twice what you paid for it.” But 
there are no guarantees. Looking for 
an investment doesn’t seem a very 
good motive for starting a collection 
because there has to be an enthusiasm 
to do it well. A person has to have, first 
of all, the passion—the overwhelming 
desire—to collect, because in spite of 
the mass craze for collecting on all lev- 
els (individual and corporate), it still 
remains a very particular and peculiar 
occupation. Not everybody wants to 
indulge in it. 
Q. What advice would you give to a person 
who does have a passion for collecting photo- 
graphic prints? 
A. Decide what you can afford to put 
into it each year. There are so many 
wonderful things in galleries, museums 
and antiques shops you can certainly 
find something you love in your own 
price category. For instance, if you 
want to collect daguerreotypes, those 
of outdoor scenes or famous people— 
anything unusual—will cost the most,

Folk art adds grace notes

A Connecticut farmhouse erected in 1750 is home t 
a California antiques dealer, Beverly Ray, when she 
travels to the East on buying trips. Purchased about 
seven years ago, the little house reflects two decade: 
of collecting with a pro’s sharp eye to quality. Mrs 
Ray, whose shop—Beverly & Partner—is in New 
port Beach, Calif., loves old wood furniture, hooke 
rugs, quilts and spatterware. And to add punctuatio 
marks of wit and charm, she has filled her rooms

19th centuries. The color of her living room (below), 
called Yorktown Green, acts as a perfect “primitive 
neutral” background for the furnishings and an- 
tiques she has collected.

This room brings to mind vi- 
sions of joyful family gather- 
ings, both daily and on spe- 
cial occasions: children 
settling down to homework 
while parents cook, informal 
fireside dinners with guests, 
teenage spend-the-night par- 
ties with futons spread out 
on the tiled ledge around the 
fireplace. The possibilities 
are endless, just as Risto- 
matti Ratia intended when 
he planned the design. “I 
think this room represents 
the way families want to live 
today,’ says the chief de- 
signer of Marimekko. 

The room has many fea- 
tures that are longtime fa- 
vorites in a dream kitchen— 
a fireplace (right) and a 
greenhouse (below left)— 
and some new pluses as well, 
such as a home computer 
with its own desk and stor- 
age cabinets. The green- 
house and computer center 
flank a large central space 
that is divided intoa work area 
and dining/living room (see 
plan). All areas are open to 
each other for a feeling of 
spaciousness, but the dis- 
tinct divisions mean that sev- 
eral activities can go on at 
one time. As in any good 
kitchen plan, the cooking 
area is completely protected 
from traffic. 

One of the room’s greatest 
advantages is its flexibility. 
The tiled platform, furnished 
with futons and loose cush- 
ions, acts as a seating ledge 
for meals and a banquette 
for lounging—it also makes 
a soothing place for a Sun- 
day afternoon nap. The table 
with wheels on two legs is 
equally flexible. Rolled into 
the center of the room, with 
smaller chairs, it can seat six 
or more, and it can also be 
pushed close to the fire.» 
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Inset, above: The 
computer has its own 
desk and storage 
cabinet. On nearby 
shelves, part of a new 
modular system from 
St. Charles, other 
electronic equipment 


is stored. 


This bright, high-ceilinged 
room was designed to accom- 
modate a variety of activities 
while maintaining a sense of 
order.

without ever looking really 
messy because the height of 
the ceiling and the heavy 
structure of the beams take 
your eye up and over whatev- 
er may be on the counter or 
table.

In addition to the raftered 
ceiling, more visual excite-

show through). Stoneware on 
the table and in the rack above 
the work island provides yet 
another white texture. All of 
this white, plus light stream- 
ing in through skylights and 
greenhouse walls, makes the 
generously sized room seem 
even more spacious. The soft 
color of the cabinets and coun- 
tertops in the work area (left), 
repeated in the stripe on fu- 
tons and loose cushions, cre- 
ates a subtle accent for the 
white surfaces.

ast spring, when Barrie and Wynant Vanderpool first 

saw their barn, the viburnum and lilacs were in bloom: 
“We could smell the flowers as we drove up, and we fell in 
love.” Small by normal barn standards, the house was just 
what they wanted: “Something compact and easy to main- 
tain,” says Mrs. Vanderpool. “I didn’t want acres of shining 
floors to care for.’’ Most rooms in the house are tiny, but the 





high-ceilinged living room gives the illusion of spaciousness. 

Converted for living 10 years ago, the Vanderpools’ barn 
retains its original shape, and original features remain—heavy 
timbers in the living room and stone walls in two bedrooms. 
Although the house was a bit too rustic for the Vanderpools’ 
taste, they did no remodeling. “I’m a collector,” says Mrs. 
Vanderpool, “and don’t believe in putting money into things 
you can't take with you.” Her passion for collecting extends 
far beyond antique porcelains and English and American 
furniture. It includes “upholstered chairs with charming 
shapes” like those in her living room (pages 84 and 85). When 
she finds them at second-hand shops she buys them to store 
for future use.

he original post-and-beam living room

and light as possible, the beams (once a very dark 
brown) were lightened to blend with the pine clock. 
Bright majolica pottery, a collection of fish, woven 
cotton rugs and bamboo matchstick blinds keep the 
look lighthearted and simple. The decorating is geared 
to lively fun, and nothing is ‘‘off limits’ here or 
anywhere else in the house: The ambience is meant to 
be unreservedly inviting and completely child- and 
animal-proof.

A. Bennington pottery was 
made by two different factories 
working in Bennington, Vt., 
before 1896. The firms made 
brown glazed wares, Parian, 
yellowware, stoneware and 
other types. Dinnerwares of 
many types were produced in- 
cluding some flint enamel 





pieces like your coffeepot, Pari- 
an, graniteware and gold banded 
white porcelain. It is difficult to know 
if an unmarked piece was made at one of the Bennington 
factories. Your coffeepot appears to be one of the two 
known styles of flint enamel pots. You have the type with a 
helmet cover and the spout and handle placed on the rib of 
the design. If by a Bennington firm, it is worth about $1,500. 


Can you identify my bronze and ivory figure of a 
dancer? It belonged to my mother. The base is 

made of marble.

A. Bronzes from the 1920s 
were very different from earlier 
bronzes. Bronze figures with 
ivory hands and faces were 
made earlier but it was 
the Art Deco de- 
signers who 
made the 
most mem- 
orable fig- 
ures. Ivory was inexpensive and was used in abundance. The 
more ivory in a figurine, the lower the cost of production. 

Your dancer was made by the famous Romanian artist 
Demetre H. Chiparus, who lived in Paris. Many of his 
figures were based on Egyptian designs and on the ballet and 
theater. He also made many less stylized figures of children 
Your lady dancer is called “Tanara,” and it came in three 
sizes ranging from 7¥/, inches to 15 inches in length, the 
latter size worth about $4,000 if in good condition. The ivory 
must be unbroken and have no age cracks or stains.

PINOT NOIR: THE 
GRAPE AND ITS WINES 


oO me a fine wine made from 
the Pinot Noir grape seduces 
all the senses in a way no 
other wine does. Its pungent bouquet is 
a complex mélange of earth and fruit; 
its tantalizing flavors hint of spice, 
sometimes cherries; its texture reminds 
me of silk and satin. If all this seems 
exaggerated to you, I’d say you've nev- 
er tasted a truly fine Pinot Noir. Sadly, 
such an example of this red wine is 
hard, though not impossible, to find. 
Partly that’s because the home of the 
Pinot Noir grape, the 30-mile-long 
Cote d’Or region of Burgundy, in 
France, produces a very small amount 
of this wine. What's available is often 


expensive and not always up to its rep- 
utation. The wines are labeled with the 
area first, followed by the shipper of 
the wine. The least expensive are those 
called simply Bourgogne Rouge; for 
this wine the grapes can come from 
anywhere in the region. Three excel- 
lent Bourgogne Rouges are 1979 “Les 
Clous” of Villaine (about $6), 1978 
“Renommée” of Remoissenet (about 
$8) and 1978 “Les Vignes Marie” of 
Derey Freres (about $12). 

Better examples are labeled with the 
name of the commune the grapes come 
from—Pommard, Nuits-Saint-Georges, 
Vosne-Romanée, Chambolle-Musigny 
and Gevrey-Chambertin are among the 
best known. Good examples I’ve tried 
are the 1980 Pommard “Les Clos 
Blanc’ and 1980 Vosne-Romanée “Les 
Suchots” shipped by the Marchard de 
Gramont ($20 to $25), 1979 Nuits- 
Saint-Georges Premier Cru and 1978 
“Chateau Gris” of Lupé Cholet (about 
$18 to $23) and 1978 Gevrey-Chamber- 

n “Clos de la Justice’ shipped by 
Pierre Bourée (about $25). 

In California, trying to produce a 
great Pinot Noir in the style of classic 
Burgundy has become something of a 
quest for adventurous winemakers. 
Two wineries that seem to be succeed- 
ing are tiny Chalone, whose grapes 
grow in a remote mountain vineyard in 
Monterey County, and Acacia, in the 
Carneros region of the Napa Valley, 
which offers various bottlings from 
different vineyards, all excellent. (Ex- 
pect to pay $12 to $15.) 

The most hospitable location for 
Pinot Noir in the country may turn out 
to be Oregon; its cool coastal climate 
resembles that of Burgundy. So far I’ve 
been impressed with examples from 
Oak Knoll, Knudsen-Erath, Tualatin, 
and Eyrie, all hard to find outside the 
state but well worth sampling (all 
around $12). 

Pinot Noir’s savory quality comple- 
ments roast beef wonderfully. Its rich- 
ness makes it equally fine with other 
meat dishes or mild cheeses at the end 
of a meal. 

While Pinot Noirs can be enjoyed 
when young, many well-balanced ex- 
amples will age marvelously, gaining 
depth and pungency.@

I grew up thinking that when it came 
to food, the role of vegetables was def- 
initely a minor one, never the main 
attraction. Delicious as it may have 
been to nibble a string bean with my 
steak or scoop up some squash with 
my chicken, never, never would I have 
considered eating beans and squash by 
themselves. How boring! How unhealthy! 

Of course, in those days we thought 
steak was the perfect diet food and 
cholesterol was a cough syrup. Today, 
most of us know better, with the result 
that not only are we eating healthier 
meals, but better-tasting ones as well. 
And in an interesting turnabout, vege- 
tables are playing a starring role in our 
new, higher food-consciousness.

Stuffing. 
1/2 cup dried apricots 
1/2 cup dried prunes

|_| Wipe off meat and brown on grid- 
dle, over grill, in sauté pan or even in 
pan it will eventually be cooked in. 
Meat has enough outside fat without 
additional fat for browning. 

(_] Bring large pot of water to boil and 
dip cabbage head in it briefly. This will 
facilitate removing leaves in one piece. 
Keep dipping head as necessary while 
you remove leaves. Blanch leaves until 
flexible. Reserve them, after cutting 
out hard core-rib of each. 

[|] With handle of wooden spoon, 
make hole through center of loin along 
its length. Push stuffing into hole, us- 
ing your fingers. Once there is a good 
plug of stuffing in, it can be pushed 
further with wooden spoon handle or 
something a bit fatter. Make bed of 
blanched cabbage; place meat on it, 
sprinkle meat with salt, pepper and re- 
maining thyme, and then bring up 
edges of leaves so meat is fully encased 
in cabbage. Tie well with string. This 


can be completed a day ahead. The 
cabbage seals in moisture and aromas 
during cooking and adds flavor as well. 
(_] The braising pan should be 1/2 inch 
wider all around than food to be 
cooked, unless vegetables will be add- 
ed, in which case it should be 1 inch 
wider. A good pan to cook pork in is a 
fish poacher. Place meat in pan. Add 
stock. Bake, covered, 45 minutes in 
preheated 375° oven. Let sit 10 minutes. 
Remove meat to carving board and cut 
into thin slices. Arrange on warm 
plates and garnish with watercress. 
Pour cooking liquid into saucepan and 
bring to boil. Check for seasoning. If 
desired, pour 1/2 juices into another 
pan, add 1/2 amount of cream, bring to 
boil and reduce until it becomes light 
sauce. Pass separately. Serves 8.

Lay fish on top 
and season fillet with salt and pepper. 
Arrange tomatoes on top, then butter, 
then herbs. Sprinkle with wine or lem- 
on juice or arrange lemon slices on top. 
Fold foil over and seal edges tightly so 
they will not leak. Packages may be 
prepared to this point in morning and 
left refrigerated until dinner. If cooked 
directly from refrigerator add another 2 
minutes cooking time. 

(| Cook fish packages on grill for 
about 8 minutes or in preheated 450° 
oven for 10 minutes. Open package 
and slide directly onto very warm plate 
and serve immediately. If you used 
parchment paper instead of foil, simply 
put unopened packages on dinner 
plates for guests to open themselves.

Add soaking 
juices. 
[_] Place meat, tightly covered with foil, 
in preheated 375° oven and cook for 1 
hour if meat is at room temperature or 
1-1/4 hours if from refrigerator. Let 
rest 15 minutes before carving. 
[_] When ready to serve, cut large fillet 
off bone and slice into thin slices. Ar- 
range meat on heated platter or on 
heated plates. 
[_] Bring large pot of water to boil. 
Add Salt and plunge vegetables in. Re- 
move quickly, drain well, and while 
still hot, toss the vegetables in a hot 
bowl with warmed butter or good olive 
oil and herbs.

“de-commission” one battalion of ob- 
jects and activate another, she not only 
remembers their vital statistics with 
diarylike detail, she also enjoys the pa- 
rade of places and people their deploy- 
ment around the house brings to mind. 

In my family, historically, houses 
have revealed their special delights a 
little at a time, and often grudgingly. It 
is not the fault of the houses but rather 
the peculiarity of their occupants. Sel- 
dom has a house of ours been given a 
chance to wield its full emotional im- 
pact, because it seldom reaches a state 
of unequivocal completion. And when 
it does, we have been prone to cele- 
brate completion itself as the ultimate 
delight, and move from there to seek 
the hidden delights in still another 
wayward shelter. 

And yet, in the way that a collection 
of short stories may yield greater satis- 
faction, page for page, than a major 
novel, so too can the step-by-step res- 
toration of an ailing dwelling provide 
multiple pleasures whose sum total is 
greater than its phases. We have al- 
ways rejoiced when a house of ours 
gains a new kitchen, say, or south win- 
dow wall. Never mind, we think, that 
the living room may be stripped to its 
riblike lath. In good time it will also be 
beautiful in a fully contributing fash- 
ion. Meanwhile, the reality of the new 
kitchen or the new window wall has 
managed remarkably well to fulfill our 
need for a house that feels good. 

To be sure, not everyone finds ro- 
mance in remodeling. But we could 
wish for every family the pleasures 
that come from living in a house that is 
always springing a new surprise. At the 
moment we are bemused by a new 
spectacle, thanks to the location of a 
bridge overlooking our two-story liv- 
ing area and a border of lilac bushes 
beyond the windows. Here, in the sun- 
shine, is where our new puppy sits by 
the hour in a state of rapt fascination. 
It is the perfect place, she has discov- 


| ered, for monitoring the black-capped 


chickadees and juncos in the bushes. 
We didn’t plan the bridge with a 

bird-watching Chihuahua-terrier in 

mind—which, of course, makes it so

ical change in their diets overnight. No 
wonder the body rebels. 

“Let’s say you want to add more raw 
vegetables to your diet, and in the past 
have found that they disagreed with 
you. In order to adapt your body to 
this new food, you should start off 
with a very small amount, and contin- 
ue it over several weeks before enlarg- 
ing the portions—always gradually. 

“The body is remarkably suited to 
adaptation if we give it a chance. Re- 
member your first taste of alcohol? Or 
your first cigarette? It wasn’t fun, and 


took a lot of getting used to. Eventually 
though, we adapted to an alcohol or 
smoke intake which our bodies initially 
rejected. It will be the same with vege- 
tables—but more beneficial.” 

Even beyond the health-giving value 
of vegetables, their current vogue may 
derive in part from a wider change in 
attitude.

TOUCHES AND UNSURPASSED USE OF COLOR,

rom its beginning I’ve personally 
endorsed and embraced the 
American country look, which 
celebrates simple rural styles. Honest, 


unpretentious and sometimes whimsi- 
cal, its spirit has captured the hearts of 
many of us. 

Now it appears a variation on this 
American country look is emerging, 
and it comes to us from Norway, with 
an emphasis on graceful hand-carved 
pine pieces and colorful folk art deco- 
ration. (Our style forecast is covered on pages 
73 to 85 of this issue.) 

I first became aware of this exciting 
new trend about two years ago when I 
noticed a few Scandinavian pieces in 
some of the rooms we were photo- 
graphing. The richly painted and beau- 
tifully carved furniture caught my eye 
and piqued my interest, perhaps partly 
because of my Norwegian heritage but 


mostly because of its warm and true 
“folk” feeling. I started checking out 
books on the subject, and the research 
continued for a number of months, 
culminating in a trip to the source for a 
firsthand look. 

What I found in Norway convinced 
me we had spotted a style that was a 
natural and lovely complement to the 
American country look and one with 
clearly defined, individualistic origins. 
It offered nostalgia, simplicity, charm 
and enormous emotional appeal—but 
at the same time it satisfied our desire 
for color and decorative detail. 

The Norwegian country look is testi- 
mony to the pride of home ownership 
dating back to the Middle Ages. While 
most of Europe had serfs working for 
wealthy landowners, Norwegian farm- 
ers were free to own their own land 
and homes, a unique situation that 
gave them a special spirit of indepen- 
dence and pride. This in turn gave rise 
to a colorful home decorative art. 

In addition, the Industrial Revolu- 
tion almost completely bypassed Nor- 
way, leaving its old ways and folk arts 
intact. Most Norwegians have never 
discarded their past in favor of the 
newest and the latest. They would 
rather have an armoire that had been 
handed down through generations 
than own the most expensive, slick, 
new modern leather, chrome or glass 
pieces. In Norway it’s the custom not 
only to collect treasured objects but to 
live with them every day. 

Decorative painting was one of the 


last of the folk arts to develop in Nor- 
way. It’s called “rosemaling,” and the 
favorite object for painting was the 
dowry or storage trunk. But often an 
artist would cover an entire room— 
walls, ceilings, beams and doors—with 
wonderfully vivid colors. Norwegian 
pine, with its ageless look, seems to be 
the perfect counterpoint to set off this 
simple art because its wood carvings 
and decidedly Nordic accents mirror 
rosemaling’s decorative motifs. 

Traveling through the picturesque 
towns and villages of southern Nor- 
way, it was easy to see how the people 
and their folk art complement each 
other. Both are bright, cheerful and full 
of life. The pleasure that Norwegians 
get from each day is visible in the 
lilt of their voices and their quick 
smiles. I couldn’t help but respond to 
their spirit of welcome and warmth, a 
feeling that extended as well to the 
rooms and furnishings that we photo- 
graphed. 

Professionally, I’m confident that 
this old-world style will become an im- 
portant influence here. I’m not suggest- 
ing that the popularity of American 
country is waning. Not at all. It’s just 
that I feel quite strongly we’re search- 
ing for the next step to give our homes 
more personality and the warmth of 
the past. Norwegian country, with its 
unsurpassed use of color and its imagi- 
native folk touches, is a visual feast 
that accents American country and sat- 
isfies our deep urge to embellish and 
enrich our home environments. @

But we always know there is April. 
And April is our jubilee. 

On every Saturday afternoon in 
April there is a steeplechase, a race 
of country horses over farms and 
fences, ridden by gentlemen jockeys 
in their racing silks as bright as the 
first gardens of spring. It’s not only 
a sport—it’s a social gathering. 

The races are free, the grand- 
stands are grassy slopes sprinkled 
with tiny grape hyacinths, and ev- 
erybody comes. City meets country; 
country neighbors visit with friends 
they haven’t seen in months. 

In England races such as these 
were called steeplechases because 
the course was around one country 
church spire to the next. The name 
continues in America, especially in 
Maryland where it’s been a tradition 
since the turn of the century. And 
it’s a lovely way to spend an old- 
fashioned day in the country—time 
standing still, if only for a bit. 

Most of our neighbors, at one 
time or another, have had entries in 
these races, making it more exciting 


| for us. But for our own family, our 


horse life limited, these races have 
always been a spectator sport. Not 


| that we haven't tried. 


First there was Hammersmith,

We use hay bales 
for benches, have lunch on the 
lawn. After a week of tidying up the 
garden, sprucing up the house, we 
hope we are looking our best. We 
are unabashedly showing off. 

In Australia steeplechases like 
ours are called “picnic races,” and 
often we too take our guests on a 
big, grand picnic. We always start 
with “devilish” eggs, making them 
more Maryland by adding crab. 

There’s nothing quite like it, sit- 
ting on a hillside watching the ele- 
gance, the style and stretch of hors- 
es in the distance. It looks like a 
Degas painting, or perhaps an En- 
glish print. But once I taste the crab, 
I know just where | am.@

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THE COUNTRY PINE LOOK “MAY BE THE STRONGEST 
INTERIOR DESIGN STATEMENT OF THE DECADE”

ainted and then stripped, [pine] 

takes on a lovely faded pencil 

cedar color, utterly uncontem- 
plated at the date that the first coat was 
applied.” So wrote furniture historian 
Herbert Cescinsky in his classic 1937 
text English Furniture from Gothic to Shera- 
ton. To be sure, Cescinsky was referring 
to pine paneling rather than furniture. 
But when London’s Victoria and Albert 
Museum installed a whole room of it, 
stripped pine—from walls to wash- 
stands—became the rage among British 
decorators. 

Now the fashion is repeating itself in 
America. From designer-oriented an- 
tiques shops to trendy department 
stores, the fresh, scrubbed, honest 
“country pine look’”’ may be the stron- 
gest interior design statement of the 
decade. And it is directed as much to 
urban apartments as to quaint homes 
in the country. Pieces once relegated to 
humble kitchens now are the focal 
points of fashionable living rooms; 
washstands are occasional tables; open 
cupboards are display cases; even dry- 
sinks and early iceboxes have been re- 
born as stylish bars. 

The irony here is that, historically, 
pine has been the least admired and 
least respected wood in furniture mak- 
ing. The color of pine in the raw is not 
terribly pleasing, nor is its grain. And 
being one of the softer woods, pine is 
not as durable as oak, walnut, maple or

prising the current rage is English and 
Irish, pine played little part in even the 
early country traditions of Britain, 
where furniture carcasses traditionally 
were oak. Pine has been much more a 
part of the furniture history of the Al- 
pine countries and, of course, of early 
America. To conceal the less than ex- 
citing color and grain, cabinetmakers in 
these countries usually resorted to 
painting their pine work. Some pieces 
were done in solid colors; others were 
painted and grained to resemble the 
figuring of more exotic woods; still 
others were painted with the popular 
motifs of the times. 

Humble as these pieces seemed 
when made, the more elaborately 
decorated ones—particularly early 
pieces in good, original condition— 
are now among the most aesthetical- 


ly—and, in some instances, monetari- 


J 





ly—treasured examples of folk art. 

Pine pieces from early America are 
generally the most expensive. While a 
delightful 18th-century German mar- 
riage chest with a brightly painted 
background surrounding reserves filled 
with birds, flowers or geometric motifs 
(most of which had symbolic mean- 
ings) might cost several thousand dol- 
lars ... a Pennsylvania Dutch example 
made by German immigrants could 
cost five to ten times that much. 

Early New England painted pine 
might cost many tens of thousands of 
dollars, especially for pieces like great 
17th-century Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut chests with all-over decorative 
painting. Not all early American pine is 
quite so expensive, however. Much 
more reasonably priced are functional 
objects that were simply painted. Some 
of these are, nonetheless, quite inter- 
esting historically. For example, New 
England tavern tables are uniquely 
American because of their pine con- 
struction. And pine tabletop boards in 
America, unlike their oak counterparts 
in England, did not suffer from the 
same shrinkage and cracking that came 
with weather change. Because of this, 
larger planks, could be used to create 
great surfaces, widely and gracefully 
overhanging bases that were relatively 
small. Of course, original paint on sur- 
faces like these is rare; the more of an 
old surface that’s intact, the more cost- 
ly the piece. 

Special American pieces, like the 
great chests mentioned above, fall into 
the category of American folk or primi- 
tive furniture that commands great 
sums of money for its rarity and his- 
torical interest. These pieces lend cre- 
dence to the fact that some important 
furniture was, indeed, made in pine 
and that despite the current interest in

stripped pine, original surfaces general- 
ly make for more valued antiques. 

There is another category of pine 
furniture that falls between the folk art 
and ‘‘fresh-scrubbed-look”” examples, 
both in price and importance. In the 
mid-18th century English designers 
and cabinetmakers favored a return to 
stricter architectural interiors. Built-in 
cupboards and freestanding cabinets 
with carved pilasters and pediments 
abounded ... and stood before wide 
paneled walls with similar carving. To 
offset the massiveness of these pieces, 
the walls around them—and the furni- 
ture that seemed to extend from 
them—were painted. Pine was the 
wood of choice for this purpose. 

The neo-Palladian architectural look 
soon spread to the colonies, particular- 
ly in the mid-Atlantic states and Vir- 
ginia where many superbly carved 
pieces were of pine. This, of course, 
was the very paneling and furniture 
cited in Cescinsky’s ode to pine. 

The stripping of pine has been so 
widespread in this century that when 
queried about the original finishes on 
the 19th-century pieces most popular 
now, one English furniture expert 
sheepishly said he hadn’t a clue—he’d 
never seen a piece that wasn’t stripped! 
Another said that most pieces were 
probably stained the colors of more ex- 
pensive woods. But the sprucing up of 
humble homes, where it was impracti- 
cal to toss out the old and start anew, 
probably saw repeated refinishing of 
pieces that had been around a long 
time. 

Most of the antique pine making a 
splash today was crafted sometime be- 
tween the late 18th century and the 
mid- to late 19th. Accurate dating is 
difficult, since the forms generally are 
simplifications of shapes that lingered 
on in the British consciousness for 
many decades. But where pine furni- 
ture is concerned, unlike more sophis- 
ticated antiques, specific dates are not 
terribly important. Few of these pieces 
are likely to increase markedly in val- 
ue, even with a resurgence of the an- 
tiques market; their value is in the

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A DESIGNER FAMOUS FOR MIXING PRINTS SUGGESTS 
BEGINNING WITH PASTEL COLORS AND SMALL PATTERNS 


John Robert Moore, an interior designer who 
studied at the Parsons School of Design, is 
well known among professionals and amateurs 
alike for the masterful way in which he brings 
together a variety of patterns and prints in one 
room. Mr. Moore, who was never attracted to 
minimalism, has always been fascinated by 
the patterns on everything from cashmere 
shawls and patchwork quilts to fine antique 
Chinese porcelains. 


t’s easy to list all the transforming 

things that prints and patterns can 

do: warm up a cold room, enrich a 
plain one, disguise architectural 
faults, camouflage a less-than-perfect 
piece of furniture, create a comforting 
environment. What is nof always so 
easy to list are ways to begin decorat- 
ing a room with several prints and 
how to unravel the mysteries of color 
and scale. In fact, combining printed 
fabrics and wallpaper in one room is 
often made to seem like an esoteric 
art—one better left to the experts. 

One such expert, interior designer 
John Robert Moore, admits that deco- 
rating with a mixture of prints often 
takes a very experienced eye, but he 
does believe that there are places where 
novices and amateurs can begin. “You 
can’t just run out and buy prints and 
more prints,” he says. ‘“We’ve all seen 
lots of rooms that are disasters because 
they look like the owner tried everything. 
You must have an overall concept. 

“Tf I were a beginner I wouldn’t take 
on a great challenge as the very first 
thing,” he continues. “For a start try 
something small and easy like a guest 
room or office, and work up from 
there. Dont start with a 40-foot room!” 
Further, he points out, “smaller rooms 
tend to accommodate several prints be- 
cause the fabrics—and wallcoverings, if 
you use them—help camouflage the 
room’s size. 

“Starting with a range of colors you

feel comfortable with—and can work 
with easily—is also important. Pastels, 
for instance, are easy to use. I don’t 
mean sickeningly sweet colors, but soft 
tones like pale salmon, pale green, light 
blue. Strong colors like bittersweet or 
exotic turquoise are much harder, and 
can be a disaster unless you really 
know what you are doing. And even 
with pastels it’s better to stick to only 
two or three colors.” 

Referring to a room he designed with 
four different printed fabrics, a blue 
and white striped wallpaper, a rag rug 
and patchwork quilt (HB, December 
1983), Mr. Moore says, “it had that 
easy quality I call ‘melting’—a subtle 
melting of prints—because all the col- 
ors were soft pastels. And all the fab- 
rics were small-scale. I think if you’re 
using a lot of prints it’s easier to stick 
to smaller ones—close to each other in 
size. They are softer to use and more 
workable. Several strong patterns—like 





strong colors—are not what a novice 
should try! 

“Of course, no one wants dozens of 
fabrics in every room. In a large, not- 
so-intimate space planned for a great 
many people I might use fewer pat- 
terned fabrics. With fewer prints it’s 
important to learn how to balance 
them. Sometimes the safest way is to 
start with one large-scale fabric and 
two smaller ones, and space them out. 
Obviously you wouldn’t put the larger 
print on the sofa and then use the small- 
er ones for sofa pillows. The room 
would be lopsided! 

“T usually do start with the largest 
upholstered pieces—the sofa or (in a 


_,very big room) the sofas. It’s a good 
Q way to begin if you're not very experi- 
x enced. It’s like a menu—better to plan 
“the entree first. Small-scale fabrics for 
2 : : 

< small chairs and for pillows are always 


easy to find.’”” Here Mr. Moore detours 
for a minute to point out one of the 
great advantages of printed fabrics— 
camouflaging the shape of an uphol- 
stered piece. ‘Prints are especially use- 
ful for disguising the weak points of a 
less-than-perfect piece,’ he says. 
“When a sofa or chair does not have a 
very pretty shape plain fabric just 
makes it more obvious.” 

Getting back to the patterns and col- 
ors to begin with in a room, the design- 
er continues, “Of course if you have a 


, 


rug or think you want one, that’s the 
place to start. It may have colors in it 
you want to work with or a strong 
pattern you have to consider.” 

In his own living room Mr. Moore 
chose a fairly large scale floral with a 
22-inch repeat for a chair and chaise 
longue, then painted his floor with a 
blown-up version of a pattern taken 
from a Chinese vase. “After that I just 
sort of filled in. Frankly, everything in 
here is a pattern except one ottoman

that is a texture and a chair that is 
ribbed silk. It’s funny, but I was never 
really drawn to using plain things. I 
have done some rooms without much 
pattern, but I always go back and adda 
beautiful odjef, such as a Persian bowl or 
an interesting painting. It doesn’t have 
to be printed fabric that adds interest 
in a room. Textures, like an incised rug 
or a stippled glaze or strié on the walls 

. all these add pattern. Something 
subtle like a damask, which changes 
depending on the way the light catches 
it, doesn’t read the same as a printed 
fabric, but the eye gets the sense of 
pattern just the same. Chippendale 
chair backs, intricately carved or inlaid 
furniture, a collection on a tabletop— 
all these add depth and interest.

“For me organizing a room full of 
patterns and prints is similar to what 
an artist does when he squeezes every 
color of paint onto the palette, and 
then begins dabbing and experiment- 
ing. I throw in something that might be 
an interesting accent color, and if it’s 
too strong I take it out and grade it 
down. And everyone can do this. Just 
experiment slowly piece by piece until 
your eye becomes sharper and more 
expert. And don’t forget if you are ex- 
perimenting with a swatch of fabric— 
get a piece big enough to show the 
repeat and all the colors!” @

was rerouted. 
Developers announced their inten- 
tion to build a shopping mall in the 
historic heart of a Midwestern town. 
That threat brought together a group of 
community advocates, architects, plan- 
ners and town officials who convinced 
the developers to locate their enterprise 
elsewhere. The mall was built, and an 
old, established neighborhood—un- 
touched—became a historic district. 
These were but two of the success 
stories shared by members of the Na- 
tional Trust for Historic Preservation at 
a three-day conference held in San An- 
tonio, Tex., late last year. The nearly 
1,600 participants comprised a rich 
mixture of concerned citizens, volun- 
teer activists, city planners, architects 
and preservationists—the latter a new 
breed of college-trained professionals 
steeped in architectural history and 
alert to economic and social issues. 


The topics engaged were many and 
varied, but if there was a single theme 
recurrent in each workshop, lecture 
and panel discussion, it was this: To 
succeed, historic preservation demands 
cooperation, and cooperation may 
mean compromise. 

“Sometimes you end up with more 
aluminum siding than you’d like to 
see,’ warned Martha Graham, member 
of the Salisbury, Md., city council and 
former chairman of the Newton His- 
toric District Commission. “But that’s 
not as important as getting business 
interests involved in preservation. For 
once you have the businessmen, politi- 
cians will follow.” 

Ms. Graham recalls a time when 
preservation was equated with com- 
munism among Salisbury city fathers. 
Eventually, however, they could point 
with pride to an entirely restored 


With its network of 
regional offices plus adjunct state and 
local associations, the National Trust is 
the only nationwide, private, nonprofit 
organization dedicated to the protec- 
tion and continued use of significant 
buildings—residential as well as com- 
mercial, religious and civic. 

Nowhere were the fruits of historic 
preservation more evident than in the 
host city, San Antonio, where confer- 
ence-goers were invited to tour re- 
stored homes in the beautiful King 
William District. This area, which 
stretches along a bend in the San Anto- 
nio River—itself a restoration tri- 
umph—was once a community of 
monied mill owners and bankers. 
There, in the mid- to late 19th century, 
a great cluster of Greek Revival and 
Texas Victorian homes of elegant pro- 
portions arose, facing each other along

broad avenues not far from downtown. 
The main axis of this community was 
King William Street. It still is. 

In 1921, after a disastrous flood, 
many homeowners sold at a sacrifice 
and fled to high ground—the northern 
suburbs—and the quality of life in 
King William deteriorated. World War 
II and the presence of military bases in 
and around San Antonio brought a 
critical need for housing. Carving King 
William’s great homes into rooming 
houses and apartments was considered 
patriotic. After the war, the shortage 
over and the rush to the suburbs accel- 
erating, the area fell into decay. 

In the 1960s some preservation- 
minded San Antonians, aware of the 
architectural treasures that lay behind 
the peeling paint and crumbling fa- 
cades, began buying up and renewing 
these properties. The movement caught 
fire as family after family embraced the 
in-town convenience and the magnifi- 
cent space and style these homes af- 
forded. Today King William is a regis- 
tered historic district. Nearly 100 
homes there have been renovated; a 
great many of these have been faithful- 
ly restored. Admiring the grandeur of 


_the homes they toured, many National

lie fallow and undiscovered in or near 
their own communities. 

Historically, neighborhoods—of which 
King William is an extraordinary ex- 
ample—have been at the economic core 
of a preservation movement that has 
advanced because of the individual ini- 
tiative it has inspired. Each victory, 
each triumph against opposing odds, 
has begun with individuals and has 
benefited individuals as well: home- 
owners and citizens. 

Preservation’s impact varies with 
each example. But the overall benefit

was summed up not long ago by May- 
or William H. Hudnut of Indianapolis, 
whose sentiments were recalled at the 
conference: “I don’t want this town to 
be a doughnut with a strong ring and a 
weak center. I want it to be a cookie— 
solid all the way through.” 

To preservation-minded ambassa- 
dors from America’s cities and towns 
the words rang true. For even the 
smallest community has seen its core 
deteriorate as its suburbs expanded, 
but few have been able to halt the 
deterioration. 

Granbury, Tex., is one community 
that has succeeded, and it was not an 
easy success at that. Describing the as- 
tonishing renewal of this tiny prairie 
town, preservation activist Mary Lou 
Watkins recalled what could have been 
a devastating setback to the local ef- 
fort. Granbury applied for a $100,000 
grant to restore its great old opera 
house, but the request was rejected. 

“This ended up being one of the best 
things that could have happened to 
us,’ Ms. Watkins insisted. For the 
town fathers succeeded in turning up 
100 donors each willing to pledge 
$1,000. Not only were the needed 
funds acquired, but historic preserva- 
tion in Granbury acquired 100 new 
partners. The campaign was so effec- 
tive that even the old jailhouse was

HOW TO UNCOVER THE HIDDEN DESIGN 
TREASURES OF NORWAY 


mericans find a mirror of their 

own heritage in Norway. The 

wholehearted, generous style of 
living that is Norway is reflected in 
many of our own Midwestern houses 
and furnishings. Their design and dec- 
oration came with the immigrants in 
the late 19th century. The material 
common to both countries—abundant 
hardy wood. The splendor of the coun- 
try’s natural setting brings with it a 
desire to see it all—the gently rolling, 
farm-studded valleys of the south, the 
glaciers to the northwest and the mag- 
nificent crevasselike fjords of the west. 
Everything about Norway, its architec- 
ture, food, art and hand-worked tradi- 
tions, bears a direct relation to 
nature and reflects the harmony 
Norwegians have created with 
their environment. The best way 
to see this harmony is to visit 
some of the nationally run folk 
museums that abound through- 
out the country. The museums 
consist of collections of build- 
ings—houses, barns, storehouses, 
dairies, bakeries, churches, old 
schoolhouses and farm-related 
outbuildings—that show you 
just how early Norwegians 
worked with what they had: nat- 
ural materials of wood and stone 
in dramatic natural settings. 
Oslo, the “city that thinks it is 
really a park,” has two such mu- 
seums: Bjérnsgard on Lake Bogstad- 
vannet (see pages 84 fo 85 of this issue) and 
the larger Norsk Folke Museum which 


attracts thousands « visitors every 


year. Like the collections of buildings 
held in private hands, whose breath- 
taking interiors are featured in this is- 
sue, the Norwegians have brought 
from every part of the country a huge 


sampling of the traditional architecture 
displayed by cottages, farmhouses,

churches and workshops. This is done 
with an eye toward historic preserva- 
tion as much as it is for tourism. It is 
also interesting to note that the Nor- 
wegian government dispenses small 
subsidies to private homeowners who 
agree to preserve in toto their “an- 
tique” interiors. Private American tour 
operators, such as Pat Virch of Mar- 
quette, Mich., are thereby able to offer 
American visitors undreamed-of op- 


portunities to glimpse the inside of 
these houses as part of Norway’s open- 
to-the-public policy. You can do this 
on your own, of course, but it is only 
done by prearranged appointment ... 
it helps to know someone who lives 
there. 

These special, privileged excursions 
into people’s houses, cabins, ski huts 
and summer places all emphasize the 
importance of wood—how it has been 
prepared and “dressed.” You sense im- 
mediately the heart and love with 
which some of these very humble 
dwellings (whether in a musuem or 
private context) have been decorated. 
Painted interiors constituted a national 

passion from the mid-1700s to 
around 1830. No wood surface 
was left untouched and for good 
reason. There is little sunlight 
through the winter, and in its ab- 
sence nothing brings cheer and 
warmth into a room like a coat of 
paint. Paint was used like light— 
bright yellow with farmhouse- 
blue, punched-up with ketchup- 
red. The firelight from huge 
hearths in the central family 
room, usually the kitchen, would 
reflect off these rich colors creat- 
ing a warm, romantic glow. Few 
original or very old farmhouses 
have been electrified, thereby 
preserving the reliance on light- 
reflecting colors. 
Is it possible to find any of the fur- 
nishings of these old houses? There are 
two acknowledged “vacuums” in the 
antiques market: Irish and Norwegian. 
And the Norwegian government ex- 
pressly forbids the exportation of au- 
thentic antique pieces, regardless of 
their category. So the best place to look 
into acquiring Norwegian country re- 
productions is in Vinstra, in the Gud-

brandsdal, a valley of great charm due 
north of Oslo. There you'll find the 
manufacturing firm Krogenaes- 
Mobler. This company makes good 
quality reproductions of the sought- 
after cupboards, hanging cupboards, 
hutches, single-plank long tables, bar- 
rel-shaped chairs, beds, cabinets and 
benches. Traditional joining methods 
are used and the wood is always the 
best, iron-hard mountain pine. While 
some pieces are painted with rosemaled 
motifs, others are leached and then 
naturally finished to yield that soft, 
buttery yellow cast that makes pine 
such a beautiful, simple joy. 


In search of the “real thing” 

If Vinstra is not a part of your itiner- 
ary, you may see an exhibit of Krogen- 
aes-Mobler’s country furniture at 
Scandinavian Design, 1001 Nicollet 
Ave., Minneapolis, MN 55403, begin- 
ning May 16 and running for six 
months. Only a handful of American 
antiques dealers offer the “real thing,” 
brought to this country during the mi- 
grations: Evergreen Antiques with its 
two stores in New York City; Roger 
Lashua of Akeley, Minn.; and White 
Horse Antiques in Quogue, Long Is- 
land, N.Y. are three reputable places 
whose inventories of Norwegian 
“finds’’ are representative of the genre. 
The late-19th-century hand-painted 
cupboard (page 60) has painted scrolling 
on its interior door panels. The cup- 
board, from Evergreen Antiques, costs 
around $3,000; this gives you an idea of 
how valuable these old country pieces 
are becoming. 

Norway’s traditional handcrafts are 
also protected and encouraged by the 
government. Scattered across the coun- 
try is a network of husfliden, official 
centers where you can buy the best 
Norwegian hand-painted accessories 
for your home as well as clothing. Stu- 
dios and workshops are kept thriving 
because every major city has at least 
two centers where you can buy hand- 
worked silver for the table, embroi- 
dered linens and other textiles, all 
manner of carved wood and painted 
wood, hand-blown glass and myriad 
other decorative accessories for the 


house. These stores carry things that 
are far above the level of mass-pro- 
duced souvenirs, and the profits are 
put toward training and developing 
traditional art forms as a way of mak- 
ing a living. 


By sea, land and air 

Getting around Norway takes plan- 
ning simply because there are so many 
options that yield rich but different 
views. Travel by water is everyone’s 
first choice. There’s nothing like it. The 
southwest passage—which can be trav- 
eled by a combination of car and ferry, 
from Kristiansand to Stavanger to Ber- 
gen—is a first-time thrill no matter 
how often you take it. Pure charm de- 
scribes the small fishing villages nes- 
tled along the edges of the water sur- 
rounded by great glacial rocks, crags 
and green farmlands. Farther north, the 
fjords, varying in size from river-nar- 
row to huge expanses, provide a sense 
of dramatic intimacy with the land and 
unparalleled scenic vistas at every bend 
in the road. 

If you love trains, one of the great 
rides goes between Oslo and Bergen 
(take it west for the more exciting ar- 
rival). The journey covers land that re- 
veals the entire topography of Norway: 
lakes, glaciers, forests, mountains, 
plains, tundra, and the farmland of 
Oslo, not unlike that featured on page 
60. There are dining facilities on all 
Norwegian trains. They run on time 
and it’s great fun to pack an enormous 
picnic as the Norwegians do and hop 
out at brief stops to pick the berries 
growing on the hillsides lining the 
tracks. 

SAS—Scandinavian Airlines—flies 
directly to Oslo and Bergen. As a spe- 
cial help to House Beautiful’s readers, a 
plan for visiting Norwegian folk muse- 
ums in many of Norway’s rural moun- 
tain valleys is being put together by 
SAS. This plan outlines how best to 
organize your travel time in keeping 
with your interest in ethnic Scandina- 
vian architecture, interiors, food, crafts 
and history. SAS also owns and oper- 
ates hotels in all of Norway’s major 
cities. Many Americans find it conve- 
nient to book ahead in large cities but 
to play it by ear when they travel in 
deep country. Your travel agent can 
streamline your hotel arrangements 


and suggest package tours when you 
book your flights. Write SAS, History 
& Heritage, 138-02 Queens Blvd., 
Dept. HB, Jamaica, NY 11435. 

Is there a way to prepare for a trip 
whose focus includes interiors? One 
thing you can do is visit Vesterheim, 
The Norwegian-American Museum in 
Decorah, Iowa, to the northwest of 
Dubuque. This small, regional jewel- 
of-a-museum is a masterpiece of living 
Norwegian history and traditions. Its 
director, Marion J. Nelson, has brought 
together a marvelous collection of fur- 
nishings, household objects and entire 
painted rooms. Every year during the 
month of July the museum holds a 
Norwegian festival of music, dancing 
and food that keeps Norway’s old- 
world style alive within the context of 
today. The museum also publishes a 
newsletter whose contributors are Nor- 
wegian and American, thereby keeping 
alive a constant dialogue between art- 
ists, historians and craftsmen here and 
abroad. A number of teachers who 
conduct courses at the museum in 
18th-century painting techniques bring 
experts to Decorah to supervise stu- 
dents’ work. The whole point of The 
Norwegian-American Museum is to 
bring the experience of Norwegian vi- 
tality into each visitor’s life. Vester- 
heim is a must if you are anywhere in its 
vicinity. 


A year-round wonderland 
When is a good time to visit Nor- 
way? The answer to that depends en- 
tirely on your interests. The fjords are 
at their most spectacular between the 
months of May and September. If you 
want to see the midnight sun you 
should plan to travel in late June and 
early July. The equinox occurs on June 
21 and the days begin to grow shorter 
and shorter; after this time you should 
plan your tour progessively north. 
Troms¢g is the city furthest north 
whose hotels and restuarants provide 
the level of service Americans have 
come to expect. Going further north 
than Troms¢ brings you into Lapland. 
The Norwegians enjoy their moun- 
tain and island hideaways in summer 
and there is no greater compliment 
than to be invited to spend a weekend 
with a Norwegian family when they all

Ainslie, ‘we could usually depend on a 
series of incentives—on tax breaks and 
tax credits and on restrictions like his- 
torical district ordinances—but in these 
times incentives and restrictions do not 
always accomplish preservation’s 
goals.” 

After all, he asked, “what can the 
preservation movement offer a finan- 
cially strapped city government bent 
on selling its surplus land—including 
the parcel that holds up a priceless 
19th-century courthouse? What can we 
offer the congregation struggling with- 
out assistance to maintain an historic 
church—and before that congregation 
is offered buckets of money in return 
for the church’s little piece of land?” 

Such questions are not answered by 
glib speechmaking or well-intentioned 
hand-wringing. Mr. Ainslie urged his 
constituents to face up to “the urgent 
need—and I stress that word ‘urgent’— 
to encourage and develop and employ 
among us new orders of creativity ... 
better methods of financing, better tar- 
geted and more efficacious tax incen- 
tives, better landmark legislation.” 

Further, he said, ‘“Now that we have 
made preservation a force ... we have 
to work to broaden its constituency.” 
This means more communities will 
have to become involved, more indi- 
viduals committed; the fruits of histor- 
ic preservation will have to be given 
greater visibility, with more recogni- 
tion awarded to strong-willed advo- 
cates who keep up the momentum. 

In a major step toward realizing 
these goals, the week of May 13 to 19 
has been designated National Historic 
Preservation Week, to be observed by 
more than 5,000 preservation and 
neighborhood organizations nation- 
wide. Its theme: ‘Preservation is Tak-

rought from every important valley of 
Norway over a period of about 38 years, 
Jan Petter Roed’s collection is the most 
extraordinary legacy of Norway’s art and 
MMMM architecture. Each building and its fur- 
nishings reflect a sustained, ongoing tradition of hand- 
crafted wood and decorative interior painting. From 
childhood Norwegians learn to express their individ- 
uality through working with wood. Further, Norway is 
distinguished by vigorous differences of style that ex- 
ist from valley to valley, each functioning historically 
as a separate art center. Four of these regional styles are 





represented at Lunner: Setesdal, Telemark, Gud- 
brandsdal, and Skjak and Lom. If you were to visit these 
enchanted places you'd find one or two country dwell- 
ings whose timbered walls and furnishings—beds, 
chests, cupboards, boxes—still bear the signs of this 
individual rural spirit. These are the pieces modern 
Norwegians prefer to live with and, wherever possible, 
they undertake to restore their old, cherished houses 
and household furnishings themselves. ‘‘When you sit 
in a chair 300 years old that you know has 300 more to 
offer, you gain a perspective that brings new dimen- 
sions to the meaning of time,’’ says Mr. Roed.

houses. Print rooms had 
the effect of turning ante- 
rooms, dining rooms, bou- 
doirs and library/studies 
into galleries. Themes, per- 
sonal to the owners, could 
edify the viewer or satisfy a 
memory the way modern 
photographs do today. 
And, happily, the print 
room is again becoming 
pains popular as a way of using 
beautiful old engravings 
that might otherwise be 
banished to a packing 
crate. There are also wonderful, newly issued reproductions 
of old engravings, so don’t think you can't have a print room 
because you lack old prints! The former curator of Castle- 
town, Nicola Wingate-Saul, is reviving the print technique 
for clients. She executed the room on the following pages 
and is also doing screens—those marvelous devices that 
make rooms within rooms. For about $13 (apx. £7.50) for 
three 30-by-20'/,-inch paper sheets you can duplicate this 
18th-century style in a small room by ordering borders, 
swags and garlands from The National Trust, in England.»

The four-poster owes its allure to draped sheeting and 
the enclosed world it creates. Here designer Paul Leon- 
ard has made the four-poster’s terrain even more ap- 
pealing with a fresh sky-blue and cloud-white scheme:

color chip. Buy a pint of your intended color 
and brush it on the darkest corner of the room. 


See how it fares in daylight and twilight—and 





how you like the effect. ® Mix your own colors. | 
If you can’t find a certain luminescent pink, buy 
a can of crushed-raspberry-red and add white 
until it reaches a hue you like. @ If you’re not 
sure of your color preference, don’t make an in- 
tellectual choice.

My clock is labeled “Patent clocks invented by Eli 
Terry made and sold at Plymouth, Conn., by E. 
Terry & Sons.” I would like to 
have it repaired. Will that af- 
fect the value? 

—S.T., Billings, Mont. 


A. Eli Terry patented a new 
type of shelf clock with a 
wooden movement in 1816. 
The style made it possible to 
mass produce clocks. It is possi- 
ble to date your clock from the 
label because the word “Sons” 
was only used from 1818 to 
1824. Have it repaired; be sure 
to restore the old works. Do not 
replace the works with a totally new mechanism. A good 





repair should add to the value. Be sure the clock repair is 
noted on the inside of the clock. Properly repaired, the clock, 
if the case and glass are original, is worth over $1,500. 


What can you tell me about my old weather vane? It 
is copper with small traces of gold. The vane is over 

5 feet in length. 
—A.G., Providence, R.I. 


A. Weather vane makers in America advertised their wares 
as early as 1720. Most of the vanes were one of a kind; but 
by the 19th century, many commercial makers were offering 
hundreds of styles of vanes through catalogs. Some styles 
are still being made. Your vane is unusual because the driver 
of the sulky has a beard. A similar bearded figure riding a 
bicycle was made by Baldwin, a New York maker. Most of 
the sulky vanes seem to date back to the 1850s. Your vane, if 
it is old, is worth about $5,000. 
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My 10-inch dish is blue, orange-red and yellow. The 
design appears Oriental. What is this pattern called? 
I would like to find a full set of similar dishes. 
—R.S., Concho, Ariz. 
A. You own a plate in the Imari pattern. Imari is the name of 
a Japanese port city. “Imari style” dishes were made in other 
parts of the world as well. 

You can assemble a 
set of old Imari dishes 
that will match in 
color and style even 
though they might 
not be the same de- 
sign. The scalloped 
edges and border trim 
suggest that yours is a 





mid-19th-century 
English plate. Exam- : 
ine the plate back. Most Oriental dishes have an unglazed 
back rim while English pieces are covered with glaze. Your 
plate would retail for about $100.

A. You own a “counting desk.” Sea captains and merchants

The style of your 
desk suggests a Mas- 
sachusetts origin, 
from about 1810 to 
1820.

ecently a friend of mine 
looking for a special wine 
for her husband’s birthday 
asked my help. She wanted a bottle 
from his birth year—1937—and had nc 
luck at retail shops. I suggested she try 
a wine auction. I made the same sug- 





gestion to a friend who has become 
interested in Port and wanted a few 
cases of something that was mature but 
not too expensive. 

Contrary to what many people 
think, wine auctions aren’t just for rich 
collectors. They provide both a forum 
for sellers who want to dispose of wine 
collections and a terrific opportunity 
for wine enthusiasts to pick up fine 
wines at reasonable prices. That’s why 
you see so many retailers bidding. At 


recent Christie’s auctions, ‘66 Bordeaux 
has sold for as little as $200 to $300 a 
case. (Expect to pay more, of course, 
for older or scarcer wines.) 

There’s nothing like attending a 
wine auction to experience the excite- 
ment and find the very best bargains, 
but bidding by mail is also fun. I know 
because I’ve done it myself, and have 
been able to get scarce bottles for spe- 
cial occasions just that way. Although 
there are now a number of wine auc- 
tions around the country held to bene- 
fit charities I find these are not the best 
sources for bargains. Your two best 
bets are the well-known annual Heub- 
lein auction, to be held this year in 
May (write Heublein Wine Auction, 
Box 505, Farmington, CT 06032) and, 
especially, the frequent auctions con- 
ducted by Christie’s, most of which are 
held in Chicago. This spring they’ll be 
held April 14 and June 23. For catalog 
inquiries write to Christie’s Subscrip- 
tion Department, 21-24 44th Ave., 
Long Island City, NY 11101. (Expect to 
pay $10 and up for auction catalogs.)

WE CAN’T ALL LIVE IN A PLACE OF OUR HEART'S DESIRE, 
BUT WITH IMAGINATION WE CAN BRING IT CLOSE

had a call the other day from a 
| es with a house in the woods 
that everyone envies. “I can’t stand it 

here,” she said. “All those trees and 
bugs, and the house is so dark it feels 
like being in prison. We’ve got to sell it.” 

She and her husband bought the 
house about a year ago and though 
neither of them liked the setting, it was 
in a good school district and had the 
requisite number of rooms. It was the 
most practical decision, she told me at 
the time. 

Although I’m not about to remind 
her today, I warned her then not to buy 
a place she couldn’t love. One doesn’t 
have to love it at first sight; as with 
people, love develops when the right 
ingredients are there. But also as with 
people, when we start out with nega- 
tive feelings, it’s awfully hard to over- 
come them. 

In the intensity of searching for a 
house or apartment, people too often 
forget to look for the intangibles, for 
the things that will satisfy their emo- 
tions or intellect as well as their basic 
needs. For that reason, it’s essential to 
think through what you care about, 
what is important to you, and also 
what you do not like before making the 
crucial decision of where to live. 

For Gloria Vanderbilt, light and a 
sense of history—both personal and 
cultural—are fundamental require- 
ments in any of her homes. “Light I 
would put at the top of my list,” she 
says. “But I’ve also learned that rooms 
rich in architectural detail are equally 
vital to me 

“We briefly lived in a large, very 
modern building. We had fallen in love 
with the light, but the space didn’t 
work for me: low ceilings and no archi- 
tectural detail. When I was living in 
that building I always thought I was in 
some city out of town—just passing 
through. 


“Now we have an old apartment 
with high ceilings and not long ago I 
gave up my studio to paint at home, so 
I can really take full advantage of the 
wonderful light. The dining room is 
large, with tall windows facing north. I 
put a drop cloth on the floor with my 
easel and architect’s drawing table on 
it, and keep my paints on the side- 
board. Even when we entertain it’s all 
left right out. I love feeling it’s all 
here—my work and my life. 

“Old floors, molding, windows that 
are not just panes of glass—those mean 
stability to me. They’ve been around 
for a long time and are likely to remain. 
They have a history as do we all, which 
is why I believe that decorating is auto- 
biographical. The things we surround 
ourselves with tell us and others who 
we are. Nothing is more boring than 
going into a room that’s completely 
anonymous. You have no sense of who 
lives there—you think you're in a very 
nice hotel. To me, a room is a success if 
you could describe the person who 
lived there without even knowing 
them.” 

Suzanne Varney demands two things 
in any home: fresh flowers everywhere 
and a sense of openness. ‘‘What sold us 
on our apartment were the two large 
rooms that open off the entrance, lined 
with windows along the facing wall. 
We took off all the doors and made 
arches so the space can flow without 
interruption. 

“T have to have operiness. If the 
room is small, it must have lots of win- 
dows. Before Carlton and I were mar- 
tied I lived in a studio apartment. But 
even with only one room, I never felt 
closed in because one whole wall was 
windows. I would hate to have to work 
facing a solid wall.” 

Because of their love for open space, 
the Varneys’ country house plays a vi- 
tal part in regenerating their creative 
energies. ““We have two different life- 


styles,” says Suzanne, who is president 
of Carlton V. “All week we live in the 
city. The city means work. We’re all up 
at six-thirty; Carlton is out by eight; 
and the boys by eight-thirty. That’s 
when I take care of any household 
chores before heading off to my office. 

“My one relaxation during the week 
is to look at beautiful pictures. Some- 
times after dinner is finished and the 
children are doing their homework, I'll 
go into the living room and make my- 
self comfortable—put my feet up on 
the coffee table, and settle down to 
read one of my beautiful books. I have 
them all over the living room: bocks on 
flowers, food, architecture, decorating. 
I find that looking at them is one of the 
most relaxing things I can do. 

“When we leave for the country on 
Friday, everything reverses. It starts in 
the car—everyone begins to unwind. 
We're going to the country, and all the 
creative, fun things start to happen.” 

Interior designer Alexandra Stoddard 
(on pages 100 to 105 youll see how she used 
color to make a house “happy’) gains her 
inspiration from English gardens. ‘For 
me, it’s crucial to have beauty in my 
life,” she says. “Although I know I 
can’t change the world, the one place I 
can make an imprint is in my own 
home—mine and my clients’. I can cre- 
ate my own reality, which is designing 
homes that make us feel as close to 
living in a garden as possible. 

“When I wake up in my bed in the 
morning, I look up at my blue ceiling 
and see a clear summer sky, and the 
shiny white trim bordering it gives me 
a hint of clouds. My living room makes 
me smile—it’s lacquered a pale peony 
color. A waxed floor, shiny and 
squeaky, a clean mirror reflecting 
somthing beautiful, a simple bud in a 
vase—they all can make me smile. 

“T try to make everyday life into an 
art form.

The only reason why 
“smallness” should be a consideration 
is that all the work and measuring is 
done by hand where precise control of 
positioning prints is important. On pa- 
per (graph paper is usually the most 
helpful type to use when mapping out 
a print room) your plan may work. But 
on the wall you may sense the need to 
shift things slightly according to what 
your eye tells you rather than what the 
olan says your measurement should be. 
Df course, a plan is indispensable and 
it is customary to have a balanced, for- 
mal arrangement, but your eye and 
sense of proportion are the final judges. 
Position large prints first, or prints 
comprising a pair or a trio. Next place

the frames around the prints. Wallpa- 
per paste worked delicately with your 
fingers is adequate to hold each print 
or border in place. Allow two to three 
hours for drying between each step of a 
print’s application. Don’t try to match 
the wet edges of a print’s shape with 
the wet edges of its matching border— 
paper contracts slightly as it dries and 
the edges will pull away from each 
other leaving gaps.

MAKING 
SPACE 


Ingenuity and good 
design can help you 
get the space you need 
from the space 
you actually have 





By SALLY CLARK and LOIS PERSCHETZ —— 
pace is becoming a luxury. For 
most Americans, this is a star- 
tling realization. The vast lands 

that unfolded forever were the lure 

that attracted many of our ancestors. 

As land became too settled or over- 

farmed, they simply pushed west, 

where open land awaited them. 

In more recent memory, the booming 
development of the suburbs following 
World War II was a latter-day version 
of American expansion. The dotting of 
the suburban landscape with look- 
alike structures from builders’ plan 
books, all on neatly measured lots with 
family rooms, multiple bedrooms, sep- 
arate dining rooms and attached ga- 
rages, signaled America’s postwar pros- 
perity. It seemed to hold the promise 
that homeownership would be possible 
for every middle-class American, then 
and forever. 

But today, an uncertain economy, 
spiraling inflation, high energy costs 
and high mortgages have severely al- 
tered that expectation for many young 
families. Today’s housing picture has 
changed dramatically. We are caught in 
a space squeeze that touches all types 
of housing—in cities and suburbs, in 
rentals and private homes, in houses 
and apartments. 

With building costs up, the size of 
houses being constructed is shrinking 
substantially. The median size of new 
homes built in 1978 was 1,655 square 
feet. In 1981, the figure was down to 
1,550 square feet. By 1985, some ex- 

(Continued on page 146) 
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perts predict, the average new house will have shrunk to 
1,200 square feet. 

Faced with the smaller size of today’s new homes—and 
fazed by higher mortgage rates—families who already own 
houses are often opting to renovate rather than move. Ga- 
rages are being turned into living rooms, once-cramped 
kitchens expanded into airy kitchen/family rooms, and mas- 
ter bedroom/bath wings added that rival the local health 
club in spalike amenities. Such renovations are not inexpen- 
sive, but they are far less costly than gaining the same space 
in a new home, and the homeowners feel they are getting 
more for their investments. 

The economy is not the only factor triggering changes in 
housing. Enormous social changes are taking place that are 
dramatically altering the kinds of housing Americans need. 
Statistics, in fact, indicate that for many people, smaller 
homes are actually going to be more desirable in the future. 

1. The size of the average American household is shrink- 
ing. According to the 1980 census, the number of people per 
household declined from 3.14 in 1970 to 2.76 in 1980. With 
family sizes decreasing, smaller houses with fewer bed- 
rooms, baths and family spaces would seem to make sense. 

2. The number of two-income couples is on the upswing, 
meaning there is no one at home to care for the house. Some 
of these couples have opted out of parenthood entirely; for 
others, having a family may mean raising only one child. 
The ideal home for many of these people may not necessari- 
ly be the traditional multi-bedroom colonial requiring con- 
stant maintenance. 

3. The growing number of single-parent households is 
another factor contributing to the shrinking average house- 
hold size. One out of every five children, for example, lives 
with only one parent. The large house that well served the 
needs of a two-parent family in marriage often becomes a 
white elephant in divorce. 

4. The burgeoning single population is another important 
development. Statistics tell us that more people live alone 
today than ever before. The divorced, separated, widowed 
and never-married are all part of this group. So are the 
growing number of young people who choose to remain 
single longer than their parents did, delaying marriage and 
child-rearing until they are well established in a career. 
Housing requirements for all these singles may best be met 
by compact space, easily maintained space—and perhaps by 
the spaces designed into nontraditional living quarters. 


Using space efficiently 

What all this means is that space has suddenly become a 
problem for everybody. Whether you live in a large house or 
a tiny apartment, you probably have space probiems. Right 
off the bat, most interior design specialists would probably 
tell you you aren’t even using the space you have to maxi- 
mum efficiency. 
e How about the home office you’d love to have? Have you 
considered converting that unused closet in the back hall 
into a private work area? What about redesigning the dining 





room that’s only used for holiday sit- 
down meals so that it can do double 
duty as an office and study? 

e And what about double-duty rooms? 
If you need space for exercising, have 
you thought of reworking the guest 
room to get the space you need for 
all your exercise equipment? If you 
need sleeping space for the occasional 
guest, have you considered redesigning 
the dining room with, say, banquette 
seating that might convert into a 


space work for you requires a sense of 
adventure and a willingness to engage 
the imagination. As with all decorating, 
the best rooms are those that reflect the 
personality, taste and wit of the person 
who lives there. 

Start by studying all your options. 
Perhaps a total renovation will get you 
the most efficient solution to rethink-

flexible in redesigning it, you can make 
it function beautifully for your own 
lifestyle.

@ In the kitchen, have you thought 


coffee tables 


of a cantilevered counter to get the 
space for the breakfast area you’ve 
been wanting? Have you consid- 
ered a work island on casters that 
could be moved around the kitch- 
en to provide additional counter 
space wherever it’s needed? In- 
stead of those builder cabinets that 
stop a few feet short of the ceiling, 





thus creating dead space, have you 
thought of floor-to-ceiling cabi- 
nets to maximize storage? 

@ What about the closets? You say 
you never have enough room. But 
are your closets outfitted with 
double rods, which might put the 
space to its fullest use? Would a 
wire shelving system give you 
more storage than the one old 
wood shelf? 

@ Look up. Are you really taking 
advantage of all your wall space 
clear up to the ceiling? ‘Couldn’t 
you put cabinets overhead to store 
seasonal items? Couldn’t you add 
high shelves for books you don’t 
need to reach every day? Couldn't 
you display your prized pottery 
collection up there? 

@ What about the backs of doors— 
are you overlooking the often- 
wasted space where a painting or a 
mirror could be hung? 
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or added on. Who hires the contractor? 
You do. Although some designers pre 
fer to use their own workmen (which 
will be explained in the designer’s ar- 
rangements with you), in most in- 
stances you are the one directly re 

sponsible for the contractor, whom you 
will be hiring to implement your de- 
sires or the designer’s plan 

As with any workman, the best way 
to find a good contractor is through 
satisfied customers. Ask your friends, 
neighbors, even the owners of stores 
whose interior construction you ad- 
mire. Then call potential candidates to 
come to inspect the proposed job. 

The more explicit you are about your 
plans, the better able a contractor will 
be to bid your job accurately. Be spe- 
cific about everything—the design, the 
quality of materials and the particular 
lights, windows, doors, heaters and so 
on to be included (by brand and model, 
if possible). Don’t assume anything: If 
it’s not on the plan or list of specifica- 
tions, it won’t be included—even if it’s 


something you would consider as obvi- 
ous as doorknobs. And if an item’s not 
included, it’s an “extra” you will have 
to pay for later in addition to your 
agreed-upon price. 

When you interview contractors, ask 
if they have done this kind of job be- 
fore, the names of references, what 
kind of insurance they carry, whether 
or not they guarantee their work and 
for how long, how they expect to be 
paid, when they can start the job, how 
long they plan for it to take and what 
their price is. Then check references, 
compare bids and make your decision. 


The job begins. Be clear with the contrac- 
tor about working hours. It is impor- 
tant for your family and the contractor 
to be aware of one another’s schedules. 
And if you live in an apartment, your 
building probably has restrictions 
about hours during which work can 
take place. 

All construction—no matter how mi- 
nor you may think it is—is messy. 
Don’t expect a contractor to treat your 
home like his own. Pack away whatev- 
er you can, seal up the edges of closets 











a 


with masking tape, put drop cloths on 
furniture, place heavy paper or old 
sheets on the floors where workmen 
will be walking. 

Remember that the contractor will 
be bringing building materials and 
tools. Make sure you have a place for 
him to put them... and a place for him 
to put his waste as well. (Will he take it 
away, or are you responsible? Ask.) 

Go over the plans again. You may 
have changed your mind about some- 
thing; one of you may have forgotten 
an item already discussed. Be clear 
about details: Don’t assume he will use 
white light switches and plates just be- 
cause your walls are white, or that he 
will install doorknobs 34 inches high 
like the others in your house if he’s 
accustomed to installing them 36 inch- 
es high. 

During the job, you will probably 
think about some changes and ask, 
“Can you put an extra light here?” 
“Can you move this outlet?’”” Never 
forget that the contractor’s classic an- 
swer is, “Sure, I can do that.” What he 
may not tell you is that it will cost 
extra to have him do it. Make sure you

know before he begins what extra costs to anticipate. 

Inspect the work as often as possible. (Or, if you are 
paying your architect or designer to do that, make sure that 
he or she does.) Insist it be done the way you specified, not 
the way that is easier or the way he normally does it. If a 
change is necessary, because a mistake has been made or you 
have reconsidered the design, you want to catch it early, 
before it is too difficult or costly to correct. 

Pay the contractor as specified in your agreement or con- 
tract. Most will require an initial payment and then several 
more as work progresses. If the contract calls for a payment 
when framing is completed, for example, pay when it is 
completed and not a day before. Make sure your payment 
schedule allows for a large enough payment at the end to 
ensure there’s incentive for the contractor to take care of 
those small problems that invariably arise and to complete 
the job. 


The job is finished. Walk through the job with the contractor; 
inspect it again carefully on your own; make a “punch list’”’ 
of anything that needs completing or adjusting, whether it’s a 
door that doesn’t close properly or electrical outlet plates 
that need straightening. The final payment should be turned 
over only when everything is done to your satisfaction. 


Working with an interior designer 
The preliminaries. Interior designers are hired for a variety of 
reasons. Some people realize that they don’t have the skill or 
imagination to handle the job. Others don’t have the time. 
Still others want an image—‘drop-dead” chic, slick contem- 
porary or “instant-heritage” traditional. They hire a designer 
known for a particular look who can help them achieve the 
image they want. 

A good interior designer is an interpreter who translates 
your tastes and needs into an environment that is comfort- 
able, functional and pleasing to look at. 

There are many ways to find an interior designer. Get in 
touch with local professional organizations or ask friends for 
recommendations. Visit the designer showcase houses that 
are created as charity events in cities and suburbs through- 
out the country. 

Interview several designers before hiring one. Be clear 
about your budget and about what you hope to accomplish 
with the design project. Be sure to see photographs of work 
the designer has recently completed, which will attest to 
whether his or her work looks fresh. 

In the initial interview the designer should ask questions 
about the scope of the job, your space and storage needs, 
and how the rooms you are planning to redo should function 
for the life you lead. 

Before proceeding with the person whose work and ap- 
proach appeals to you, you might ask to visit some actual 
jobs the designer has recently completed. Seeing these rooms 
will give you insights that are sometimes difficult to derive 
from photographs. Does the traffic pattern work? Is the 
room comfortable to be in? Is there sufficient seating? Are 
there enough tables and surfaces to rest a glass on, display a 
collection and keep much-used items near at hand? Is the

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Tree-ripened fruit 
is yours for the 
picking when you 





plant a backyard 
mini-orchard 


By KEN DRUSE 
Imagine fresh fruit growing on trees 
just beyond the kitchen door. Now 
that dream can become a reality. 
New dwarf and miniature trees 
make it possible to have your own 
orchard in the limited space of a 
suburban or urban garden. 

“Dwarf” fruit trees are standard- 
fruiting varieties grafted to root- 
stocks that restrict their height to 8 
to 10 feet. “Miniature” fruit trees 
aren’t grafted to dwarfing stock, but 
are genetic varieties under 6 feet. 
Both yield full-sized fruit. 

Dwarf trees can be used as speci- 
mens in the landscape for ornamen- 
tal flowers and fruit. They can also 
be planted as a fruit-producing pri- 
vacy hedge, or in mini-orchards of 
four or more trees that include a 
variety of fruits. 

Some apples, plums, apricots, 
pears and all sweet cherries are not 
self-fruitful; there must be two or 
more varieties for pollination. 
Peaches are self-fruitful, but ripen, 
by variety, from July to September. 
So include more than one kind. 

A simple mini-orchard could have 
eight trees beautifully arranged in a 
circle. One tree could form the cen- 
ter and seven others surround it. For 
our sample we selected fruits that 
were never available at local mar- 
kets. This orchard in USDA zone 
6 (-10° to 0° min. temp.) includes 
apples: ‘Ida Red,’ ‘Winesap,’ and 
‘Macoun.’ Peach varieties include: 
‘Stark Early White Giant,’ a white- 
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fleshed type 
ripening 
around July 
4; ‘Burbank 
July Elberta,’ 
Iiep en in) 2 
around the second 
week in August; and the old stand- 
by, ‘Reliance,’ which ripens just af- 
ter the Burbank. For earliest fruit we 
included ‘Goldcot’ apricot, and for 
late fruit, ‘Comice’ pear, ripening in 
early October. (Single apricot and 
pear trees will bear, but more fruit is 
produced when other types are 
nearby.) 

Eight dwarf trees can be grown in 
a space as small as 500 square feet. 
Standard trees would need over 
2,500 square feet. Eight miniature 
trees can be grown in as little as 250 
square feet. 

Miniature trees are only available 
as peaches, nectarines and apricots. 
They can be planted directly in the 
ground in zones 7 and 8 (0° to 20° 
min. temp.). In zones 4 through 6 
(-30° to-0° min. temp.) it is recom- 
mended that they be grown in con- 
tainers—pots or tubs—that can be 
wheeled to sheltered cold storage 
places for the winter. An unheated 
garage would be a perfect location. 
A single miniature peach tree in a 
Versailles tub can make a fine patio 
accent. 

Both miniatures and dwarfs begin 
to bear years ahead of standard va- 
rieties. Expect fruit the second sea- 
son after planting.

Piedmont, Calif. The package is the 
same for every client. Design flies out 
the window. Mr. Remick is among the 
new breed of architect-builders and 
speaks with the authority of designer 
and contractor. 

Architects will admit that some 
among them are weak on computing 
costs, and contractors aren’t happy 
with all their brethren. Yet the task of 
finding the right professional is less 
formidable than you may think. 

Of course, you'll want to run checks 
on integrity, professionalism and per- 
formance. That’s normal. But the key 
word in your selection of a designer or 
contractor should be “compatibility.” 
In this context, the word has several 
meanings: 

1. You and the professional ought to 
hit it off personally. A home addition 
is a major undertaking. The two of you 
will be thrown together fairly often 
An unfriendly alliance isn’t going to 
make your life easy, even if this person 
is currently the most fashionable de- 


signer in town. 


2. You want to be content with the 
designer’s style. According to architect 
Hugh Newell Jacobsen of Washington, 
D.C., “During my initial meeting with 
a client, I want to find out if we’re 
thinking the same way. She may be 
picturing pure colonial. I’m certainly 
not against that; I just don’t know how 
to design it, so I know she'll be better 
off with someone else.” 

3. There must be a feeling of trust 
between you and the professional. 





PROJECTING YOUR 
OWN IDEAS 





A home addition begins in your 
imagination. When discussions get un- 
der way, you'll find yourself inside the 
design process—in fact, the vital con- 
tributor to it. Yet a problem often sur- 
faces for people not trained in design 
work: poor communication—the rea- 
son many client ideas don’t easily 


translate to reality. A signal that dis- 





cussions are going off track, says Min- 
neapolis architect Duane Thorbeck, be- 
gins when “people describe their 
problem by telling me the solution.” 
Here’s an example of what Mr. 
Thorbeck means. A family in Cincin- 
nati wanted a bedroom-bath suite add- 
ed to their house. Zoning regulations 


eliminated any chance of adding B& 
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the space on either side of the house, 
and the family didn’t want to lose any 
more of a small backyard. 

“Don’t worry,” said the contractor, 
“Yl add a second story.” 

“Fine,” said the client. 

He delivered as promised. But the 
new addition enclosed only the floor 
area necessary for one bedroom and 
bath, making the house look from the 
outside like a long one-story ranch 
with an odd growth over the roof at 
one end, and the stairwell to the upper 
suite successfully eliminated the fam- 
ily’s dining room. 

“That’s what they said they want- 
ed,” said the contractor defensively. 
“That’s not what we meant!” argued 
the owners, who are now contemplat- 
ing a lawsuit against the contractor for 
depreciating the value of their home. 

When work is completed on your 
home, you should be happy with all its 
aspects: how the addition blends with 
the existing house outside and inside; 
whether the addition has enhanced the 
traffic plan within; how well it has 
solved the basic need for space; wheth- 
er the addition produced new problems 
unseen when work started. 

Good communication between you 
and a designer is at the heart of a suc- 
cessful home addition. In fact, you can 
distinguish a good designer by his or 
her ability to draw out facts about your 
basic needs and your family lifestyle, 
your future plans and interaction 
among your family members. Only af- 
ter this initial investigatory process can 
a designer shape new space to fit your 
real needs, bringing to bear his or her 


professional experience to meet your 
budget and the restrictions of the site, 
the existing house and local regula-

“The first architect objected to put- 
ting any room over the living room. I 
agreed; doing that would have blocked 
light and air from a beautiful side yard. 
But I found a new place to put the 
master bedroom, tucked into the back 
of the lot, and converted the existing 
master bedroom into their daughter’s 
bedroom—which is what they really 
wanted. 

“They liked the idea. Then they said, 
‘Is there anything you can do about the 
dining room? We can only sit six at one 
time and we enjoy giving large parties.’ 

“They also were strapped with a 
typical tiny kitchen facing the neigh- 
bor. Well, we flip-flopped everything, 
making the old kitchen into a den and 
opening up a large kitchen-dining area 
on the other side of the house. We 
actually added 800 square feet, but it 
seems like more because we opened up 
the house to light, air and circulation. 

“The clients are delighted. But my 
point is: They had no idea that’s what 
they wanted when they first came to

PLAN FOR 
THE FUTURE NOW 


Not everyone has a budget that al- 
lows unlimited expansion. Yet any 
portion of an addition completed now 
can affect portions built later. A total 
plan now for all additions shortstops 
future architectural puzzles. Like many 
designers, Mr. Remick is an advocate 
of this idea. “I tell clients, “‘Let’s look at 
your total needs and plan for every- 
thing now. Later additions won’t alter 
the looks of what we do first.’ ”” (Nor 
will they interfere with the interior 
traffic plan or require any unnecessary 
reconstruction.) 

Mr. Remick charges for the extra de- 
signing, but the fee is minimal. There 


may only be two or three hours’ differ- 
ence between the time required for 
drawing up plans for the present addi- 
tion and the time needed to extend the 
design drawings to include later work. 
(Design drawings are roughs—sketches 
and concept notes, as differentiated 
from working drawings—the blueprints 
from which a contractor will build an 
addition.) 

By pumping only a little more mon- 
ey into the job, you can have some 
work finished and leave the remainder 
to be completed at a later date. 

Builder-remodeler John M. Lutrell of 
Knoxville, Tenn., describes such an ex- 
ample: “In conversation about adding a 
family room, my clients told me they 
would also need a bedroom later. 
When I heard that I suggested they let 
us build both, but finish only the room 
they want now. Why? Because the 
bedroom is going to cost more later, 
maybe much more. Labor and material 
costs for construction are rising at the 
rate of about 10 percent a year. 

“If we had built only the family 
room, the owners would have been dis- 
appointed. It’s happened. They end up 
saying, ‘I wish we'd... .’ I don’t like to 
leave any customer unsatisfied. 

“What I’ve said is even more rele- 
vant for a two-story addition. Suppose 
a needed extra bedroom was best sited 
over the family room. Adding this 
room later would have involved the 
extra cost of demolition, and it’s ques- 
tionable how much of the family room 
roof we could have saved to apply to 
the second-floor bedroom.” 


FEES AND 
BUILDING: COSTS 


Since money’s been mentioned, it’s 
well to get the facts into the open. Two 
caveats: First, whatever is reported here 
can only be taken as an approximation. 
Labor costs across the nation vary by as. 
much as 150 percent. Material costs 
differ widely, even between competing 
yards in the same community.

Second, for those of us not in the 
building trades, the cost of work often 
comes as a shock. We are apt to re- 
member that Uncle Fred and Aunt 
Mary added an in-law suite for $45 a 
square foot, but tend to bury in our 
minds the fact that Fred and Mary had 
the work done in 1961. 

Fees for designers range from zero to 
$125 an hour. Zero? Yes. Free? No. 
Most contractors who design their own 
additions or have on-staff designers 
will require a moderate fee to cover 
this work. If you approve the design 
and sign with the contractor to com- 
plete the project, the design fee will be 
credited to the job cost. If you don’t 
sign the contract, the company keeps 
the fee. 

Architects and interior designers bill 
for consultation, preliminary drawings, 
finished plans and, if requested, super- 
vision in a variety of ways. Computed 
at an hourly rate, the scale starts at 
around $40 an hour and can soar to 
$125 an hour, depending on how 
sought-after the designer is. 

A final group, building designers, 
charges somewhat less: from roughly 
$30 to $70 per hour. A building design- 
er is always architecturally trained but 
unlicensed. 


CONSTRUCTION 
COSTS 


Be aware that your costs will be 
higher if your home addition includes 
plumbing. A new bath, kitchen or wet 
bar could top the price for a bedroom 
or den by 75 percent. Adding bedroom- 
den space is pegged in the largest met- 
ropolitan centers at rarely less than $60 
per square foot and as high as $100. 
The range in smaller cities and rural 
areas is $40 to $80 per square foot. 

Additions are major improvements 
in the eyes of building department of- 
ficials and universally require a permit. 
The cost of a permit rises as the con- 
tract price rises, though it is always a 


minor item in the total picture. A per- 
mit could cost as little as $50 and rarely 
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exceeds $400. You pay for it, of course, 
but you generally can depend on the 
contractor to secure it. 


TEESINSI DE 
ADDITION 


Underutilized space within or at- 
tached to your house readily qualifies 
as a potential addition. A bedroom va- 
cated by a married daughter can quick- 
ly become an office, craft studio, den or 
extra guest room. A little-used pantry 
could lend the space to make a modest 
kitchen country-large. 

Interior additions are less costly than 
those built out from an existing house, 
since the enclosure is already up. 
That’s a thought to consider before 
adding a new wing. 

Three enclosed spaces are ripe for 
new living space: attic, basement and 
garage. Here are facts about each area 
to help you make your own decisions. 

Attics. For generations attics have 
been converted to bedrooms, baths, 
playrooms, sewing centers, studios, 
servants’ quarters and even workshops. 
Here are four elements to consider pri- 
or to calling in professional help. Each 
will have a bearing on cost. 

1. Access: If stairs to the attic are 
already in place, there’s no problem. 
But an obstacle arises when access is a 
ceiling trapdoor with or without fold- 
ing stairs. To replace the trap with a 
full stairwell may devour as many as 
100 square feet on the floor below the 
attic. Can you do without that space? 
While circular stairs offer a partial so- 
lution (taking up less than 50 square 
feet), imagine for a moment carrying a 
convertible sofa up them. Not so easy. 

2. Headroom: Big old Victorian 
houses are a joy for attic finishers. 
High roof peaks and head-high walls 
make easy work of closing in living 
space. Not so for most houses of more 
recent vintage, the roof peaks of which 
are only a few feet above the average 
adult’s head. Yet conversion to living 
space isn’t difficult, just more expen- 
sive. Dormers open the space for living. 
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Still-newer houses are often built 
with roof trusses. They contain space 
below the roof impossible to convert. 
The roof can be raised to make room 
for another level, but that’s a different 
story (see below). 

3. Floor strength: Attic floor joists 
too weak to support people and furni- 
ture occur perhaps once in 500 houses. 
This drawback usually shows up in 
houses older than 50 years. Apparently, 
to save money, 19th- and early 20th- 
century carpenters framed an attic with 
joists just deep enough to support dead 
storage. To be on the safe side, have 
the framing checked before pushing 
ahead with conversion plans. Fortify- 
ing the joists will take perhaps one ex- 
tra day and a few hundred dollars. 

4. Insulation: When an attic conver- 
sion is completed, insulation should 
wrap around ceiling and wall. Insula- 
tion already in the attic floor can re- 
main there so long as there is no vapor 
barrier below the insulation. Often 
there is. A vapor barrier over the floor 
must be removed. Otherwise, vapor in 
the newly finished attic space will col- 
lect and condense in the floor cavity. 

5. Storage: All those memory-rich 
trunks, rocking chairs, fishing rods, 
out-of-fashion clothes and holiday 
decorations don’t have to be tossed out 
once the attic is converted. Space be- 
hind the knee walls (walls between 
finished rooms and the eaves) is suffi- 
cient, as a rule, to store in tighter quar- 
ters what was once spread around the 
attic. 

Basements. In great-grandmother’s day 
few families would have considered 
converting basements into living space, 
certainly not alongside the coal bin and 
the huge Iron Fireman coal furnace. Al- 
though some coal furnaces are back in 
business, spurred by a decade of fuel 
crises, most home heating systems now 
are clean-burning, leaving barely a 
smidgen of dust. 

Better lighting technology has made 
possible a basement environment far 
more enjoyable than in the past. And 
where a drop-away lot opens the 
chance for a walk-out basement, many 
owners seize the option.

Reshaping basement space for living 
also calls for a few answers before 
plans begin. 

1. Moisture: Basement walls and 
floors that are consistently damp may 
prove a serious deterrent to living area 
plans, particularly if the water slick is 
the result of seepage. Before remodel- 
ing begins, the source of that seepage 
must be blocked permanently. Other- 
wise water will work its way into the 
room framing, rotting out over time 
what’s been patiently constructed. 

Seepage is a problem, but a periodi- 
cally flooded basement is a pending 
disaster. Installing a sump pump may 
be sufficient to divert most of the wa- 
ter (provided electricity doesn’t fail in a 
storm and the pump doesn’t malfunc- 
tion), but a pump is not a solution for 
protecting finished space. Get bids for 
waterproofing the basement. You may 
find it less expensive to add space at 
ground level. 

On the other hand, basement damp- 
ness may be nothing more than visible 
condensation. Vapor in the basement 
air, perhaps from a clothes washer, 
may be condensing on cold basement 
floors and walls. Insulation is the reme- 
dy for that condition. A professional 
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can determine the souce of basement 
moisture. 

2. Insulation: Basements without a 
source of direct heat are warmer than 
above-ground rooms without heat. The 
earth provides natural insulation. 
Ground temperature is always higher 
than air temperature (around 52° in an 
area where January air temperature av- 
erages 29°). There is also a small amount 
of heat escaping from the outer shells 
of furnace and hot-water heater and 
the duct/piping distribution systems 
exposed in the basement. 

Then why insulate? Because insula- 
tion on basement walls is an inexpen- 
sive way to reduce significantly the 
amount of heat needed for basement 
spaces. It also eliminates the occasional 
clammy feeling and, as noted, effec- 
tively stops condensation on basement 
walls. 

Insulating board is a good choice be- 
cause of its thin profile, allowing more 
usable square footage. The newer ma- 
terials are quite effective. For example, 
one inch of polyisocyanurate foam- 
board carries an R-7 value. Gypsum 
wallboard applied over that produces a 
snug room. 

3. Headroom: In our family rec 





room of long ago, a huge wood beam 
overhead—the main support for the 
house—divided two areas we used for 
dancing. The measure from floor to 
beam bottom was 5 feet 10 inches, too 
low for half the boys and one girl. Our 
solution was amusing perhaps, but 
hardly perfect. We coated the beam 
with fire engine-red paint, and in large 
white letters, affixed “Low BRIDGE” Over 
the red. The warning saved a few 
bumps, but inattention—few of us 
concentrated on beams while we were 
dancing—did raise its share of minor 
contusions. 

By applying some of today’s tech- 
nology, we could have avoided bumps. 
“When a basement has too little head- 
room,” reports builder Larry Hayden, 
“and the client wants to convert the 
space for living, we excavate. That is, 
we go right through the existing con- 
crete floor and lay a new floor. This 
calls for temporary support of the 
house and always for a new drainage 
system. 

“Any time you disturb undisturbed 
earth you produce a new pathway for 
water. When the digging is completed, 
we lay new drainage pipe, a layer of 
crushed stone covered with a plas- 


EXPANDING RENTED SPACE 


Designers Noel Jeffrey and Tom 
O'Toole of New York City have 
been involved with hundreds of 
apartment and town house renova- 
tions. They are thoroughly familiar 
with the hurdles confronting them 
each time they begin an urban 
dwelling regeneration. 

I asked them to list the steps rent- 
ers could take to expand an apart- 
ment owned by a landlord unwilling 
to allow the slightest change in the 
existing space. They came up with 
eight ideas: 

1. Use freestanding cabinetry to 
divide space. Many sophisticated 
units are on the market. Any one 
would slice a large room in two and 


generally offer storage space to both 
halves. 

2. Build platforms not perma- 
nently attached to walls for a cozy 
getaway or storage. Use bunk beds. 

3. Install hospital track on the 
ceiling; from it hang a material 
heavy enough to absorb some sound 
passing between spaces divided by 
the draperies. 

4. Load the closets with shelving 
to release living space for living. 

5. Build in fold-up, Murphy- 
style beds to make two distinct 
rooms in one space. Beds can be 
removed later. 

6. Employ lighting to enlarge the 


appearance of space—for example, 


by flooding a white ceiling with 
light to give an impression of great- 
er height. 

7. Divide a space with a simple, 
non-load-bearing, light masonry 
wall that can be struck whenever 
you move from the apartment. 

8. Make use of vertical space for 
storage. Get storage out of chests 
and armoires and bureaus taking up 
precious space on the floor. 


In short, put space to work. Imag- 
ine that wasting any space in a rent- 
al apartment is as serious as tossing 
$20 gold pieces into the Mississippi 
River. In fact, now that rentals are 
becoming astronomical, that’s true. 




















tic membrane and, finally, fresh concrete.” 

4. Daylight: There is a house on the 
Texas plain that can’t be seen from 20 
yards away. Totally underground, the 
house surrounds a sunken atrium open 
to the sky. Glass doors on all walls 
facing the atrium pass as much light as 
flows into an average house above 
ground, perhaps more. 

Evidence from this Texas house 
proves that daylight (not necessarily 
sunlight) will flood a space through 
vertical glass below ground level. That 
is why light flowing through glass in 
the wall of a walk-out basement 
reaches every corner in sight of the 
glass, and represents the best way to 
bring in daylight. 

Even on a pancake-flat lot, excava- 
tion, a good drainage system and intel- 
ligent landscaping can set the stage for 
opening a basement wall to daylight. 

Ordinary basement windows set into 
the top of a foundation wall pass a 
surprising amount of daylight and 
shouldn’t be discounted as a means of 
brightening basement spaces. Not ev- 
eryone agrees. Some owners insist on 
closing off basement windows on the 
theory that controlled lighting is pref- 
erable to daylight from a window that 
reminds one constantly of being below 
ground. Using modern low-voltage in- 
candescents and much-improved 
fluorescents, a designer can produce a 
comfortable lighting environment. 

Garages. When the family cars, bicy- 
cles, garden equipment, lawn furniture, 
oil stains and spilled fertilizer inhabit a 
garage, one has difficulty imagining the 
space as a handsome master bedroom 
suite. Such conversions happen all the 
time, although more often a garage is 
transformed as a family room. There 
are three points to ponder and one po- 
tential advantage 

1. Construction: To convert a ga- 
rage, a contractor must rebuild the wall 
on which the garage doors are located. 
Aliso, most garage floors are sloped 
gradually toward the entry to facilitate 
drainage.

lighting well positioned? Is the scale of 
the furnishings appropriate and har- 
monious? Is the design successful? 


The specifics. Shortly after agreeing to 
work with you, the designer will prob- 
ably draw up a contract. Although con- 
tracts differ from one designer to an- 
other, the agreement typically outlines 
the extent of the job and the terms of 
payment. Later on you will receive es- 
timates detailing particular furniture, 
fabrics and items to be included. 
Although there is no set system of 
fees in the interior-design business, 
most designers charge clients in one of 
several ways, or in combination: 
e By the hour: Some designers charge 
by the house when the job is small. 
Others charge by the hour regardless of 
the scope of the job. 
e Flat fee: Usually arrived at based on 
the extent of the work and the amount 
of time the designer gauges it will take 
to complete the job.

e Percentage: Some designers charge a 
percentage of what the total job—con- 
cept, labor and materials—will cost, 
usually 20 to 25 percent, as their design 
fee. 

@ Mark-up: Say the designer sells you a 
sofa that is purchased from a profes- 
sional ‘‘to-the-trade’’ source. The 
mark-up between the price the design- 
er pays and the price to you, usually 30 
to 40 percent, represents the profit he 
or she makes on the transaction. 

Read the contract and all estimates 
carefully. Never give the go-ahead un- 
til you are absolutely clear on the work 
that will be done. If you don’t under- 
stand something, ask. 

-If an item you thought you were get- 
ting isn’t mentioned, query it. Don’t 
assume that the sofa will be uphol- 
stered with a skirt, or the pillows will 
have Turkish corners, just because you 
had envisioned it. Always double- 
check everything. 

By the same token, have as clear an 
idea as possible of what the final job

will look like. If you can’t comprehend 
the floor plans and swatches the de- 
signer presents, ask to have a rendering 
or drawing done of the projected room. 
There will probably be an extra fee for 
the rendering, but it’s worth it if you’re 
having trouble imagining how the 
room will eventually look. 

You may be the one to find the con- 
tractor, or the designer may do it, if 
major renovation is involved. Some de- 
signers do have particular contractors 
they prefer working with and consider 
supervision of construction work part 
of their design job. 

It is the designer’s responsibility to 
come up with a plan that fits your 
budget. If the estimates for the job 
come in higher than the original bud- 
get, it’s up to the designer to rework 
the design so that it stays in line with 
the amount you originally intended to 
spend. 


Your role. Realize that an interior de- 
signer is one of the last of the custom 
professionals. The dressmaker, milliner 
and bootmaker have all vanished. But 
the interior designer continues to pro- 









duce custom, one-of-a-kind design 
work. Custom work takes time. 

You should also be aware that an 
interior designer is an intermediary. He 
or she relies on a fleet of other profes- 
sionals—painters, upholsterers and 
specialized craftsmen—to get the job 
done. Foul-ups do occur. The sofa may 
get delayed at the upholsterer’s. The 
painter may get backed up in his work 
schedule. The custom-dyed fabric that 
was supposed to be delicate peach 
could arrive in bright orange. Be pre- 
pared for setbacks. 

You can sit by passively and let the 
designer choose everything for you. 
But if you involve yourself in the pro- 
cess, it will be much more exciting. 
Most designers welcome the client who 
shows an active interest as the trans- 
formation takes place. Working with 
the designer to select accent pieces, ac- 
cessories and antiques is the best way 
to become involved in the process, 
since it allows you to add your person- 
ality to the environment the profes- 
sional is creating. And it’s a sure way to 
be entirely satisfied with the final look 
of the room.

TW) he screen at left (also pictured in the 
room setting on page 95) is made of 
three panels of */,-inch plywood 

covered with cotton batting and uphol- 
stered with sheets. The panels are 
joined with simple hinges, found at 
hardware stores, and decorated with 
grosgrain ribbon, pinned to create an 
old-fashioned letter rack. 

Our screen has the extra dressmaker 
touch of a 3-inch strip of solid-colored 
fabric cut from sheeting and edged 
with two rows of piping. You can easi- 
ly omit this trim for a much simpler 
version of the screen—or wield your 
staple gun and tack the fabric on with 
our quick, no-sew technique: First sta- 
ple a row of piping 3 inches in from the 
edge of the screen panel so that its 
unfinished edge faces away from the 
screen’s center. Then staple the trim 
fabric wrong side down next to the 
piping so that when you pull it back to 
the left, you'll have, in effect, a seam. 
To make the “seam” crisp, lay down a 
strip of cardboard upholsterer’s tape 
before you staple the fabric. For a 
plump look, back the trim with cotton 





batting. Follow the same steps to create 
the second row of piping that runs 
around the corner edges of the screen 
panel: Staple the piping on the board’s 
side, then staple on the trim fabric, 
wrong side down, along with uphol- 
stery tape and batting. Secure the trim 
by stapling it to the back of the screen. 

The grosgrain ribbon, which criss- 
crosses the letters and memorabilia on 
our screen, is pinned on. Inspiration for 
our ribbon pattern came from old 
trompe l’oeil letter rack paintings as 
depicted in the book Trompe L ‘Oeil Paint- 
ing by Miriam Milman (Rizzoli, $27.50). 
Originally, these letter racks, often 
made with tape tacked on a wood 
board, were nicknamed quodlibetz or vide- 
poches (‘pocket emptyings”’) because of 
the eclectic mix of material they often 
displayed. 

For the screen shown, you'll need 
one double sheet for the trim and two 
queen-sized sheets for upholstery. 
However, if you don’t want a pat- 
terned background, you'll only need 
one queen-sized sheet because no 
matching will be involved.

s editors, we don’t suddenly in- 


vent a new mood. These new 

looks come at us from all direc- 
tions, insinuating themselves with qui- 
et clout. We all need change; it keeps 
our outlook fresh. Overfamiliarity with 
a color, a room or a current trend can 
numb our senses or dull our apprecia- 
tion for specific objects, thereby forc- 
ing us to look in new directions. 

Trust your eye. We all see things 
daily that influence us. An important 
museum show like the Balthus exhibit 
at the Metropolitan Museum of Art 
can spark our color thinking toward 
new misty shades and intensify our ap- 
preciation of surface textures. We no- 
tice the toss of an antique shawl during 
Masterpiece Theater and the loosely tied- 
on slipcovers in a magazine photo- 
graph. An exhibit of flower paintings, 
may make us yearn to garden. If we 
have no garden, we might satisfy this 
need by growing a window box full of 
blooms (pages 66 fo 69). These influences 
mix and interact with each other and 
affect each one of us differently. The 
past and the present intertwine and the 


result subtly changes what looks right 
to us now. 

What looks new is something unex- 
pected: folk art chosen for its neat pro- 
file rather than its cuteness, and treated 
as sculpture. What is it that makes a 
room full of Shaker reproductions look 
so contemporary? In Hermine Mar- 
iaux’s living room (pages 60 to 63), the 
clean-cut white and beige color scheme 
lightens the already pale woods, and a 
spark of Old Red paint gives it zip. 
Each element works. How, then, does 
one explain the madness of the bed- 
room where reproduction Shaker wall 
units and a four-poster bed confront 
paisleys, Chinese-wallpapered trunks, 
19th-century needlepoint footstools, 
and a fabulous Bessarabian rug? All 
these elements of the past come to- 
gether with the panache of a fashion 
designer’s mix of textures and patterns. 
With this much going on knowing 
when to stop is important. Notice there 
are no bed hangings and no heavy cur- 
tains at the windows. 

When Cindi Mufson renovated her 
Victorian house (pages 49 fo 59) she nev- 
er once considered obliterating its his- 
tory. That she would save the best—its 
grandly proportioned moldings and 
windows, finely wrought glass and 
iron doors and serpentine staircase— 
was never in question. But all the 
gloom was swept away. Out with the 
dark old stains that made the inside so 
dreary. The new white moldings were 
played up by subtle contrasting vanilla 
walls; the floors were tiled white and 
the resulting lightness gives new youth 
to the old house without sacrificing 
one iota of its dignified heritage. 

Having enough storage is an old 
problem requiring increasing imagina- 
tion. Pressing needs such as finding 
more space force us all to exercise our 
wits and provide real working answers 


with a touch of style (pages 88 to 95). 

When needlepoint returned as a na- 
tional craze a decade ago, most of the 
items we all stitched were modern de- 
signs, but what looks new right now are 
the finest, most intricate and charming 
old needlepoint pillows and rugs. Our 
craft feature (pages 84 fo 87) resurrects 
the best of these to work today. 

Saving the best of the past and mak- 
ing it work today is what the transfor- 
mation of Haviland’s Privilege accom- 
plished also. The old stone walls of an 
abandoned Vermont mill form a rich 
backdrop for new condominium living 
(pages 76 to 81). 

An old, reliable tradition of wood 
craftsmanship was continued by the 
revival of the timber frame construc- 
tion technique in a Massachusetts 
house (pages 70 to 75). 

We all can’t throw out everything 
we have and start over. But we can 
allow little changes to give our homes 
new life. Start small. Add a touch of 
lace. Consider a border. If your walls 
are neutral, try a color. If your rooms 
are cluttered, take it away and then 
bring things back one at a time until it 
looks right. Stop adding sooner than 
you think you should. Rearrange. Re- 
fine. If your rooms have been spartan 
and underfurnished, try the finish of 
splendid curtains. If all this sounds ex- 
hausting, forget the whole thing and 
take a great trip. When you return ev- 
erything will look new. As to what 
changes to make, your perspective will 
depend entirely on your starting condi- 
tions. Whether it’s paring down, fuss- 
ing up, or leaving town, the change will 
definitely refresh you. @

WHAT MAKES A GREAT CHAIR AN AMERICAN FAVORITE? 
OR... HOW STYLE TRANSCENDS MERE SURVIVAL. 


By JEANINE LARMOTH —————_——_— 
t’s Thanksgiving, New Year’s, a 
Sunday afternoon. The dining 
room table gleams with careful 

polishing, silver, a saucy bunch of 

flowers. Friends are there—rela- 
tives, just the family. Whenever, 
wherever America sits down to 
dine, the chances are better than 
good that the chairs drawn up to the 
table will be in one of five styles: 
Queen Anne, Chippendale, Shera- 
ton, Hepplewhite or Empire. These 
five styles are as true to American 
life as the saltbox house or Jeffer- 
son’s Monticello. From among them 
are surely the kinds used by the 
signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and partygoers at Dolley 
Madison’s White House. 


Styles that survive 

The earliest of the five, the Queen 
Anne chair, is known by its long, 
fiddle-shaped back and springy, 
curved legs, called “cabriole,” which 
often end in a ball-and-claw foot.

rare. The few that existed were 
thrones for kings and lords; one 
more possession that distinguished 
leader from followers. As for the 
followers, when allowed to be seat- 
ed, a bench or an occasional stool 
served. Even in the 16th and 17th 
centuries, when a scattering of 
chairs might be found in great 
houses, their design made clear that 
their use was more ceremonial than 
functional. The Jacobean chair, with 
its heavily carved crest rail and ivy- 
twined, pillarlike legs, was not a 
chair to draw up casually to a table 
set with steaming plates and foam- 
ing tankards, or in which to sit 
while dashing off a letter. The chair 
remained in place or was put there 
by a servant. If it no longer spoke of 
royal blood, it symbolized power of 
another kind. 


Chairs geared to people 

Not until the 18th century was 
the chair democratized. “The 18th 
century is the age of emphasis on 
the individual,” comments Marvin 
D. Schwartz, lecturer at the Metro-

Since its first flowering several dozen centu- 
ries ago, the Greek style has been making 
successful comebacks in almost every era 
from the Romans on. The latest “return per- 
formance,” after a disappearance of some dec- 
ades, is going on right now. Hardly a “new” 
room can be seen without a column or two 
standing around. 

One of the surprising things about the per- 
ennial Greek revivals is the chameleon-like 
adaptability of the style to all sorts of often 
widely divergent national sensibilities. All 
* those columns and cap- 
itals and caryatids, 
those processions of 
Greek keys and scrolls, 
easily become French, 
English, German, 
Russian and American 
details. And, mysteri- 
ously, these details are 
recognized forever 
after as being distinc- 
tively characteristic of 
each “national” style. 
You can’t envision 
Napoleon without his 
ieee ~Empire trappings; nor 

England without its brothers Adam; nor ever 
imagine Scarlett O'Hara without her Tara. 

Today's neo-classicism however seems to be 
an international phenomenon, sprouting and 
flourishing independently all over the globe. 
Some say that designers all over the world are 
simply reacting against the spare and minimal

no matter what their national hue, seemed to 
take their color inspirations from the pallid 
bones—all those romantic ruins—of the art 
they sought to revive. They ignored the evi- 
dence of the dramatic and exuberant colors 
that sheathed those classic columns in their 
prime. When Elsie de Wolfe first saw the 
Parthenon she is said to have exclaimed, “Why, 
it’s beige! My color!” But when Aristotle and 
friends looked at thezy Parthenon they saw it 
ablaze with real color—sea-blues and orange- 
reds, sun-yellows and leaf-greens, all spiked 
with gold and brass. The Greeks, as writers 
have been pointing out for centuries (and 
which may account for the Hellenic hold on 
healthy imaginations through the ages), were 
very interested in life and 7¢s many colors; they 
had little interest in bones. 

In the grand living room of the nineteenth 
century Tribeca penthouse shown here, de- 
signer Jeffrey Weiss has taken his Greek cue 
from the architectural detailing of the fire- 
place wall. You can see the Greek style’s adapt- 
ability in the comfortable mixing of Empire, 
Biedermeier and over-stuffed modern furnish- 
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ings. And youcansee what can be done with all 
these neo-classic elements when the palette is 
true Greek rather than some revivalist’s latter- 
day romantic interpretation. The sunny, 
rainbow-hued selection of fabrics, papers and 
carpet would surely have been night up 
Aristotle's alley. And they certainly fit in with

today’s more informal traditionalism.

I became, long distance, the

~’ve been collecting American folk 

art with the aid and occasional com- 

fort of my wife for almost two de- 
cades. Our collection is diverse and has 
no regional specialization. We are 
strong in watercolors (including frak- 
tur), oils, sculpture from weather vanes 
to whirligigs, pottery from incised 
stoneware to sgraffito, tole, chalk 
and also scrimshaw and Shaker 
material. I’ve made my full 
quota of mistakes but have 
secured what I feel to be 
consistent depth and con- 
sistent quality. 

Our collection is complemented by 
18th-century furniture—Windsors, 
tavern tables, wing chairs, blanket 
chests—but it includes no 20th-century 
contemporary folk art because we seri- 
ously question whether it exists. 

What is folk art? What’s the “folk” 
part? Where is the “art?’”” How much of 
it is merely old, and not very old at 
that? I don’t expect that these ques- 
tions can or will be answered defini- 
tively, but I’m dismayed that they are 
so rarely asked or discussed. 

A few examples make my point. Are 
factory weather vanes folk or art, or are 
they simply Americana and, hopefully, 
“old?” After all they are, by and large, 
manufactured. Often urban products, 
they have a value that is determined 
not by the artist but by Mother Nature, 
and Ly the vanes’ proximity to air pol- 
lution, acid rain and uncaptured emis- 
sions that (at least initially) do interest- 
ing things to copper and zinc. Is an 
$82,500 weather vane that’s an aca- 
demic representation of the Statue of 
Liberty art? Would it be

tured—and not by munchkins—are re- 
jected in the marketplace if the paint 
isn’t old and fully aged by nature, not 
by contemporary folk artists. How 
about chalk or tole or theorems, where 
most of the decoration is stenciled— 
the art here would seem to be little 
more than a modern variant of “‘fill-in- 
the-numbers’’? How about stoneware? 
Should the fact that the design is in- 
cised rather than otherwise applied be 
the significant factor in determining 
price and desirability? And in how 
many instances is the art of the piece 
little more than a sketch or cartoon? 
By way of advice for the collector | 
suggest formulating a plan, one that 
will be modified, perhaps with regular- 
ity, but nonetheless one that contem-

plates where you are going and what 
you want to have when you get there. 

Do you want a serious collection? 
Will “good” suffice, or will it have to 
be always the best? Can you wait for 
top pieces and stay off the market until 
they come up or do you need the rush 
of acquisition with regularity? 

Are you willing to admit your mis- 
takes and absorb losses? Upgrading is 
not always a pleasant process. It means 
selling, and rarely at a profit. It means 
discovering that the cigar store figure 
that was sold to you as a princess has 
become a squaw when you offer it 
back to the dealer. Asking this question 
another way, are you prepared to look 
continually at your collection with a 
critical eye—knowing its weak points 
(your compulsive purchases)—and to 
acknowledge your mistakes, getting rid 
of them, often at a loss? 

Some good advice that I have fol- 
lowed involves work that should be 
fun and satisfying: Read the available 
books and the catalogs and visit the 
good museums. This work is critical to 
establishing the foundation on which 
the edifice of opinion and taste is built. 

As a collector you're only half there, 
because you have to know not only the 
art but the market, and there’s little out 
there to bridge the two worlds. (Read- 
ing auction prices where there’s no 
evaluation of the object is of little val- 
ue.) If you can put the two disciplines 
(art and the market) together, connois- 
seurship should be close at hand. 

Just a word about collecting as an 
investment—always a popular topic, 
although I’m not certain why. Unless 
you've found a way to have your 
weather vanes send you a quarterly 
dividend check, don’t regard collecting © 
as an investment in any traditional = 
sense.

Then, one morning 
he announced to his wife that he was 
going to make the place an inn. Mr. 
Needle, a real estate developer and 
president of his own construction firm, 
designed the inn and supervised the 
building’s renovation. Mrs. Needle saw 
to its decoration. Together, as if scout- 
ing, they traveled to places they loved, 
noted the amenities that pleased them 
wherever they stayed and determined 
that these same features would be 
made available to their own guests. 

The result is that the Vendue Inn is 
an in-town facility combining the 
charm and informality of a country inn 
with the crisp efficiency of a city hotel. 
There are 18 rooms, each with private 
bath and color TV, and each furnished 
with Oriental rugs, comfortable beds 
and reproduction furniture that recalls 
vintage Charleston. 

The staff of the Vendue Inn provides 
each guest room with fresh-cut flow- 
ers, a continental breakfast served on a 
silver tray and liqueur and a chocolate 
mint at bedtime. At 4:30 every after- 
noon there is a wine and cheese party 
in the courtyard at the rear of the lob- 
by, where guests are frequently enter- 
tained by jazz musicians or chamber 
music players.

It will 
be small, the Needles insist, because 
nothing should be grandiose to violate 
the intimacy that has marked their 
style of innkeeping since they opened 
their doors in 1978. “We still want peo- 
ple to wander into our library, sit down 
and relax or borrow a book from its 
shelves—just as they would at home.” 
The Vendue Inn, open year-round, is 
at 19 Vendue Range, near the intersec- 
tion of Queen and East Bay streets.

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glish country inn, the kind of place his 
English-born wife, Mary, had had 
some experience running before her 
marriage. So, in 1982, when the Hirsts 
came upon what was then called Mun- 
son House while on a skiing vacation, 
they immediately recognized the place 
of their dreams and made their move 
without a moment’s hesitation. 

Today the Federal-style 1811 House, 
once the home of Mary Lincoln Isham, 
granddaughter of Abraham Lincoln, is 
resplendent with antique furniture, 
Oriental rugs, fine pictures, gleaming 
brass and sparkling crystal. Some of 
these lovely things came from the 
Hirsts’ New York home; others were 
collected in nearby areas of Vermont, a 
state where the antiquing rivals the 
skiing and hiking. For those of their 
guests who are so inclined, the Hirsts 
are happy to provide suggested itiner- 
aries for antiquing day trips in and 
around Manchester. 

Each of the 11 bedrooms at the 1811 
House is furnished with antiques and 
homey collections of books. Most have 
working fireplaces. Attention to archi- 
tectural detail is the hallmark of the 
1811 House. The Hirsts have taken care 
to preserve the character of the inn in 
every way during its renovation. Me- 
ticulous attention to the fine points is 
noticeable everywhere; even in the 
bathrooms historically appropriate 
paint colors and wallcoverings enhance 
the refurbished pedestal sinks and 
claw-footed tubs. 

Breakfast is served family-style at 
the 1811, with the menu changing daily 
according to what Jack is in the mood 
to cook. One morning it might be an 
English grill with crisp bacon, fried 
bread, grilled tomatoes, eggs and fresh- 
squeezed orange juice; another, it 
might be eggs Benedict in a perfectly 
executed hollandaise. No meals other 
than breakfast are served, though. The 
Hirsts keep sample menus on hand of 
nearby restaurants for their guests who 
want to try the fare in Manchester or 
its neighbor, the village of Dorset. 

Rooms range from $60 to $110 for 
two, full breakfast included. The inn 
does not accept children or pets. Call 
(802) 362-1811 for reservations. 


Casa de Solana, St. Augustine, Fla. 
As the oldest city in America (1598), 
St. Augustine has a right to proclaim as 
her treasure the colors of a vibrant 
past, a heritage from the many nations 
that have had a hand in creating her 
style. At the top of Aviles Street, just 
off King, in a street typically narrow 
and filled with the character of the 
city’s fabulous mix of early European 
settlements, is the Casa de Solana, built 
in 1763 by Don Manuel Solana, a 
Spanish military man. Today his house 
has been restored as a charming inn. Its 
present 
McMurry, have kept the house in the 
distinctive flavor of St. Augustine’s 
Spanish period: thick coquina-shell 
walls, high ceilings with dark, hand- 
hewn beams and polished, bare, hand- 
pegged floors. True to the old-world

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The Inn of the Mountain Gods, 
Mescalero, N. Mex. 

“Come play where the gods have 
walked” is the invitation extended to 
you by the Mescalero Apache tribe 
that runs this fabulous resort, which 
rises up from the barren, endlessly 
bleak New Mexican range country and 
drops down as if by magic into a 7,000- 
foot-high valley in the south-central 
part of New Mexico. 

This partly Indian-owned and oper- 
ated resort abounds in natural beauty. 
The grandeur and sudden drama of the 
setting all but overshadow the magnifi- 
cence of the imposing stone, steel and 
wood lodge that is the inn’s heart. This 
main structure is decorated simply to 
allow the serenity of the lake and 
mountains to rest the eye and soul. 
Billows of clouds swirl around Sierra 
Blanca, which rises 12,000 feet above 
sea level, snow-tipped, into the paint- 
ed-blue New Mexican sky.

Just 
off Route 32 is an imposing brick struc- 
ture, The Norwich Inn, recently refur- 
bished by the Edward J. Safdie Group 
whose hostelries include the new four- 
suite No. 1022 in New York City as 
well as California’s Sonoma Mission 
Inn and Spa. Come this June, the Nor- 
wich Inn will also boast spa facilities, 
an option remarkable for its absence on 
the East Coast, inn or no. The spa will 
be housed in the inn’s adjacent stone 
and clapboard house overlooking the 
rolling hills of a 200-acre golf course. 

Bigger (75 rooms) and grander than 
your typical country inn, the Norwich 
Inn has an illustrious past that dates 
back to the ’30s when it was a haven 
for the rich and famous seeking an es- 
cape from the pace of big-city life.

he most successful remod- 
elers of old houses are those 
who can maintain a delicate 
balance between too much rev- 
erence for the past and too little. With 
too much awe for its heritage, a house 
becomes a museum; with too little re- 
spect, the past is obliterated. Interior de- 
signer Cindi Mufson successfully avoided 
both pitfalls when she remodeled her 
1899 house in the Garden District of 
New Orleans. ‘'| had never lived with so 
many beautiful details before,’’ says Ms. 
Mufson, who moved here from Florida 
with her husband, Stephen Kapelow, and 
their daughter, Ali. ‘‘The baseboards are 
13 inches high, the doors and windows 
still have their old glass, and the wood- 
work is magnificent. | didn't know dentil 
moldings from scotia, but | knew | wanted 
to highlight all those details—to let them 
dominate the design. At the same time | 
had a vision of a house so light and airy 
that no matter how gray it was outside it 
would always be bright inside.” 
And, in fact, it took a great deal of 
vision to see beyond the house as it was 


when the Kapelow family bought it. All 
the woodwork was stained a very dark 
brown, the owner was still using dim gas- 
lights in most rooms, and the second 
floor had been made into a separate 
apartment with an outside entrance. 

Structural work began with the restora- 
tion of the old stairwell and the joining of 
two small rooms (kitchen and glassed-in 
porch) on the first floor. On. the second 
floor more small rooms were Opened to 
each other to make one large family 
gathering space. The house was further 
Opened up—visually—when walls and 
woodwork were painted a delicate vanil- 
la color and floors were paved in tile the 
same shade. ‘‘A lot of people were horri- 
fied when | painted all the woodwork 
and wainscoting and put in a tile floor,” 
Ms. Mufson says. ‘‘They said that a crazy 
designer from Florida was coming in to 
destroy their heritage! But now they all 
love it."’ It’s easy to see why. The unclut- 
tered rooms let details take the spotlight; 
the crisp glaze of the tile complements 
the moldings and woodwork better than 
dark floors would. 
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“T LIKE INTERIOR

indi Mufson chose the neu- 

tral color scheme—mostly 

vanilla, with touches of cara- 

mel and blue—for two rea- 
sons: It opens up this once-dark house 
and also creates the kind of background 
she likes to live with. ‘'This house is very 
relaxing, very soothing; it will also 
change as the family grows, or even 
when | change the flowers. It's a wonder- 
ful background for all these New Orleans 
flowers—the hot pink rose of montana 
vine that grows wild in the street or the 
azaleas and camellias." 

Foundation for the color scheme is the 
vanilla terra-cotta tiles. Sweeping 
through the house like a fresh breeze 
(and just as cool in summer), the tiles 
extend from the front door back to the 
kitchen/breakfast room (see ‘‘After’’ 
plan). Ms. Mufson chose the tile first be- 
cause it comes in a narrow range of 
colors, then found cream-colored paint 
and 100 percent Belgian linen from Lee 
Jofa to match. Linen on the sofa, chairs 
and tables brings back memories of the 
days before air conditioning when south- 
erners draped all their furniture with linen 
slipcovers in the summer. ‘‘It looks cool 
and relaxed even in 98-degree weath- 
er,’’ says Ms. Mufson. The wicker furni- 
ture is another echo of the past, but was 
chosen more for its light look. ‘'This 
house is heavy enough without having 
antiques from the period."

ne of the most satisfying creative acts is to 
design and build a house that is the realiza- 
tion of ideas and visions you've had all 
your life. Further satisfaction comes from 

living day to day in a place that just suits you. Ron and 

Janice Jewell of Framingham, Mass., have satisfaction 

aplenty after living for almost four years in the house 

they built and love. 

The Jewells’ house is a beautiful example of a recent 
revival in timber frame housing. Timber framing is a 
post-and-beam construction method that uses tradition- 
al wood joinery secured by wooden pegs called “trun- 
nels” or “tree nails.”” The method died out in the early 
1800s with the development of power sawmills and 
was replaced by stud framing, but has returned to favor 
in the last decade with the increased appreciation for 
craft and structural integrity. 

Both Ron and Janice Jewell had lived nearby all 
their lives and hoped to find a secluded, wooded place 
to build. When they did, they got in touch with Tedd 
Benson of Alstead, N.H., a builder who is a major force 
in the timber frame revival. (He is the author, with 
James Gruber, of Building the Timber Frame House, 
published by Seribner’s.) The Jewells sent Mr. Benson 
a floor plan on graph paper, and he drew up plans with 


some modifications and additions—it was he. for exam- 


ple, who expanded their desire for an arched window 


into the striking Palladian window and French doors at 
the front that fills the house with light.»

Old Mill Conversion 


There is history in every crevice and cranny at Havi- 
land’s Privilege, a beautiful stone mill on the shore of 
Paran Creek in North Bennington, Vt., that dates back 
to before the Revolutionary War. After 50 years of 
abandonment and neglect, it has received a new lease on 
life thanks to a well-timed rescue by conversion. 


Architect Timothy D. Smith, whose offices are in the 


Lugs ‘ nearby North Bennington railroad station that he also

converted, approached the project with imagination and 
respect. He purchased the property almost 10 years ago 
and several years later devised a plan for turning the 
mill and its outbuildings into a total of six condominium 
units—each different—in three buildings: the mill it- 
self, an adjacent small stone building and a wooden 
building that sits over the water. One derelict stone 
building just behind the mill was demolished except for 
a single wall that serves to define the gardens and 
terraces (inset, preceding page). 

Each unit is multileveled and sizes vary from one to 
four bedrooms. All include a fireplace, a generous 
amount of built-in storage space and clean white walls to 


highlight and brighten the interior spaces.

Bi treasured painting by New England 
artist Ann Jones belongs to the owners of 
Stone Mill South. It’s the centerpiece of a 


decorative vignette in the dining area. 
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Joseph Haviland was granted 
the right to establish a grist- 
mill and dam by the King in 
about 1770, but Haviland was 
a Tory and was forced to leave 
town shortly thereafter. His 
son-in-law, Moses Sage, a cap- 
tain in the Revolutionary 
Army, took over the opera- 
tion. Local legend has it that 
he fed the troops for the Bat- 
tle of Bennington (1777) with 
corn ground at the mill. 

In the 19th century, the 
property was turned into a pa- 
per mill and the original 
grindstones were recycled as 
lintels over the doors and win- 
dows. In 1927 the complex 
was abandoned, except for the 
small stone building that be- 
came an office for Fred Well- 
ing, a descendant of the paper 
mill’s founder. 

What has always been 
called Fred’s Old Office by 
the townspeople has now be- 
come home, office and store- 
house for Victor Weinblatt, an 
antiques dealer who special- 
izes in 19th- and early 20th- 
century crafts and furniture. 

A great portion of the con- 
version project at Haviland’s 
Privilege consisted of renovat- 
ing the original structure. 
Sensitive attention to detail 
included arranging for a near- 
by quarry, long since closed, 
to reopen so that new stone 
would match the old. Once the 
framework was sturdy, archi- 
tect Smith was able to inte- 
grate into it his own contem- 
porary design. “In so doing,” 
he says, “I had to try to think 
like the original builder—not 
just understand what he did, 
but try to create a design sym- 
pathetic to the original.” &

The Victorian revolt against the rigidi- 
ty of these classic forms found archi- 
tects massing several simple gable-roof 
structures together in an informal fash- 
ion to create houses that were more 
picturesque, more in harmony with na- 
ture. Designers of Greek Revival struc- 
tures had squeezed rooms into a Sur- 
rounding form, usually a cube. Victorian 
architects allowed the plan to grow— 
naturally—from within, arriving at a form 
that accommodated owner needs as 
well as the lay of the land. The Victorian

architectural styles. Two of the most 
signficant were Carpenter Gothic (6), 
with its carved gingerbread ornamenta- 
tion, and Queen Anne (7), with its solid 
geometric masses and expansive 
porches. 

In the early 1880s wealthy Americans 
sought comfortable, fashionable vaca- 
tion retreats far away from cities, pri- 
marily along the unspoiled Atlantic 
coast. At first, Queen Anne style houses 
were built, but eventually the uniquely 
American Shingle style (8) emerged, 
bringing with it a rediscovery of colonial 
earmarks from the 17th century: rough- 
cut shingle siding, the gambrel roof, 
rubble stone walls and a snug, close-to- 
the-earth profile.

Americana there has been a substantial 
appreciation in value. Often, however, 
only the best pieces appreciate very 
much. But if you’re a collector, selling 
your best pieces is the last thing in the 
world you want to do. 

Regarding attributions, I note that 
there is an unfortunate number of col- 
lectors who need the reassurance of an 
attribution or a signature, and there are 
many dealers who are all too willing to 
provide them. Reinforcing this problem 
is what I feel in most areas to be an 
unfortunate lack of scholarship. 

Attributions seem all too often to be 
based largely upon “wish” and “de- 
sire’ rather than on any real research. 
While some good work is being done, 
the amount is very small. Perhaps the 
nature of American folk art is such that 
certain areas will never be susceptible 
to meaningful research or finite conclu- 
sions. I would prefer an acknowledge- 
ment of such limitations rather than 
dubious conclusions. 

So I suggest that neophyte collectors 
take both attributions and provenance 
with a big grain of salt. Buy because a 
piece appeals to your aesthetics. 

Rarity is another perilous myth for 
the neophyte collector. Let me share 
some definitions as I have come to 
know and understand them: “Unique” 
means that I may have to wait at least a 
year before I find another example; 
“tare’ means I might have to wait six 
months or so; ““unusual’’ means a 
month or two might pass before a com- 
parable item can be found at auction, 
designated “fine” or “very fine.” 

As collectors, all of us can and 
should take pride in preserving a part 
of our culture, even a part of our artis- 
tic heritage. What I feel has been miss- 
ing is meaningful retrospection and 
criticism. If we don’t take ourselves se- 
riously—by engaging in self-criticism, 
by raising basic questions, by setting 
ethical and aesthetic parameters in our 
corner of the art and cultural world— 
then no one else will.

A. Your settee looks like three chairs placed next to one 
another. Each of the chairs is in the style of furniture called 
Chippendale in the United States but known as George II 
style in England. From about 1750 to 1785, Thomas Chip- 
pendale designed chairs with a curved top rail (crest), curved 
legs (cabriole) and open back (pierced splat). The ball-and- 
claw foot is seen on many pieces of furniture from the same 
period. Most furniture in that style was made of mahogany. 

If made before 1800, your settee is worth $3,000 to $5,000. 
If a modern copy, it would be worth at least $1,000.

A ship with a 
copper hull like 
yours is some- 
times called a 
“copper penny” 
model; it was 
believed that the copper came from English pennies. The 
value is determined by the accuracy of the model. Knowing 
the name of the ship also adds to the value. 

Your ship’s value would be from $2,000 to $3,000 or more. 


This strange looking object is obviously meant to 
hold umbrellas. How old could it be? 
—S.H., Garvin, Okla. 


A. The first umbrellas were used 
in ancient Egypt and other Medi- 
terranean countries as protection 
against the sun. A Chinese legend 
claims that umbrellas were invent- 
ed in the 11th century s.c. The 
umbrella was in use in Europe by 
the end of the 16th century as a 
protection from rain. Silk, lace or 
leather were favored coverings. By 
the beginning of the 19th century, 
women carried them regularly. 
Men of fashion started using them 
by the middle of the 1800s. The 
umbrella rolled up to be stored in a 
tall vaselike holder. Your stand 
has the characteristics of Eastlake- 
designed furniture of the 1860 to 
1900 period. It should be worth 
about $800. @

THE DIET THAT GIVES YOU MAXIMUM ENERGY 
MAY BE AS UNIQUE AS YOUR FINGERPRINTS

nergy! The very word seems to 
demand an exclamation point. 
Energy—that extra zip, the zest 
and appetite for life that fairly crackles 
from every pore. How to get it is the 
question. 

“People who are fatigued are not 
eating properly, unless they have a dis- 
ease,” says Allan Cott, M.D., a Man- 
hattan-based specialist in nutritional 
medicine whose work with seriously 
disturbed children is the basis of his 
forthcoming book on raising healthy 
children, to be published by Times 
Books. 

“At least fifty percent of the people 
who come to me do so because they are 
tired all the time, especially after eat- 
ing. Many have been feeling this way 
for years. They've been to doctors end- 
lessly and have been told it’s all in their 
heads, so they’re very relieved when I 
tell them it’s in their diets. 

“Many of these people have a prob- 
lem metabolizing glucose, others can 
have an allergy to certain foods that 
has gone unrecognized because it cre- 
ates fatigue and depression rather than 
hives or sneezing. 

“More than half the patients who 
come to me fatigued say they can’t eat 
breakfast. That’s a big mistake. For 
maximum energy, no one should skip 
breakfast. As we sleep during the 
night, our blood sugar is slowly drop- 
ping—we are, in effect, fasting. Which 
is where the name “break-fast’’ comes 
from. 

“If you get up in the morning, eat 
nothing and rush off to work, stress 
starts to work on you: Your adrenal 
glands start producing adrenalin, your 
pancreas puts insulin. When the 
insulin level in blood stream in- 
creases, you begir ise up additional 


sugar—which is at a low level 


because you haven’t eaten since the 
night before. 

“Then, at ten o'clock, you have a 
Danish and a cup of coffee with sugar. 
You get a lift for an hour. Then your 
insulin level increases, dropping the 
sugar level, and you’re back where you 
started. It’s common for fatigue to be 
worse after lunch; some people can’t 
keep their heads up and have to rest for 
twenty minutes or so. Many will take a 
candy bar at this point. The worst 
thing to do! 

“The high protein diet I prescribe for 
these patients is low in animal fat and 
consists mostly of chicken and fish. If 
they must eat beef, I will allow veal, 
but only once a week. As people im- 
prove, I begin to shift them over to a 
more vegetarian diet.” 

For HB’s contributing food editor, 
Martha Stewart, vegetables are crucial. 
“T eat tons of vegetables,” she says, 
“and lots of fruit. And I have endless 
energy. I never have a day off. My 
helpers, who are years younger than I 
am, tend to fade, but I keep on going. 

“For breakfast, I’ll either have a 
grapefruit or an orange—always the 
whole fruit, never just the juice. | 
learned that from my daughter, who is 
a strict vegetarian. I’ll eat eggs—we 
have our own hens. Some skim milk, 
no coffee. I sometimes drink weak 
tea—more like hot lemon water. 

“T don’t eat much lunch—maybe fish 
or pasta or eggs. I have very low cho- 
lesterol and low blood pressure. I take a 
multivitamin once a day, but I can’t tell 
if it makes any difference. 

“T don’t drink—except for an occa- 
sional glass of white wine. I find that if 
I drink the energy saps right out of me. 
Also, I drink much more water than I 
used to—something else I learned from 
my daughter. It’s been very good for 
me. I never eat any ‘junk.’ If I ever feel 


I’m getting weak, I'll eat cheese, whole 
wheat bread or fruit. But I never binge. 
Having lived on this kind of diet for so 
long, I find my cravings turn to a salad 
or fruit, never sweets.” 

Martha Stewart’s consumption of 
water would earn her high marks from 
Robert Haas, Ph.D., author of Fat to 
Win, The Sports Nutrition Bible (Rawson 
Associates, 1983). Dr. Haas, whom 
Martina Navratilova publicly thanked 
for her 1983 victory at the U.S. Open, 
has written a book that allows readers 
to evaluate their body chemistry and 
adapt it to individual needs depending 
on age, gender and activity—as it’s 
subtitle says: For Weekend to World-Class 
Athletes. 

I asked Dr. Haas what he would con- 
sider the primary factor in maintaining 
energy. ‘“The most important nutrient 
is water. When you don’t drink 
enough, your endurance and stamina 
go down. Even someone who isn’t an 
athlete, who doesn’t sweat, has insen- 
sible water loss throughout the day. 
Most people don’t replace it in time, 
because thirst doesn’t always automat- 
ically tell you that you need water. 

“By the way, it’s a myth that water 
washes out nutrients. People who say 
that know nothing about physiology. 
Vitamins are absorbed into the cells, so 
they don’t wash out when water goes 
through the gastrointestinal tract.” 

The Sports Nutrition Bible is a terrific 
idea, particularly because so many ath- 
letes are not wise eaters. Some suc- 
cumb to fads in pursuit of a better 
performance; others depend on their 
youth and natural good health until, 
suddenly, it deserts them. This is what 
happened to Chris Evert Lloyd, six- 
time winner of the U.S. Open and cur- 
rently the number-two-ranked player 
in world women’s tennis.

man frame, makes them great wherever 
they’re used, but this beauty may have 
a meaning that goes beyond the merely 
aesthetic in the United States. Each 
style conveys the uprightness and self- 
respect of the people who designed and 
used them, people acutely aware of 
both their freedom and their responsi- 
bility. Each detail is in keeping with 
the averall form. Even when the chairs 
are embellished with carved bowknots 
and draperies or inlaid with bellflow-

ers, they remain es- 
sentially spare and 
lean. Exuberance is 
contained. The 
chairs bear witness, 
as all design does, 
to the ideals of the 
people. 

On American 
shores, 18th-century craftsmen either 
made the furniture they had already 
been making in Europe—with varia- 





tions—or copied European fashions, 
also with variations. It is these varia- 
tions that are’ crucial. ““All the chairs 


, 


follow English designs,” says antiques 
dealer Bernard Levy of Bernard and S. 
Dean Levy, “but American cabinet- 
makers interpreted them differently.” 
Mr. Levy points out that just as the 
American language is based on English, 
but is not English, and American law is 
based on English law, but is very dif- 
ferent, similarly American chairs, 
though based on English designs 
(themselves, influenced by the Dutch 
in the Queen Anne period), were amal- 
gams of far wider influences. From 


America’s immigrant craftsmen—Por- 
tuguese, Dutch, German, Scotch, Irish, 
as well as English—came other knowl- 
edge, other feelings. Each of the cities 
= where these cabinetmakers and carvers 
= worked—Newport, New York, Phila- 
= delphia and Boston—developed their 


own individual styles that were as dif- 
ferent from each other as they were 
from their prototypes. “The fabulous 
thing about America,” remarks Mr. 
Levy, “is that even in the 18th century 
it was a melting pot.” 

Bernard Levy’s son and partner, S. 
Dean Levy, adds, “There were so many 
elements from all over the world being 
pushed together. What comes out is a 
type of carving, for instance, that is 
very different from what it is based on. 
In some ways it’s much more beautiful, 
much more pleasing than the originals. 
It’s not a pure strain; it’s now become a 
mixed strain.” 


American variations 

Clement E. Conger, curator of the 
diplomatic reception rooms at the State 
Department and the White House, 
gives as a specific example of American 
variation, the popular Duncan Phyfe 
chair. ‘The Duncan Phyfe chairs are a 
little delicate and fragile compared to 
Queen Anne and Chippendale,” he 
says, “but they are basically the Shera- 
ton style—just the Duncan Phyfe/New 
York adaptation of the Sheraton chairs. 
This is true of so many American 
pieces. They follow the English ante- 
cedent and then improve upon it, giv- 
ing it distinctive forms and graceful 
lines that have never been surpassed. 
In many cases the American adaptation 
of the English chairs is superior to the 
original.” 

It is from these historic chairs that 
Americans choose—both from origi- 
nals and copies. Much of their motiva- 
tion is aesthetic. These are chairs seen 
in’ museums and galleries, in the splen- 
did collections at Winterthur, the State 
Department, the White House, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art’s Ameri- 
can wing. They command high prices 
at auction. The chairs are, rightly, ad- 
mired. More than that, the chairs rep- 
resent tradition and a continuity that is 
personal, as well as historic. Americans 
have come to realize the intrinsic beau- 
ty of much of their native arts and 
artifacts. It may be silver by Paul Re- 
vere or paintings of river life by George 
Caleb Bingham. It may also be chairs 
elegant enough for the nation’s first 
great families, chairs fit for statesmen.

“Buy a can of paint. That’s the best 
way to begin a room spruce-up. Go 
from light to dark. Paint the first room 
you enter in a pale pastel; then paint 
the larger room in one of the new dark 
colors. This might be a darker version 
of the pale pastel color, or it might be a 
contrasting color. This is a soothing 
change and one that won’t cost much 
money. My clients will say, ‘My furni- 
ture looks drab.’ I tell them, ‘Paint the 
walls and you'll be surprised how at- 
tractive everything else will become.’ ” 
Don’t be limited by convention. If 
your rooms are dark, change to light 
and vice versa. Either way the change 
will be an instant transformation. Paint 
one wall and paper another for contrast 
in color and texture. 
When in doubt paint it white. White creates 
a dramatic change without a commit- 
ment to color. It simplifies, brightens

and makes everything look fresh. Then 
add color in small doses like pillows, 
paintings and accessories. For example, 
use pottery, baskets, wood, a quilt or 
woven afghan for textural interest. 
Add clear glass or large white ceramic 
vases filled with red tulips for immedi- 
ate dramatic contrast in an all white 
room. A white wall is also the perfect 
background for a hanging quilt. 

Since white is a good background for 

changes of mood, add lots of pillows 
covered with big, bold blossom prints 
or solid pastel chintz for summer. 
Look up. Don’t be limited by the walls 
alone. “A fresh new color on the ceiling 
will change your room quite a bit,” 
report George P. Davis and Bruce F. 
Dilts, Nantucket artist/designers. ‘“We 
just finished painting a beautiful pale 
blue ceiling for a client. It gives the 
entire room a lovely, cool feeling.” 

Other designers also feel that an en- 
tire room can be changed with a new 
ceiling color. Pale peach or a hint of 
pink will cast a soft glow over 
the room. This is particularly 
nice in a dining room or bed- 
room. It makes everything restful 
and rosy. Cool colors are espe- 
cially good in southern climates 
and summer houses. Choose the 
palest hint of color from the window, 
floor or fabric treatment. 

Once you’ve created interest from 
above, add a high shelf along one wall 
and fill it with baskets and greenery to 
draw the eye upward. Consider paint- 
ing the molding in a slightly darker 
shade of the same pastel. 

Lighting impact. The way color looks is 
a result, in part, of lighting. Bounce 
light off the ceiling for indirect fill. In a 
dark room with paneled walls, for ex- 
ample, paint the ceiling a mocha color 
and add low lighting along the floor. 
This will create intimacy. When light- 
ing is bounced off warm pastel walls 
and ceiling, it warms the room. Fluo- 
rescent lighting in a kitchen can be 
harsh. To warm the room, paint the 
ceiling in pale pastel. In a hot climate, 
bounce the light off pale blue walls. 
Use colored bulbs to change the hue in 
a room. 
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Special effects. Fantasy finishes add indi- 
viduality to any room. George P. Davis 
favors the subtle marbleized effect of 
“rag-rolled” walls. Wrap rags around 
regular paint rollers and paint as usual. 
There are many antiquing kits avail- 
able, enabling you to transform kitchen 
cabinets, furniture, even countertops 
easily. Your retailer will be able to 
show you samples of different colors 
that will work best on your surfaces. 
Known for their trompe I’oeil paint- 
ings, Davis and Dilts won’t hesitate to 
paint an old piece of furniture, then 
create a fantasy on the front of the 
drawers or on a closet door. They re- 
cently transformed an old Formica 
countertop. Here is a formula they 
used before applying their final artist- 
ry: First clean the Formica with acetone 
to remove any grease. Then coat the 
surface with a glaze you wipe off, leav- 
ing a thin film. To this you apply a 
darker color, then wipe away the ex- 
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cess again for the final color. “We 
wanted a pale mocha coloring for our 
countertop,” Mr. Davis says. “So we 
then sprinkled flecks of dark paint here 
and there to simulate aging. Over this 
we added our trompe I’oeil.” 

One of the quickest and easiest ways 
to give furniture a professional uplift is 
with sponge painting. Glaze color is ap- 
plied over a base coat by dabbing with 
a sponge until all areas are painted. 

A strie or striped effect is created by 
painting walls or floors to give them a 
textured appearance. This is an espe- 
cially good way to cover walls that 
aren't perfectly flat and to camouflage 
imperfections. Paint the walls with flat 
latex. Using a craft knife make irregular 
cuts in a squeegee. Brush antiquing 
glaze on the wall to make an even coat. 
Starting at the top of the wall draw the 
squeegee down in one motion. Repeat 
across the wall, overlapping each row 
in order to create a random pattern. 
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A practical and interesting technique 
comes from Beverly Ellsley Interior 
Designs, a firm that created a charming 
interior for kitchen cabinets. Wooden 
cabinets are stained with a green glaze. 
The same glaze is used to pattern the 
interiors of every storage space in the 
kitchen. Each is created at random us- 
ing, as tools, a paintbrush, a sponge, 
rags and fingers. These are dipped into 
the glaze and applied to the surfaces in 
swirling, dotted, fingerprint and dab- 
bing patterns. This is a technique often 
employed on country furniture. An- 
other perk-up for kitchen cabinets 
might be new Smooth ’n Easy shelf 
liner by Rubbermaid—in patterns or 
colors, all with Shelf-Grip adhesive 
that holds the liner in place though 
allowing for easy removal whenever a 
future change is wanted. 


Window treatment wonders 

Dressing up windows has taken a 

turn for the better, and never before 
have there been so many alternatives 
for exciting window dressings. The 
new layered windows combine shades 
or blinds with draperies and curtains 
opening up many more possibilities. 
And the rods and poles are as beautiful 
as they are functional, making it possi- 
ble to achieve a custom design for any 
style window. 
Curtain and drapery know-how. Windows 
come in all sizes, and there is a drapery 
or curtain for every situation. Long 
draperies generally create a formal ef- 
fect, while short curtains look more ca- 
sual. However, full draperies with ruf- 
fles and wide tiebacks are being used 
for a country-style environment as 
well. Curtains should vary to reflect 
the style of a room. They can create an 
illusion, altering the look of the win- 
dow dimensions. Here are some prob- 
lem-solving techniques: 

If you have a narrow window, extend 
the track beyond the window frame. 
This trick will also allow for maximum 
light when draperies are fully opened. 

To reduce window expanse use tiebacks 
that join at the top and add a matching 
valance. 7o make a window look taller, hang 
the rod a few inches above the top of |

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ways, such as staining, bleaching, pick- 
ling, stenciling and combing, depend- 
ing on the condition of the wood. 
Architect Richard Becker feels that 
good floors are important to any space. 
Bleached floors or light finishes like 
oak are preferable. He likes to simplify 
the finishes and the number of ele- 
ments in a room. “I look for some his- 
toric point of interest as a departure.” 
he says. ‘For example, if the molding is 
If it’s 
made of lesser wood I paint it, often 


interesting, I keep it natural. 


the same color as the ceiling. Right 
now I like mauves and green, but usu- 
ally I use subtle contrasting colors like 
white with off-white. If I use two col- 
ors I try to keep them as close to the 
same color as possible. If there is no 
molding in a room, why not add your 
own. Just nail it in place after mitering 
corners with a miter box saw. Paint the 
ceiling molding with high gloss and use 
semigloss for chair moldings. This is a 
good way to achieve some interest in a 
space lacking architectural details.” 

J. Scott Finn of Design Associates, an 
architectural firm on Nantucket, agrees 
with Richard Becker regarding floors. 
“We design vacation homes primarily 
and always advise our clients to keep 
their floors light. People really want 
homes that are carefree and airy. Yel- 
lowy pine is being used often today, 
and the stains are in gray tones to look 
like the silvery shingles on weather- 
worn exteriors. Even the island’s year- 
round residents who use darker, richer 
colors don’t carpet entire floors. Area 
rugs allow the bare wood to show.” 

In warmer climates pickling is a 
technique for achieving a soft, gray 
floor finish. Pickling is the method by 
which you paint a floor white, then 
wipe away most of the paint while it’s 
still wet to allow the natural grain to 
show through. A coat of polyurethane 
protects the wood finish. 

For added interest. Ceramic tile is costlier 
than vinyl tile but offers a multitude of 
design possibilities. It is also practical 
and a versatile choice for bathrooms 
and kitchens. Jack Champlain and Dale 
Joe use it often as a decorative element 
for borders around doors and windows. 


It can also serve as wainscoting and on 
parts of furniture. The ubiquitous Par- 
sons table is the perfect “canvas” for 
decorative tiles. “Don’t use just the so- 
lids,” they suggest. ‘“There are so many 
designs to work with.” 

Stenciling is one of the most popular 
techniques for enhancing a painted 
floor, and a good way to hide a surface 
that has been damaged. Home decorat- 
ing centers carry all the paints, brushes 
and stencil papers you need plus a se- 
lection of designs already cut out for 
your convenience. If you want to cut 
your own design it’s easy to pick up 
the motif from fabric or wall covering 
to use as a floor border. If your design 
is placed round the floor’s edge you can 
use rugs in the center of the room. 
Stenciling around windows is another 
way to tie the room together and you 
can extend the design to window 
shades as well. Country furniture takes 
on a new dimension when stenciled, a 
technique that is especially delightful 
in a child’s or guest room. 

Combed floor finish is inspired by tradi- 
tional decorative inlay and parquet. 
This painted design draws attention to 
the floor and can be a practical as well 
as pretty way to turn a worn floor, or 
one without distinction, into a decora- 
tive element in a room. Begin with a 
clean floor. Apply a coat of primer and 
paint again. The ““comb” is made from 
a 6-inch-wide squeegee, notched un- 
evenly. Comb the squeegee through 
the paint; the overcoat will come away, 
revealing the ground color in the de- 
sired pattern. Comb graining was par- 
ticularly popular in colonial days and 
this wavy pattern will give you an au- 
thentic looking Eariy American finish. 

Glazed floors can be a surprise finish 
under the rug. Scruggs-Myers & Asso- 
ciates prefer a carpeted floor for winter 
with the option of removing it for a 
fresh look in the spring. They coat the 
floor with red casein paint. Over this 
they add khaki color, then rub off the 
khaki to see the red beneath. Wax the 
floor and don’t worry about the wear 
and tear. Mr. Myers says, ‘““The more it 
wears, the better. It just gets softer and 
prettier the more you walk on it.”

he ceiling has come into its own. 
Pes has been a vacancy of white 

hovering, it seems, a few inade- 
quate inches above our noses as we lie 
daydreaming on a Sunday morning is 
fast becoming more important than 
walls. Not only are ceilings being 
painted rosy hues instead of white, in 
shining glosses rather than regulation 
calcimine, they are tented in fabric or 
edged in flowering border prints, illu- 
minated by recessed lighting, changing 
from flat to contoured surfaces. 

Interior designers such as Angelo 
Donghia, Robert Metzger, Katherine 
Stephens, Luis Molina and Robert 
Hart, often drawing inspiration from 
the past, are some of those helping to 
bring to its close what has been one of 
the few eras in history when the ceiling 
has been so boring for so long. Com- 
menting on the shift in emphasis, Rob- 
ert Hart says, “There’s a great revival 
in applied surface decoration in gener- 
al. People are becoming more and more 
aware of the room as an entirety.” 
Adds Robert Metzger, ‘‘Everyone 
thinks a room stops with the molding 
above, but the ceiling is an important 
architectural element. It should be as 
important as a painting, the furniture 
or an Oriental rug. Whether it’s carved 
or painted or stuccoed, it can be done 
in contemporary style.” 

Recognizing the room as a six-sided 
box, all sides of which have to be con- 
sidered, Angelo Donghia feels too of- 
ten the ceiling is treated like a step- 
child. “The things no one knows what 
to do with—speakers, extra lights, ex- 
haust fans—are put on it,” he says.

sensible plan? The ceiling should be 
treated just as you would a wall. It can 
be painted a color, painted a dark color, 
covered with gold leaf or lacquered. 
Many, many things can be done to 
make it attractive.” 

That the ceiling need not be a blank, 
a tabula rasa whose single revelation of 
personality has been occasionally to 
crack and let fall a tinkle of plaster, is 
proven by such ceilings still in exis- 
tence or remaining in records. The mul- 
tiple recessed, or coffered, squares that 
spanned the fluted columns of ancient 
Greece. Old Rome’s bright, skylike 
ceilings from which gilt stars shone 
and, sometimes, rain or flowers fell. 
Glittering honeycombs of mosaic that 
domed the great mosques. Carved tim- 
bers securing the roofs of the Middle 
Ages. Bold, naive folk art traced in 
strong color in whitewashed peasant 
huts. Fan vaulting making a lacework 
of stone in cathedrals. The painted 
heaven of cupids, nymphs and gods 
that glowed over Venice in the 16th 
century. The sugar-icing convolutions 
of 18th-century plasterwork. Turn-of- 
the-century, stained glass paneled ceil- 
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ings that are illuminated from above. 
Though many of the ceilings of the 
past depended on height for part of 
their dramatic power, high ceilings are 
not a necessity for a striking effect. The 
smaller-scaled, ordinary rooms found 
in country cottages or pre-Revolution- 
ary houses, for example, are rarely 
scorned for the lowness of ceilings that 
almost brush the head. It is part of the 
snugness of their atmosphere. Even (or 
especially) the despised modern 
“box’’—its ceiling little more than 
eight feet high—may contribute its im- 
portant note. Musf, in fact. As Luis Mo- 
lina points out, the decorated ceiling is 
vital, “especially in modern apartments 
because they are so dull and without 
character. I’ve been painting floors for 
years,” he continues, “to give them 
some charm, some excitement. I ap- 
proach the ceiling the same way, and 
use moldings to vary the surface.” 
Robert S. Hart agrees that decorating 
a ceiling in such a box can be more 
important than in a high-ceilinged 
room. “A room that isn’t distinguished 
architecturally often needs a little more 
help,” he says. “I like to throw in pale 
pinks, peach, rose—a softened color on 
a ceiling to warm it, or a contrasting 
color. Often I use sky-blue as a ceiling 
color, even if I have to add moldings.” 
An illustration of Mr. Hart’s think- 
ing is an apartment he did for a young 
man on Central Park West in New 
York City. Hart painted the master 
bedroom taupe, put in a pinstriped, 
charcoal-gray carpet, then painted the 
ceiling dusty rose. “It was like adding a 
boutonniere to a lapel,” he says. ‘“Gen- 
erally, I leave ceiling colors flat, espe- 
cially when they contrast the walls. 
Somehow, it lifts them up. But strange

THE REALIST TRADITION: LINKING TODAY'S ARTISTS 
WITH THE MASTERS WHO PRECEDED THEM

can’t believe this!” exclaimed an 
out-of-town friend who went with 
me recently to a New York gallery. 
“Where did this artist come from?”

Hirschl & Adler Modern 
represents Rackstraw Downes and Paul 
Wonner but also shows less well- 
known talents. 

Contemporary art overflows with 
young realists. Thirty-one-year-old 
Tim Woodman, who exhibits at Za- 
briskie Gallery in New York and re- 
cently had a show at Fuller-Goldeen 
Gallery in San Francisco, belongs to a 
new generation of realists. His high- 
relief metal sculpture describes every- 
day people and everyday life with oc- 
casional witty forays into events from 


American history. He cuts his figures 
and objects from aluminum sheets he 
paints and rivets together. The work is 
contemporary in its attitude and use of 
materials, but in creating his personal 
style Woodman draws on earlier 
American realist painting and folk art. 
Broadly defined, realism is a form of 
representational art. All representa- 
tional art recognizable 
shapes—sometimes clearly indicated, 
sometimes obscure. Realist art appears to 
be a literal representation of a scene or 
object, or of figures, but in its more 
original and uncompromising forms it 
is not. It is an interpretation of physical 
reality as perceived by the artist. 
Realism is often considered conser- 
vative and academic. But the artist who 
espouses realism today shares the same 
concerns about image and content as 


contains 


the artist espousing other “isms.” In no 
way is a serious artist working in a 
realist style in the 1980s interested in 
creating slavishly executed copies of 

earlier styles and periods of art. 
Realism, while ubiquitous in the art 
world, makes its presence felt most 
strongly after a period in which ab- 
stract art has been dominant. Its most 
recent ascendance occurred in the 1970s 
(and continues to the present). Muse- 
ums that had ignored realism were 
caught up in this ‘revival’ and began 
to assemble shows of realist masters 
they had previously ignored. The titles 
of these exhibitions were unmistakable 
in their intentions: “Directions in Real- 
ism,” at the Danforth Museum in Fra- 
mingham, Mass., for example. San An- 
tonio’s Museum of Art summed up 
museum and public interest in realism 
with its 1981 show ‘‘Real, Really 
Real, Super Real.’’ The exploration 
of realism continues, for early this year 
the Hudson River Museum in Yonkers,

N.Y., mounted “New Vistas: Contem- 
porary American Landscapes.” 

Those artists who also teach know 
that students who are trained in art 
schools and art departments of colleges 
and universities rarely escape taking 
classes in drawing-from-life. In that 
sense every artist with academic train- 
ing does some realist work. A young 
artist friend, Cynthia Gallagher, has 
taught in a number of schools with 
respected art departments. Although 
her own work is an exuberant and bold 
form of abstraction, she is called upon 
to teach figure drawing—and can. As 
she puts it, “In drawing from life you 
learn—and can teach—scale, propor- 
tion, composition, organization, light: 
everything that is important to making 
any kind of art. You learn the tradition 
of two-dimensional art right up 
through the 20th century.” 

So it is not unusual for artists known 
today for their abstract work to have 
begun their careers as realists. Some- 
times the process is reversed and an 
artist who has made a name doing ab- 
stract work becomes a realist. 

Alfred Leslie, who is nationally rec- 
ognized for his super-real, evocatively 
lighted figurative painting, began as an 
abstract expressionist. Philip Guston, 
whose work has greatly influenced the 
present generation of artists, began as a 
realist; in mid-career he too became an 
abstract expressionist, and in his late 
work returned to a representational idi- 
om using stark and poetic personal im- 
agery. Ellsworth Kelly reverts in his 
drawings and prints to leaves and 
flowers, isolated sections of which are 
the source of his abstract paintings. 

Whether artists prefer making art by 
composing groups of figures in their 
studio or by capturing the landscape in 
the country, or by looking into the 
window provided by their TV screen, 
they are concerned with making im- 
ages that are relevant. Until this centu- 
ry, realistic images were the only 
means through which an artist could 
convey ideas, emotions, environment. | 
It is not surprising that the tradition | 
remain strong. For contemporary real- 
ists, this tradition forms a link with the | 
masters who preceded them.

A CALIFORNIA CHEF FAMOUS FOR HER INNOVATIVE COOKING 
TURNS HER CULINARY IMAGINATION TO PASTA AND PIZZA 


Alice Waters is the chef and co- 
owner of Chez Panisse in Berke- 
ley, Calif. The restaurant has 
been making cooking and dining 
news ever since it opened 13 years 
ago. Not only is its cuisine unique, 
but it has been an influence— 
direct and indirect—on almost all 
of California's best restaurants. 
Ms. Waters'’s influence spread 
still further when she published 
The Chez Panisse Menu 
Cookbook in 1982. 


o much praise has been 
heaped on Alice Wa- 
ters, sO many extrava- 
gant things have been said 
about her restaurant, Chez Panisse, and 
her influence on American cooking, that 
it almost comes as a surprise to find her 
down-to-earth and straightforward. Be- 
fore talking about her new book Chez 
Panisse Pasta, Pizza and Calzone, which will 
be published this month (Random 
House, $17.95), she talked about cooking 
in general and her own in particular. 
“Sometimes I regret not having had 
any formal training in classic cooking 
techniques at a place like the Lausanne 
Cooking School in Switzerland, where 
everything is very strict and you must 
learn to beat a soufflé in a precise way. 
But, who knows? I might not be able to 
do what I’m doing now if I had learned 
that way. When a technique is ingrained 
and you feel comfortable with it, you fall 


back on it. I’ve never felt comfortable 
with cooking. Oh, I Jove it, but I can’t say 
I’m convinced i know the right way to do 
it. I’m always questioning that, and I’m 
always worried about it. 1 know so many 
French cooks who feel that there’s a 
certain correct way to do something, and 
that other ways are not as good. I think 
that’s a very dangerous position to take 


The encouraging thing about cooks in 


this country is they seem to feel very

about invention. They don’t feel as if 
they have the right way.” 

Ms. Waters continues with more 
thoughts about American cooking: 

“T object to the phrase California cui- 
sine because of the implication that it’s 
really something highly developed and 
has stood the test of time. At least that’s 
how I think about cuisine. I think there’s 
some California cooking going on because 
we're here and we're cooking with things 
we have around us. There do seem to be 
some different ingredients and tech- 
niques for cooking that are used more 
out here because it’s warm year-round 
and things. grow differently from the 
way they do back east. But whatever this 
unique kind of cooking is, it’s still in the 
early stages.” 

Some of the techniques for California 
cooking have been adapted from classic 
cooking methods and Ms. Waters came 

o her own special cooking style by that 
route. Teaching herself, she worked her 
way through the books of Elizabeth Da- 
vid and Richard Olney; then later, after 
ypening her restaurant, through the 
masters of nouvelle cuisine. “It was a 
fascinating process to pick up the Trois- 
grois cookbook and Michel Guérard’s 





book and try every recipe in 
them—to step into each 
chef’s shoes and find out 
what his perspective is. And 
then I pulled out the things I 
like and incorporated them 
into what we're doing at the 
restaurant. Some things 
have lasted—certain tech- 
niques and certain arrange- 
ments on dishes. Vinai- 
grettes with fish, purees and 
onion confit with vinegar. I 
don’t know whether we 
could live without onion 
confit—we put it on pizza, 
garnish patés with it, put it 
on beds of this and beds of 
that. It’s become a staple in the kitchen! 
The one thing I’ve tried to avoid is ar- 
ranging dishes so carefully that you miss 
the point of the taste—its savory quality. 
I’ve tried to avoid making a dish look too 
precious when really, in fact, you want a 
hunk of garlic bread and a grilled bird.” 

A savory quality is just what the dish- 
es in Ms. Waters’s new pasta book have. 
Compiled with the help of two Chez 
Panisse coworkers, Martine Labro and 
Patricia Curtan, the book reflects the 
casual food served in the restaurant’s 
upstairs cafe. Ms. Waters explains how 
the book differs from dozens of other 
pasta cookbooks on the market. “It 
seemed the right time for a book like this, 
because although there is a lot of interest 
in pasta just now most of the recipes are 
still pretty traditional. There are some 
variations on the classics, of course, but 
nobody has made a real big breakthrough 
with unusual and interesting ingredients 
based on a seasonal approach.” 

A glance at the contents shows just 
how different this book is. Recipes for 
pastas are listed under spring, summer, 
fall and winter rather than the more 
traditional headings of entrées and appe-

tizers. Typical tomato and meat sauces 
are absent, and the authors advise using 
a light hand with cheese. 

“I tried very hard,” says Ms. Waters, 
“as I did in the first book to pick out 
things for their shocking effect—to give 
readers some surprises and to get them 
involved. Charcoal-grilled artichokes are 
quite unusual as is herb flower pasta 
which is one of my favorites in the book. 
It’s fantastic to see the colors of those 
flowers strewn over a dish of pasta.” 

Getting readers involved is not the 
only similarity between this book and 
her first. Although Ms. Waters says she 
wanted to write a book that is “lighter 
and more whimsical” than The Chez Pan- 
isse Menu Cookbook (“that was more of a 
philosophical statement about the res- 
taurant”), ardent admirers of both the 
book and the restaurant will recognize 
many themes. In fact it will come as no 
surprise to them that she has included in 
her pasta book a section called “Garden 
Notes.” She has long been a passionate 
advocate of using only the freshest in- 
gredients, and for her that means vegeta- 
bles and herbs that have been out of the 
garden only a couple of hours. Chez 
Panisse has had its own garden for sever- 
al years, and the book’s garden section 
includes names of specific varieties of 
vegetables that are used at the restau- 
rant. “It’s not very much information,” 
says Ms. Waters, “but we thought it 
would be a practical start for someone 
who didn’t know much but wanted to 
plant a garden. Even a tiny plot can 
change your entire style of cooking.” 

Ms. Waters continues with another of 
her favorite subjects: “One thing about 
the book that I like very much is all the 
possibilities for each pasta dish. It con- 
tains just a few of the ideas we had, but 
there are endlessly different ways to 
cook something, depending on your 
mood and what you've got available. It’s 
terrible to ignore the ingredients in front 
of you (whether you are in the garden or 
in a store) just because you feel you must 
follow a recipe precisely. As I said early 
in the book, the idea is to find your own 
personal style of pasta, and we want to 
inspire rather than direct.” 

Printed on page 122 are some of Ms. 
Waters’ favorite pasta recipes from the 
new book. —ELIZABETH H. HUNTER

By CLAIRE WHITCOMB —— 
hen stalking The Great Ameri- 
can Antique, one would do 
well to remember that Indiana 

is still one of this country’s better kept 

secrets. Near the state’s northern bor- 
der, for example, is a large Amish com- 
munity that has produced some of the 

Midwest’s most striking quilts. Sprin- 

kled throughout Indiana’s farm coun- 

try are antiques shops with native cov- 
erlets and furnishings as well as 
18th-century painted cupboards origi- 
nal to New England, Pennsylvania 

- Dutch chests and North Carolina tables 

. eastern antiques that predate the 
founding of the state. 

It makes sense. Indiana’s first settlers 
came from the East Coast, and later, 
pioneers heading west often stopped in 
midwestern states like Indiana to sell 
furniture they realized was too heavy 
to cart to the new frontier. 

Collectors have been quietly discov- 
ering the treasures in Indiana as well as 
the rest of the Midwest—a trend that is 
changing the face of the market. ‘““Peo- 
ple have been saying for years that 
well run out of American antiques, but 
we ve only begun to scratch the surface 
of our regional resources,” says Eliza- 
beth Kramer who, with her husband, 
Richard, launched the first “Home in 
Indiana” antiques show just last Sep- 
tember. Among those states now re- 
searching and promoting their regional 
decorative arts heritage, “Indiana is a 
leader,” she says. Thus she was moti- 
vated to extend her successful lineup of 
antiques shows (“Heart of the Coun-

try” in Nashville and “Star of Texas” 


in Houston) to include Indianapolis, 
bringing the Midwest its first major 
commercial antiques forum 

Realizing that something | afoot

held again this September 27 to 30. 
Since this show brings many of the 
state’s best dealers to one central place, 
I decided to spend several days in Indi- 
anapolis and limit my wanderings to 
one overnight excursion to the Amish 
country. I had been fascinated by 
Amish arts ever since I saw David Pot- 
tinger’s collection of Indiana Amish 
quilts at the Museum of American Folk 
Art in New York City last summer. But 
... I’m getting ahead of myself. First, 
Indianapolis. 

This city is designed the way cities 
ought to be: practical in scale and exu- 
berant in spirit. Indianapolis’s grand 
avenues all radiate from one central 
point—a towering Civil War memorial 
that can be scaled either on foot (up 
330 steps) or by a 25-cent elevator ride. 
For those interested in remaining se-

Circle, the street that surrounds the 
tower. Next door at No. 44 is the India- 
napolis City Center where you can get 
a map and a listing of events. Two 
must-sees on the Circle: English coun- 
try Gothic Christ Church Cathedral 
with its windows by Tiffany, and Jane 
and Henry Eckert’s art gallery at 102 
Monument Circle with its strong 
showing of Indiana folk artists, impres- 
sionists (1880-1930) and the later 
Brown County School (1910-1945).

excellent collection of Indiana art and 
decided that it should be dusted off, 
brought upstairs and shown.” After 
leaving the museum to open his West- 
field, Ind., antiques shop, he kept re- 
searching Indiana art and last year 
opened a downtown gallery. “Indiana 
artists didn’t get as much national rec- 
ognition as they deserved because they 
stayed in the Midwest,” says Mr. Eck- 
ert. “Even in their day, painters from 
the Northeast urged them to ‘move to 
New York.’ If they had, their places in 
art history books might have been dif- 
ferent.” For collectors who find Ameri- 
can ‘impressionist works pricey, Hoo- 
sier pictures can be an excellent buy. 
At the Eckert’s gallery, for example, 
works ranged from several hundred 
dollars for drawings to $20,000 for ma- 
jor oils. 

The Eckert’s gallery is just one of the 
new additions to Indianapolis’s down- 
town, which is undergoing a mini-re- 
naissance. The symphony just found a 
home on the Circle; a zoo and huge

Gingerbread houses 

Lockerbie Square, six blocks of the 
most charming, diminutive houses, 
each on its own 35-by-120-foot plot of 
land right in the heart of America’s 
12th-largest city, stole my heart. Its 
Carpenter Gothic and Queen Anne 
homes, built as worker housing in the 


late 1800s, have fancifully painted gin- 
gerbread trim that makes them seem 
storybook residences. That sublime 
state, however, has not always, been 
the case. As recently as the early 1970s 
Lockerbie’s houses were in desperate 
need of renovation, a task undertaken 
by young professionals willing to move 
back to the city and fix them up. The 
spruce-up has spread to the entire area 
adjoining Lockerbie where new town 
houses, approved by the city’s land- 
mark committee, line the streets—the 
first new city-center housing built in 
Indianapolis since 1900. 

In the heart of Lockerbie is the poet 


James Whitcomb Riley’s house—defi 
nitely worth a tour. Two more fine res 
torations: the Benjamin Harriso: 
House, full of presidential memorabiliz 
and the Morris-Butler House Museurr 
so evocative of the Victorian era tha 
you can almost hear the swish of a grea 
lady’s dress as she leaves the parlor. 
For a look at some of the grande: 
residences in the city, drive up Nort! 
Meridian St. (cross streets 36 to 56). It’ 
a welcome detour on your way to th 
not-to-be-missed Indianapolis Muse 
um of Art. Set on the 154-acre estate o 
Eli Lilly, the museum has an excellen 
botanical garden, collections of Orien 
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tal art and period room settings in- 
stalled in the Lilly’s former home. If 
you're traveling with children, treat 
them to the Children’s Museum, one of 
the best in the country. 


Conner Prairie 

A half-hour drive from Indianapolis, 
but another world altogether, is Con- 
ner Prairie, an outdoor museum village 
that is a complex of some 29 humble 
houses and barns (moved to the site by 
Eli Lilly). There the year is eternally 
1836—as the Widow Bucher or Doc 
Campbell or any other of the town 
characters will tell you. Played by the 


museum’s knowlegdeable staff, these 
“townspeople” wear prairie clothes, 
tell small-town tales, pull carrots out of 
the garden ... and it isn’t hokey. They 
produce wonderful-smelling meals on 
open hearths for the staff’s lunch and 
make 1836 a reality for you. Stop in at 
the Widow Bucher’s house, for exam- 
ple, and she’ll regale you with stories 
about her son who ran off to a river 
town (which, she informs you, is a 
“fast’’ place). She’ll whisper that Doc 
Campbell’s new stove will never re- 
place the hearth, and if you visit Mrs. 
Campbell, she’ll confide that, for a 
Kentucky-educated lady with a grand 


piano, Indiana is really backwoods. 
The newest building to arrive in 
Conner Prairie (purchased by the mu- 
seum and moved) is a farmhouse that 
serves as an “inn.” Its colors—a garish 
red and yellow dining room—will 
shock the modern eye, but the tones 
have been carefully researched. The 
inn, and all the other buildings at Con- 
ner Prairie, are furnished with period 
antiques and reproductions you can see 
being crafted by carpenter Daniel Mc- 
Clure. If you want to try your own 
hand at frontier crafts, you can at Con- 
ner Prairie’s Pioneer Adventure Center 
(Continued on page 58)

}be turned around so the views would be properly 
directed outward.” That’s just what was done. Within 
three months of having bought the little place, Mr. 
Wilson had effected a total change. First he removed 
ja maid’s room (see plan, below nght) where he intended 
to put his bedroom with its open bath. Then he 
Jincorporated the breezeway into the main body of the 
house by substituting floor-to-ceiling doors to create 
a hall-like gallery space. (Note that the kitchen re- 
mains in its original position.)

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Though Madame Récamier gave her name to a cer- 
tain style of elegantly carved daybed, the one on 
which she strikes her famous pose (deft) wasn’t hers. It 
actually belonged to Jacques Louis David, the reign- 
ing artist of post-Revolutionary and Napoleonic 
France. David’s painting is an interesting study in the 
cross-pollination that has historically taken place be- 
tween art and furniture design—and is recurring now 
with the pieces shown on these pages. 

A great admirer of the Greeks, whose vases and 
bas-reliefs were just being excavated, David copied 
table, couch and throne designs from Greek art. He 
then had them expertly crafted by a leading furniture 
maker, Georges Jacob, and immortalized them in his 
paintings, which profoundly influenced the Directoire 
and Empire furniture stylés. 

Following David’s lead, two enterprising young 
men, Richard Ball and Peter Campbell, have turned 
to great works of art for the furniture designs they 
display in their book Master Pieces, which also offers 
complete how-to instructions so that, if you wish, you 


can craft a Récamier daybed of your own. 





Grecian-garbed Madame Récamer, age 23, was painted by 
David in 1802. The daybed copied from her portrait is made 
of mahogany, a wood she favored until Napoleon banned it in 
1806, and has been lengthened for a modern woman.

I have a friend who literally went off 


the deep end. She was a young career 
woman living with an ailing mother in 
a small bungalow on a quiet street in 
suburbia.

To many, digging up an entire back- 
yard for a swimming pool would seem 
a crazy distortion of values. To this 
entrapped young woman, however, it 
was salvation. Later, after her mother 
had died, she married a former high 
school classmate and together they re- 
settled themselves on a farm in the 
wide open spaces. Not surprisingly, 
the first thing she did was to have a 
swimming pool installed, mere steps 
from the o!

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we left—the overly familiar, often stul- 
tifying limitations of the indoors. 

We all know that the simple act of 
going outdoors contributes wondrous- 
ly to our sense of well-being. As real 
estate people have learned so well, the 
outdoors also has a dollar value. Simi- 
larly, the high-rise apartment unit with 
a balcony, however tiny, invariably 
fetches a higher rental price than the 
one without. I am sure it is not the 
minimal concrete perch itself that so 
appeals to urban cliff-dwellers but be- 
ing able to breach an intractable brick 
wall for a whiff of the world beyond it. 

Yet these structural outcroppings 
do sometimes serve noble social ends. 
Easily the most memorable cookout I 
have ever experienced took place in an 
18th-floor balcony apartment at Co-op 
City in the Bronx, one of the world’s 
largest high-rise housing develop- 
ments. I recall our host, a New York 
City police officer, standing in the liv- 
ing room and reaching out through 
the sliding glass door to turn the 
steaks that sizzled on the charcoal bra- 
zier. The balcony had room for the 
brazier and little else, but to all the 
guests, the ambience at this cookout 
was pu’e Adirondack Mountains. 

in today’s urbanized world, the lure 
of the outdoors appears to grow in 
importance as we try harder to savor 
its rewards. [ have long been touched, 


for example, by what might best be 
called ‘““The Commuter’s Law of 
Greater Good.”’ This law states simply 
that the farther a commuter is willing 
to travel to reach “the country,” the 
more urgent it becomes for him to 
love every inch of it. 

Fortunately, this law has a forgiving 
corollary for those unwilling to pay a 
heavy price. It states that a person, 
given the smallest of outdoor patches 
and the time to enjoy it, can create a 
private world of huge gratification. 

Consider the typical Englishman 
and his proverbial garden. I had al- 
ways been burdened by the notion 
that the formal English garden of fa- 
bled renown—superintended by ttled 
personages—was the only English gar- 
den. On my first train ride from Lon- 
don into the countryside I learned 
otherwise. Leaving King’s Cross Sta- 
tion, we had not been underway 10 
minutes when the great city’s working- 
class neighborhoods began to reveal 
the fruly typical English garden: a min- 
uscule backyard plot whose every 
square inch is primped to yield a horti- 
cultural explosion of plant, leaf and 
flower. Lovingly replicated with minor 
variations from backyard to backyard, 
mile upon mile, this vibrant expres- 
sion of a people’s common devotion 
to gardening seemed unparalleled. 

How can such universal contagion 
occur? In his book Man in the Land- 
scape, the ecologist and gifted writer 
Paul Shepard offers a highly useful po- 
etic insight: ““The garden is the perfect 
human habitat.” So far as there is one 
paradise for all men, all gardens in all 
times and places are alike; their pecu- 
liarities measure the unique experi- 
ence of each society as it confronts 
nature.”

even cold. This means that if they 
aren’t whites, they have to be light reds 
or rosés. Try the Beaujolais- Villages 
from Jadot (about $6) or Concannon’s 
Zinfandel Rosé (about $4.75). 








RIESLING: THE GRAPE AND ITS WINES 


The time: a warm summer afternoon. 

The setting: the deck of a beach house. 
I was sipping a white wine so fragrant 
and delicious that when I set the glass 
down a fatally attracted honeybee dove 
straight into the liquid. That enticing 
wine was a superb Riesling, made from 
the famous, versatile grape variety of 
the same name. A Riesling can be a 
lovely pale color, bone-dry and ele- 
gant. Or it can be a rich, deep gold, 
have the scent of apricots and taste 
honey-sweet. Riesling’s classic style 
lies somewhere between these two ex- 
tremes: a wine with an attractive, al- 
most floral fragrance matched by deli- 
cate flavors that are balanced between 
crisp tartness and ripe fruitiness. 

The style of the wine all depends on 
the region where the grape is planted, 
the conditions of the vintage and when 
the grape is harvested. Riesling’s home 
is Germany, where it is used exclusive- 

for the world-famous Rhines and 
Mosels. It’s also planted elsewhere in 
Europe (notably in Alsace) and across 
the United States (American Rieslings 
are often labeled Johannisberg Riesling 
or white Riesling.). 


Among the Rieslings I’ve tasted re- 
cently, I’d single out two refreshing, 
crisp, fruity California examples, the 
1982 Jekel ‘““Home Vineyard” Johannis- 
berg Riesling ($8) and the 1983 Fetzer 
Mendocino Johannisberg Riesling 
($6.50), and two German ones, the 
light, delicate 1982 Schloss Johannis- 
berg Rotlack Kabinett ($11) and the 
lingering, spicy 1981 Wehlener Son- 
nenuhr Riesling Kabinett, Dr. Thanisch 
($12). I’d also recommend a bargain 
from Austria, the fruity appealing 1982 
Ruster Riesling “White Stork” ($4) and 
a fine bone-dry example from Alsace, 
the 1982 Trimbach ($6). 

Riesling also makes Germany’s light 
sparkling wines—try Deinhard Lila Im- 
perial Sekt ($8)—and wonderfully rich, 
sweet dessert wines, such as 1982 Fran- 
ciscan Selected Late Harvest Johannis- 
berg Riesling ($15 a half bottle). 

Serve dry and lightly fruity examples 
as aperitifs or with light fish such as 
trout, or with pork dishes. Richer, 
fruitier Rieslings go well with game 
birds and turkey. Dessert Rieslings call 
for elegant but not overly sugary des- 
serts such as apricot tart.

I make this menu just as the first beets and zucchini are being picked from 
the garden. The soup is a hearty borscht in which all of the vegetables are 
cooked just until tender. 

The pork chops should be cut extra-thin (1/2 inch) so that they can 
cook very fast. Fresh thyme is put right under the chop, where it sticks 
while cooking. Herbs sautéed in this way are delicious. Apple slices are 
sautéed in the same pan after the chops are done. 

I like to grow a great variety of salad greens in the greenhouse in winter 
and in the garden during the summer and pick it while it is still very 
young and tender. I often let butter lettuce get just large enough so that 
one head is a salad for each person. Whole, small lettuces are also nice 
“bowls” for summer salads made of sweet corn, seafood or chicken. 

Another thing I grow lots of are raspberries. There are five long rows in 
the garden—about five varieties—and I harvest glorious berries all sum- 
mer and fall. Fresh raspberries, served with dollops of raspberry cream, 
make a luscious ending to this meal. — MARTHA STEWART

Alice Waters, this month’s Guest Speaker (page 44), wrote 
Chez Panisse Pasta, Pizza & Calzone to make a “breakthrough 
with unusual and interesting ingredients.” She did this 
with such recipes as salmon and roasted red pepper pasta, 
onion confit, winter greens and fettuccine and the recipes 
below. A second reason is ‘because I cook so much pasta 
for myself. When I’m too tired to come up with some- 
thing imaginative—I pull out the pasta, go out in the 
garden and grab some lettuce, and have dinner!” Al- 
though in cases like these Ms. Waters uses very, very thin 
dried spaghetti, she generally prefers fresh, homemade 
pasta. “Lasagne made with thin, thin fresh noodles 
doesn’t taste like anything you’ve ever had before,” says 
Ms. Waters about the recipe from the book.

PARSLEY, SAGE, ROSEMARY, THYME AND MORE ARE 
YOURS WITH A YEAR-ROUND WINDOWSILL HERB GARDEN

have always felt that growing one’s 
| own herbs—even on a window- 

sili—was more than merely a culi- 
nary treat. Which, I must quickly add, 
is not mere in any way. Just try making 
pesto with dried basil, or compare the 
gray-green flakes of dried parsley to 
the springy crunch of a freshly picked 
sprig. 

To be sure, culinary reasons abound, 
but what I find equally rewarding 
about the presence of thriving pots of 
chives, rosemary or thyme is their con- 
tinuity with the past. For, after all, 
herbs come to us from our ancestors 
unchanged, and seemingly impervious 
to modern improvements. 

Today’s thyme is the same herb the 
Greeks used on their altar fires to puri- 
fy a sacrificial offering.

Ms. Sullivan has had great success 
growing parsley on her windowsill: 
“Even though parsley is readily avail- 
able in the market, I enjoy having it 
right here to pick a fresh sprig for a 
broiled fish, or to use as a breath fresh- 
ener, or even to make into an astrin- 
gent mask for my face. I mix two table- 
spoons of yogurt with a teaspoon of 
finely chopped parsley, and leave it on 
for five minutes. It’s very refreshing. 

“Rosemary will also thrive in a pot. 
If you leave it outdoors in the summer, 
though, it’s a little tricky to bring in- 
doors; it doesn’t like drafts. Even if 
your rosemary plant dies, however, it 
still looks fine. I try to keep it around 
and pick off the dried leaves as I need 
them; they taste delicious. 

“Even perennial herbs need a resting 
period over the winter, so when you 
bring them into the house, you’re 
pushing them hard, and sometimes 
they don’t make it. But my theory is, 
it’s always worth trying.”

“If the flies are bad when I’n 
gardening, I'll lightly crush a piece o 
penny royal and tuck it behind my ea 
or stick it in my hat brim. It seems t 
discourage insects. 

“To make an herbal hair rinse, pu 
one quarter cup of fresh herbs or thre 
tablespoons dried in a ceramic or glas 
container—never metal—and add thre 
cups boiling water. Let it steep for sev 
eral hours, then strain thoroughly an 
store in the refrigerator. I like to make. 
very strong infusion and store it in| 
glass jar. When I need it, I take one hal 
a cup and add an equal amount o 
warm tap water. Incidentally, the herb 
al rinse is always the final one—yor 
don’t rinse it out. 

“T also like to make herbal sachet 
for my bath. A good combination i 
lavender, rose and lemon verben 
wrapped in gauze and dropped int 
bath water or hung right under th 
running tap. If you liberate dried herb 
in the tub, it makes a dreadful mess, si 
be sure to tie them up carefully. Ir 
summer, I'll also put fresh leaves in my} 
bath—one of the scented geraniums 
rose, mint or citrus-scented are delight 
ful. Whenever I can, I use fresh herb 
rather than dried.”

WHY REAL ESTATE 
IS ALWAYS A 
WISE INVESTMENT 


“When was the last tme you heard of 
areal estate investor selling his property 
forless than he paid forit?” 


By ROBERT BRUSS 
hether you are buying your 
first home or your umpteenth, 
always look at your realty 
purchase as an investment. Emotional 
decisions have no place in real estate, 
even in home purchases. 

“Every person who invests in well- 
selected real estate in a growing section 
of a prosperous community adopts the 
surest and safest method of becoming 
independent, for real estate is the basis 
of wealth.” When Teddy Roosevelt 
made that statement, our nation’s real 
property was worth far less than today. 

Of course, not all real estate goes up 
in market value. The secret is to antici- 
pate which property will increase in 
worth: Select only well-located realty. 
That means buying real estate where 
people want to live and work, even 
though that property costs more than 
poorly located property. 

There are two key factors in success- 
ful real estate investing: 7) understand- 
ing the inherent value of land and the 
added value of improvements con- 
structed on that land, and 2) under- 
standing how the dynamic tax conse- 
quences of real estate ownership lead 
to profit. Land plus tax benefits are the first 
secrets to unlocking the door of real estate profits. 

How are real estate profits earned? 
One way is from the rise in property 
values that have done better than most 
other investments in keeping ahead of 
inflation. Many realty investments, es- 
pecially single-family homes, have ap-

preciated faster than the inflation rate. 
As a result, most homeowners realize 
their residence is their best investment. 

Although many property profits 
have been made investing in vacant, 
raw land, the chances of earning high 
profits are slim. Just to break even, va- 
cant land must appreciate in market 
value at least 30 percent a year. The 
reason is that the owner must pay 
property taxes (usually 1 to 3 percent 
of value), mortgage interest (perhaps 12 
percent, usually financed by the seller 
because banks and other mortgage 
lenders regard land mortgages as too 
risky) and real estate sales commission 
upon resale (5 to 10 percent of the sales 
price). He must also take into consider- 
ation lost income on the down pay- 
ment’s cash investment (10 to 15 per- 
cent a year) and inflation. 

Any monetary investment involves 
four key variables that are interrelated: 
1. Safety—the primary factor most 
people consider when making any in- 
vestment. The investments considered 
safest by most people are U.S. Savings 
Bonds, bills, notes and other federal 
government obligations. These securi- 
ties offer virtually 100 percent safety of 
principal because the chances of the 
government's failing to repay these 
debts when due is practically nil. But 
such obligations rarely show increase 
in value, other than accumulated inter- 
est (rarely as high as the inflation rate). 

Next in order of safe investments are 
the various types of insured savings 
accounts and certificates of deposit of- 
fered by savings and loan associations

and banks. These accounts are now in- 
sured by federal government agencies 
up to $100,000. 

Even though it is considered admira- 
ble to save money in savings accounts 
and similar savings instruments, the 
big drawback for savers is that these 
accounts offer little or no appreciation 
in value. In fact, the dollars in suck 
accounts depreciate in value when you 
consider that the interest paid on sav- 
ings accounts and certificates is some- 
times less than the inflation rate. 

Well-located, sound real estate is not 
going to disappear, as can the value of 
dollars put into savings accounts. Nei- 
ther will real estate values be lost be- 
cause of inflation. In fact, property vall- 
ues tend to increase at a pace at leas! 
equal to the inflation rate. Most home:

Unimproved land values, however,

_ fringe of development. That is why it is 


essential for real estate land investors 
to check market value trends for the 


‘immediate area before any vacant 


property is bought. Real estate agents 


, usually have ready access to statistics 


on recent sales prices in the vicinity. 
But watch out. Just a block or two in 
distance can make a big difference in 


_the rate of market value appreciation. 


Do not be fooled by statistics. Location 
is the key to successful realty invest- 


ing. If a property is offered at what 


looks like a very low price, there may 
be a very good reason.

4, Liquidity is defined as the time de- 


lay required to convert an asset into 
cash. For example, common stocks list- 
ed on the New York Stock Exchange 
are considered relatively liquid since 
they can be sold and converted into 
cash within three or four days at most. 
But the “‘cost’’ of that liquidity is that 
the stock is sold at its market price on 
the day of the sale, and the investor 
has no control over what that price will 
be. Many people think real estate’s 
biggest drawback is its lack of easy 
liquidity. Real estate certainly is not as 
liquid as a savings account. But there is 
another aspect to real estate liquidity.

To determine the type of policy that 
is right for your needs, you must know 
the value of what you own. Old silver 
you have inherited, an oil painting that 
hung over Grandmother’s mantel—all 
could be more valuable than you think. 

“Look closely at what you own,” 
urges Karen Loud, vice president of 
Christie) Manson & Woods Interna- 
tional, New York City. “You don’t 
have to be a scholar to note differences 
between what you’ve got and what's 
being sold today.” 

She urges seeking advice from local 
museums and historical societies if you 
are unsure of the value of a piece or a 
whole collection of pieces. Compare 
your pewter pitcher with similar pieces 
being sold at antiques shows, stores 
and auctions. That comparison will 
give you some clue to its current value. 

“Despite the recent recession the 
value of antiques has skyrocketed— 
particularly Americana, 
paintings, Victorian furniture and por- 
celains,” says David Redden, vice pres- 
ident of Sotheby Parke Bernet, New 
York City. “Your best protection is to 
have your pieces appraised—and not

just once. Review them every three 
years; reappraise them every five.” 
With offices in major cities nation- 
wide, firms like Sotheby’s and Chris- 
tie’s offer in-home appraisal visits for 
as little as $250. But if you’re concerned 
about only one or two major pieces, 
you can send detailed snapshots to ei- 
ther firm for advice. Or you can check 
with local antiques and art dealers for 
the names of reputable appraisers.

on the road to the Amish country was 
nearby Westfield where Jane and Hen- 
ry Eckert have a second stunning an- 
tiques shop at 900 E. Main St. While I 
roamed through their antiques barn 
and art gallery, Jane talked about the 
antiques for which Indiana is known. 
“Indiana was prolific in basketmaking, 
quilting and coverlet weaving” she ex- 
plained. “In the northern Amish coun- 
try you can find early painted chests 
and cupboards, particularly in red, a 
color that the Amish favored. And in 
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the south, walnut and cherry were 
popular, as they were with the furni- 
ture makers of Kentucky. The banks of 
the Ohio river are a good area for c. 
1840 Empire furniture.” 

What’s the best way to conduct a 
search for antiques? Buy the Tri-State 
Trader, a journal that lists hundreds of 
shops throughout the state. It is sold in 
many restaurants and stores, and it is 
really very helpful. (A word of warn- 
ing: the listings the Trader contains are 
of variable quality.) Indiana’s official 
bumper sticker says ‘Wander Indiana,”

antiques, advises Henry Eckert. “We shop at occasional junk 
stores or places we happen on along the road,” he continues.

turn-of-the-century interior complete 
with old shelving he bought at auction. 


_ The atmosphere is what visitors soak 


up most, since the store’s wares are 
strictly functional—fabrics for making 
clothes, tin buckets, tapioca and other 
necessities for the Amish. Perusing its 
shelves, however, does offer insight 
into their tastes, especially when you 
come to the enormous candy section! 
Another store that offers a remark- 
able glimpse of Amish buying habits is 
Yoder’s in Middlebury. Its decor is un- 


adulterated 1950s: Plain white shelves 
offer fabric for quilts and clothes, rib- 
bon in black only, suspenders and 
hats—$3.98 and up. In the back: Adi- 
das and other brands of running shoes, 
seen on a// Amish children. 

One great way to shop for Amish 
quilts and antiques is to attend the 
Amish auctions listed in weekly Farm- 
ers Exchange and LaGrange Standard. Of- 
ten held mid-week to discourage tour- 
ists, these auctions are a sight to 
behold—lines of buggies and only a 
handful of folks in contemporary garb. 

A huge Amish and general auction 
you can plan your vacation around is 
held at Shipshewana every Wednesday 
in a big warehouse where seven criers 
sell off just about everything. Since the 
quality can range from the absolute top 
of the scale to the bottom, everyone 
goes—those in search of a quick bar- 
gain as well as collectors hoping for an 
exquisite Amish quilt. Get there ear- 
ly—the bidding begins at 7 a.m. On 
Tuesday you can bargain-hunt from 5 
A.M. at the weekly flea market and at- 
tend an eclectic auction at 2 P.M. 

One store in Shipshewana where 
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you can count on good antiques is 
Haarer’s, which has vintage Amish 
quilts ($1,200 for ‘“Tumbling Blocks,”’ 
$575 for “Bow Tie”) as well as new 
ones (from $160) reproduced from an- 
tique originals. I was enraptured by 
their old rag rugs ($10 to $35), some of 
which are on my floors at home. An- 
other find was an antique Amish rock- 
er ($300) with bark-covered hickory 
branches for its curving arms and run- 
ners. For contemporary versions of this 
distinctive Amish seat go down the 
road to CabinCrafters (a double rocker 
was $295), which also has good Shaker 
reproductions, from pantry boxes to 
tables. At both Haarer’s and Cabin- 
Crafters you can buy the semi-annual 
Hermitage Country Guide, which lists other 
local shops, restaurants, inns and tours. 
The Guide is $1.75 on the newstand 
($3.50 ppd. for a year’s subscription 
from Heritage Country, Box 1138, 
Middlebury, IN 46540). A good source 
for small van or bus tours, family-style 
dining and bed-and-breakfast arrange- 
ments is the Patchwork Quilt Country 
Inn, 11748, CR2, Middlebury, IN 
46540; write for details. @

Easy-to-build 
garden pools make 
a little landscaping 
go a long way 


By KEN DRUSE 

othing brings drama to the 

landscape like the sight and 

sound of water. It captures and 
reflects a bit of the sky ... floating 
lilies are reminiscent of romantic 
summer evenings ... a fountain jet 
makes droplets that dance to the 
music of trickling water. New prod- 
ucts let you share this magic. 

A garden pool can be made from 
any watertight material; concrete is 
traditional. A hole is dug with slop- 
ing sides—like a big bowl. The 
sloped sides eliminate hard-to-clean 
corners, but also protect the pool 
from winter cracking: Ice pushes up, 
not out. One point in the bottom is 
deepest, creating a sump area in case 
the pool must be drained. 

New pools on the market today 
are relatively easy to install. One 
kind, made from molded fiberglass 
shells, is available in butterfly or 
kidney shapes, or formal circles and 
squares. To install, dig a hole that 
conforms to the shell but is 4 inches 
larger all around and 4 inches deep- 
er. Spread a 2-inch layer of coarse 
builder’s sand in the bottom, then 
place the shell in the hole and shift 
it around until it is level in the sand. 
Fill in soil around the sides and 
tamp down. Edges can be camou- 
flaged with fieldstone; leave spaces 
so plants can cascade over the rim. 

The least expensive pool is made 
with a plastic liner: Vinyl is best, 
and a dark color looks most natural. 
Dig a hole that is any shape and 
depth, keeping in mind the follow- 
ing formula for computing liner size: 


DE 








width + (2 x depth) + 2 feet, by 
length + (2 depth) + 2 feet. If 
you are making a free-form shape, 
use—for computing purposes—a 
rectangle that would contain it. 

Excavate to a depth 6 inches 
greater than your desired water 
depth. Make the sides slope gently 
and round the bottom corners. Re- 
move any sharp stones that could 
puncture the liner. Fill the hole with 
a 2-inch layer of sand; level the sand 
and sprinkle with water so that it 
sets. Beyond the edge, dig a trench 6 
inches deep and 6 inches wide to 
bury and disguise the selvage. 

Spread the plastic over the hole; 
pull it taut and weight the corners 
with soft bags of sand. Place the 
hose in the center and slowly fill 
with water. The liner will sag and 
conform to the hole. Smooth out 
folds as it sinks. Trim the liner so 
that it is 10 inches wider on all sides 
than the hole; fold edges under and 
bury beneath a few inches of soil. 

You can line the edge with bricks 
for a formal look; use flagstone or 
apply a moldable mixture of 5 parts 
soil to 1 part cement that you moist- 
en and pat onto the edge. Leave 
pockets for poolside plants. 

A single pump and fountain can 
be purchased for as little as $50. 
Cast-lead, piped ornaments are 
much more expensive. Always stock 
your pool with goldfish. The water 
attracts mosquitoes, but the fish 
gobble them up.

nard Currid, warns that many people 
who start out to grow herbs make the 
mistake of being too kind:

tries where the soil is lean. When they 
are overfed, as often happens in this 
country, they lose their flavor and their 
resistance to disease, and end up much 
less hardy than plants grown in leaner 
conditions. 

“When preparing your garden—or 
potting—soil, make sure it isn’t too rich 
in nitrogen. When that happens, the 
plants may look lush, and have beauti- 
ful foliage, but will be lacking in the 
essential oils that create their flavor 
and aroma. 

“A second common mistake is an in- 
correct method of watering. You 
should never water unless the plants 
really need it. Water to duplicate the 
effect of about an inch of rainfall at 
one watering, then don’t water again 
for a week. That way, the roots are 
forced to go deep down into the soil for 
nutrients and water. Frequent light wa- 
tering, on the other hand, will keep the 
roots close to the top of the soil and 
weaken the plant. 

“If you’re going to bring herbs in- 
doors at the end of the summer, or are 
planning a windowsill garden, be sure 
there’s enough humidity. The atmo- 
sphere of a centrally heated home in 
midwinter is drier than the Sahara. | 
would put plants on a tray of pebbles 
filled with water just below the base of 
the pot—and be sure to keep the tray 
continually filled with water. 

“Tf you’re growing herbs in a clay 
pot, it’s easy to tell when to water: Just 
tap the pot with a stick and if you hear 
a hollow sound, like a ‘ping,’ the plants 
need water. If there’s a dull thud, they 
don’t. After a little experience in listen- 
ing to the taps, you can get to know the 
exact moment when the plant is 
thirsty. That’s one of the reasons I pre- 
fer clay pots to plastic. The one disad- 
vantage is that clay dries out faster, so 
you must water more frequently. But 
clay looks better, too. 

“If one of your herbs is found to 
attract bugs, don’t use an insecticide. A 
quarter of a cup of Ivory Snow or a 


_ liquid detergent, mixed with a gallon of 


_ water and sprayed on the leaves, is ef- 


fective. It smothers the insects. 

“There are two herbs that are partic- 
ularly good to grow indoors. Chives— 
which have have been cultivated since 


_ Charlemagne’s time—should be grown 


in several separate clumps and harvest- 
ed one at a time, so there’s always a 
fresh supply. And the new purple vari- 
ety of Basil—Dark Opal—does very 


» well under artificial light. You can sus- 
» pend a 40-watt fluorescent bulb about 


15 to 18 inches above the top of the 


| plant, and keep it turned on for 12 to 


15 hours. That gives the plant a chance 
to rest.” 

Plants, like people, need resting peri- 
ods. Such comparisons are another rea- 
son I am drawn to the cultivation of 
herbs. Shakespeare, whose understand- 
ing of the human condition was unsur- 


/ passed, often used his knowledge of 


' herbs to enrich a metaphor or amplify a 


thought, as in Henry IV, when we hear: 


, “For though the camomile the more it 


is trodden on, the faster it grows, yet 
youth, the more it is wasted, the sooner 
it wears.’ @

| Birr Castle, County Offaly, combines 
» acres of rolling parkland with a collec- 


tion of specimen trees, shrubs and 
flowering bushes from all over the 
world. Greenhouses and acres of apple 
orchards make Birr an absolute delight 
from June through October. @ Mala- 
hide Castle, County Dublin, has a for- 
mal garden that surrounds the house 
and flows down in carpeted lawns to 
parklands. ¢ Glenveagh Castle, Coun- 
ty Donegal, is the former home of the 
American art collector, Henry Mcll- 
henny (see HB, April ’82). This magnif- 
icent house and its grounds include a 
Gothic conservatory designed by M. 
Philippe Jullian and a Tuscan garden 
designed by Mr. Mcllhenny; 22,000 
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acres of state-owned deer forest sur- 
round Lough (lake) Veagh. @ Garnish 
Island, County Kerry, is another magi- 
cal spot, having served as Lord Dunra- 
ven’s subtropical paradise off the coast 
of Kerry. (Bantry House, County Cork, 
is another such anomaly in this part of 
the world.) The island is a repository 
for an international exhibition of rare 
and unusual trees, shrubs and flower- 
ing bushes and plants ... palm trees, 
no less. © Powerscourt, County Wick- 
low, is a fantastic study in greens ... 
one doesn’t come here for flowers. 
Smooth black and white palm-sized 
stones make up the parterre that over- 
looks the pond with its dramatic spout 
and view of Sugarloaf Mountain. 
Sculpture is used here in ways unlike 
other Irish gardens, and lacy Venetian 
ironwork decorates the stepped ter- 
races. ® Lismore Castle, County Wa- 
terford, boasts a floral parterre whose 
pattern is based on an illuminated page 
of an ancient Celtic breviary which is 
one of the castle’s great treasures. 
House Beautiful is especially fortunate 
to have had as its guide Sybil Connol- 


ly, the noted Irish fashion and interior 
designer. It was she who made it possi- 
ble for HB Executive Editor Margaret 
Kennedy and photographer Michael 
Dunne to bring back the very private 
beauties of the gardens. Miss Connol- 
ly’s career has spanned the Atlantic in 
many ways. She is currently complet- 
ing a set of designs of crystal for a 
famous Irish glassmaker; her garden- 
inspired fabrics collection will be pri- 
miered soon by Brunschwig & Fils; she 
has designed china for Sigma; and a 
few years ago she introduced an en- 
chanting group of potpourris, sachets 
and fragrances called ‘Scents from an 
Irish Garden.”

{| Method for meringue: Roast hazelnuts and 
almonds on baking sheet in preheated 350 
oven until brown. Let cool, skin, then grind 
in nut grinder or food processor. (Do not 
overprocess or nuts will become a paste.) 
Mix with 1 cup of sugar and set aside. 

[|] Butter and flour 12-by-16-inch baking 
pan. Line bottom with parchment paper. 
Beat egg whites with cream of tartar in large 
bowl until stiff, then beat in remaining 1/2 
cup sugar by tablespoonfuls. Fold in sugar- 
nut mixture carefully. Do not overfold and 
deflate the whites. Pour into prepared pan 
and spread mixture evenly. Bake in preheat- 
ed 350° oven 25 minutes. As soon as me- 
ringue begins to get crusty, bake 5 minutes 
more. It should have the texture of a maca- 
roon. Let meringue cool completely in pan 
on rack. Run knife around edge and flip out 
onto tray or rack and peel off parchment 
paper. Use this as the side to ice. Cut me- 
ringue into 4 pieces, each 4 by 12 inches. 

[| Method for buttercream and assembly: Stir sug- 
ar together with 1/3 cup water in saucepan, 
bring to boil, and boil without stirring until 
syrup reaches 240°. Beat hot syrup slowly 
into egg yolks in bowl; continue beating 
until mixture is thick and cool. Gradually 
beat in 2 sticks butter and taste. Add third 
stick only if you think it needs it. Don’t let 
mixture become greasy. 

[|_| Melt semisweet and unsweetened choc- 
olate -together in small saucepan over very 
low heat and let cool. Combine 1/2 butter- 
cream with chocolate in bowl. Combine 1/4 
of buttercream with vanilla in another bowl. 
Combine remaining 1/4 of buttercream with 
praline powder in a third bowl. 

{| Spread buttercreams on 3 meringue 
bands, one flavor on each band (use only 
half the chocolate), and chill. Place bands on 
top of each other and set remaining band on 
top. Spread remaining chocolate butter- 
cream around sides of cake. Press toasted 
ground almonds onto sides of cake and 
sprinkle with confectioners’ sugar. Chill 
several hours but take out of refrigerator 
1/2 hour before serving. Serves 10.

Wear Is judged by a 
classic rule: “The tighter 
the weave the longer the 

wear: Thismeans: threads 
to the inch. One inch of fabric with 5 thick threads doesn't have 
the strength of one inch packed tight with 30 to 40 thin threads. 

Hold the fabric up to the light. The less light that shows 

through, the tighter the weave. Natural fibers take color richly.
